The  1913  sitting  of  the  Provincial 
Parliament  of  British  Columbia  was 
duly  brought  to  a  close  yesterday  after- 
noon,     prorogation      hv     Hla     Honor      the 

Lieutenant-Governor  taking  place  at  -4 
o'clock  with  the  usual  formalities — but 
very  little  ceremony — marking  the 
event.  The  House  had  been  in  session 
a  trifle  more  than  six  weeks,  ^in  thin 
period  having  crystallized  into  statute 
law  approximately  one  hundred  mea- 
sures, a  considerable  number  of  them 
possessing  more  than  common  import- 
ance, and  being  regarded  as  certain  to 
materially  stimulate  Provincial  expan- 
sion and   prosperity. 

As  outstanding  features  of  this  legis- 
lation there  may  be  mentioned  the  bill 
which  embodies  the  revised  "free  lands 
for  settlers"  policy  of  the  Provincial 
Government,  the  bill  for  the  creation  of 
Mount"  Robson  Park  and  'its  companion 
measure  for  the  extension  of  the  areas 
of  Strathcona  Park,  the  important 
amendments  to  the  Liquor  License,  Mo- 
tor Traffic  and  Game  protection  Acts, 
the  measure  reorganizing  and  reducing 
taxation,  the  enactmei.t  for  a-  \nce  of 
a  clean  and  healthful  milk  supply,  the 
new  Water  Act  of  the  Province,  the 
legislation  .  governing  censorship  of 
moving  pictures,  the  enactment  under 
which  Parliament  hereafter  o.  ains  an 
additional  year  in  its  term  of),  life,  while 
the  sessional  Indemnity-  of  members  is 
increased,  the  creative  acts  in  reference 
to  the  Auditor-Oeneral's  Department  and 
the  Provincial  Museum,  the  further  ex- 
tensions of  Provincial  aid  toward  coloni- 
zation, railway  construction,  the  meas- 
ures for  the  regulation  of  crematoria 
and  the  registration  of  vital  statistics, 
together  with  various  other  minor  bills, 
the  necessity  for  and  advantage  of 
which  will  readily  be  recognized  by  op- 
ponents as  well  a,*  supporters  of  the 
party   now   in  control. 

An    Anniversary. 

It  was  a  curious  circumstance  that 
the  somewhat  colorless  ceremony  Inci- 
dent to  the  termination  of  the  legisla- 
tive session  of  this  present  year  should 
mark  the  thirteenth  anniversary  of  an 
historic  function  of  similar  character 
in  British  Columbia's  parliamentary 
history,  it  being  on  March  1,  1900,  that 
the  late  Lieutenant-Governor  Mclnnes 
was  the  central  figure  at  that  dramatic 
prorogation  when  virtually  the  entire 
House  signified  Its  strong  disapproval 
of  his  selection  of  the  Hon.  Joseph  Mar- 
tin for  th.'  Premiership  by  vacating 
(he  chamber  in  a  body,  leaving  His 
Honor  to  recite  the  formal  speech  ter- 
minating the  sessional  proceedings  to 
an  empty  Chamber  but  crowded  gal- 
leries. The  Incident,  is  one  familiar 
to  all  students  of  Canadian  history  of 
the    present    generation. 

Yesterday  afternoon  saw  no  further 
business  transacted  than  the  submis- 
sion by  Attorney-General  Bowser  of  the 
new  Municipal  Act  prepared  by  the 
Royal  Commission  which  recently  in- 
vestigated all  forms  and  conditions  of 
local  government.

Turkish  Government  Definitely 
Places  Its  Xause  in  Hands' 
of  Powers — Strong  Hopes 
of  an  Early  Settlement, 


LONDON.  March  1.— The  Turkish 
Government  definitely  abandoned  today 
the  prohibitive  specifications  in  connec- 
tion.'with  peace,  and  placed  the  Ottoman 
cause  unreservedly  in  the  hands  of  the 
European  powers  with  a  request-  to  con- 
clude peace  as  advantageously  as  pos- 
sible for  Turkey.  Unless,  as  has  .been 
the  case  before,  Turkey  changes  her 
mind  before  terms  can  be  concluded,  It 
is  believed  here  that  direct  peace  ne- 
gotiations will  be  resumed  shortly,  with 
every    prospect    of   an    early    settlement. 

Anxious   for   Peace 

That  the  Powers  will  do  their  best 
to  arrange  an  early  peace  which  shall 
be  as  advantageous  as  possible  to  Turk- 
ish Interests  is  accounted  t'ur  bv  two 
reasons — First:  It  is  of  the  first  Im- 
portance to  Europe  that  such  terms 
shall  be  granted  to  Turkey  as  will  allow 
of  her  future  existence  as  a  strong  Asi- 
atic state.  The  dismemberment  of  Tur- 
key in  Asia  could  not  fall'  to  bring  in 
Its  train  the  greatest  risk  of  a  breach 
of  the  general  peace.  Second:  the  Pow- 
ers have  been  laboring  for  a  solution 
of  the  Austrian-Russian  differences  on 
the  assumption  that  the  military  situ- 
ation Is  not  changed — for  example,  on 
the  hypothesis  that  Scutari  does  not 
surrender  to  the  Allies.  The  continua- 
tion of  hostilities  Is  a  permanent  dan- 
ger to  the  consolidation  of  the  work 
already  done.  So  long  as  the  war  lasts 
there  Is  always  the  chance  that  the  dip- 
lomatic Sisyphus  may  have  to  roll  the 
stone  up  to  the  top  of,'  the  hill  all  over 
again. 

While  there  is  every  cause  to  beii.ive 
that  the  conclusion  of  peace  is  close 
at  hand,  some  well-Informed  Turkish 
circles  In  London  express  the  opinion 
that  It  will  occur  within  the  next  few 
days,  but  that  the  statement  that  Tur- 
key has  agreed  in  set  terms  to  aur- 
ren^er  Adrlanople  is  not  accurate.  The 
action  of  the  Turkish  Government  In 
placing  itself  unreservedly  In  the  hands 
of  tf|c  Powers,  undoubtedly,  however, 
connotes  this  sacrifice.

BANDIT  GETS  SMALL  BOOTY 


Sacks  to  Bob  Pessengere  on  Train  Leav- 
ing St.  Louis,  But  Loses  His 
Verve  Too   Soon 


Complete  Contour  Plan,  Pre- 
paratory to  Beginning  of 
C.N.P.R.  Work  on  Songhees, 
Will  Be  Made  Without  Delay, 


ST.  LOUIS,  Mo.,  March  1.— Some  pas- 
sengers on  Wabash  train  No.  1,  which 
left  here  at  9  p.m.  for  Kansas  City,  were 
robbed  by  a  lone  highwayman  before  It 
was    beyond    the   city    limits    tonight. 

The  bandit  boarded  the  train  at  Del- 
mar  station,  near  the  western-  edge  of 
the  city,  and  entered  the  Des  Moines 
sleeper,  drew  his  revolver  on  B.  L.  Ken- 
nard  and,  compelling  him  to  lead  the  j 
way,  started  down  the  aisle  to  collect  ( 
money  from  the  passengers.  The  first 
passenger  the  bandit  approached  was 
W.  C.  Wiley,  of  Louisville,  from  whom 
he  took  |10'  and  a  watch.  Tie  next  com- 
manded A.  M.  Snedden  to  hand  over  his 
rhoney.

Minister  de  la  Barra  declared  that  his 
reports  showed  marked  Improvement 
during  the  past  forty-eight  hours  as  a 
result  of  the  Government's  efforts  at 
pacifying  the  country.

WASHINGTON,  March  l.-jFlfty  thou- 
sand vlaltors.  It  wa«  oat  Imaged  by  rail- 
road officials,  had  reached  Washington 
tonight  as  the  vanguard  of  a  quarter  of 
a  million  expected  to  witness  the  first 
Inauguration  In  twenty  years  of  a 
Democratic  President  of  the  United 
States.

The    Session    ot    the    Legislative      As- 
sembly;   which   was    brought    to    a    close 
yesterday,    was    productive    of    a    great 
deal    of    useful    and    important    legisla- 
tion.    A  Hot  of  the  acts  passed  will  be 
found  elsewhere,  and   as   they    have  all 
been   analyzed   In   the    columns    of    this 
paper  as  they  were  Introduced,  It  Is  un- 
i  necessary  to  so  over  that  ground  again. 
Speaking   In   general    terms    it    may    be 
!  said  that  the  new  laws  passed  Indicate 
!  an  Intelligent  desire   upon    the   part  of 
tha  Government  and  the  House  to  keep 
I  pace    with    tha    growing    and    changing 
requirements    of    the    Province.       Only 
j  those  who  keep   <3osely   In    touch   with 
1  what    tho    [Legislative    Assembly     does 
can  fully  appreciate  the  seriousness  and 
diversity  of  the-  questions  that  are  con- 
;  stantly  arising;     The  work   of   Provin- 
cial   development,    by    which    we    mean 
|  not  only  what  is   commonly   understood 
by    that    term,    but    also    the   provision 
of   such    institutions    as    a   new    country 
requires,   and    the     enactment      of      new 
statutory    .'.ules    for  'the    needs    of    the 
several    communities,    is    no    light    task, 
and    we    think    the    most    hostile    critics 
of   the   administration  will   concede   that 
it  is  well   performed.     We  are  not  sug- 
gesting   that    some    things     might    not 
have    been    done      differently,      because 
that  would  be  to   assert,  an   infallibility 
that  no  Government  would  claim.     What 
we  mean  is  that   making  due  allowance 
for  the  inevitable  differences  of  opinion, 
which    are    always    to    be    expected,    the 
affairs    of   the   Province,    regarded   from 
a  legislative  standpoint,   and   that  is  all 
with    which    we    are    dealing    just    now, 
have  been  very   well   managed   indeed. 

Some    comment    has    been    made    upon 
the  fact  that  a  very  great  deal  of  work 
is  crowded  into  the  last  week  of  a  ses-" 
sion.     This  Is  a  feature  not  confined  by 
any  means  to  British  Columbia,  but  the 
fault    really    lies    with    the    public,    who 
are    everywhere    In    the    habit    of    pro- 
crastinating   in    respect    to    subjects    of 
legislation.        Many     delegations      inter- 
view  the   Government   after   the   session 
is  well  under  way,  each  of  them  having 
important  subjects   requiring  immediate 
attention.      Many    of    these    delegations 
have   matters  In  hand  which  might  just 
as  well  have  been  dealt  with  during  the 
recess.      We    suppose    one    reason    why 
they  are  put  off  until  the  session  is  In 
order  is  that  they  may  be  considered  by 
the  Government  when     the     representa- 
tives  of  the  constituencies,   from   which 
the     delegations     come,     are     at     hand. 
Nevertheless  It  seems  as  if  It  might  be 
possible  without  prejudicing  any   public 
or  private  interests,   to  dispose  of  many 
matters    In     advance      of      the      session, 
which  now  serves  to  create  a  congestion 
of    business    In    the    closing    week.      We 
are  sure,  that  not  only  the  Government, 
but  the  private  members  would  welcome 
a  change  In   this  respect 

A  few  word*  may  be  added  as  to  the 
character  of  the  present  Legislative  As- 
sembly. It  Is  the  opinion  of  all  per- 
sons who  are  qualified  to  Judge,  that 
the  average  standard  of  the  member- 
ship is  high.  The  fact  that  there  is 
hardly  what  might  be  called  an  Oppo- 
sition, for  the  views  of  the  two  Social- 
ist members  are  not  simply  opposition, 
but  revolutionary,  deprived  the  seislon- 
of  much  of  the  interest  that  would 
otherwise  have  attached  to  it,  and  ren- 
dered needless  any  very  marked  demon- 
stration of  the  debating  talent  of  the 
members;  but  there  was  plenty  of  evi- 
dence that  It  Is  a  good,  practical  and 
independent  House,  even  though  it  may 
be  almost  made  up  wholly  of  the  mem- 
bers of  one  party. 


Jcctlon  to  calling  the  Colonies, 
analyse  this  a  little. 

A    man    who    was    born    In    England, 
calls    himself  an   Englishman ;    one    born 
In   Scotland   calls   himself   a   Scotchman, 
although    some   of    them    Insist    that    the 
proper  name   is   Scotsman;   a   native     of 
Wales   regards  himself  as   a  Welshman; 
they   all   claim   to   be  British.      A  native 
of  Canada  calls   himself,  or  he  ought   to 
call    himself,    a    Canadian;    a    native    of 
Australia   la  proud   to   be  called  an  Aus- 
tralian;   a    New    Zealander    or    a    South 
Afrikander  prides   himself  upon  his  dis- 
tinguishing   name,    nevertheless    to    our 
way    of    thinking    they    are    all    llritons, 
and    Just    as    much    "British    born"    as    if 
they  drew   their  rlrst   breath   somewhere 
between  Land's  End  and  John  o'  Groat's 
House.      We    have    left    out     the    Irish, 
not    because    we    suppose  -they    do    not 
claim    they   are   less    British    than   other 
people,   but    because   an   Irishman   wants 
to    be    called    an    Irishman,    no      matter 
what   corner  of  the   globe  has   had     the 
honor  of  being  his   birthplace. 

We  will  never  realize  the  fullness  of 
citizenship  In  the  British  Empire  until 
wo  have  advanced  to  that  stage  that  the 
plaqe  of  birth  of  an  Empire  citizen 
makes  no  difference  in  his  relation  to 
the  Empire  as  a  whole  or  to  any  part 
of  it.  We  are  not  saying  this  in  any 
spirit  of  faultfinding.  There  is  a  dis- 
position on  the  part  of  some  people, 
who  have  only  lately  come  to  appreciate 
that  there  Is  a  British  Empire,  in  fact 
as  well,  as  in  name,  to  bewail  what  they 
think    is    the   slowness   of   the   develop- 


t ended  to  «lxty ,  dcys.  Now.  thoM  Who 
come  here  during  the  Buniraw  month* 
for  the  purpose  of  touring  through  the 
Trovlnec  will  have  more  lime  at  their 
disposal    through    the   new    regulation.

He  not  only  had 
to  prove  that  his  car  was  proceeding  at 
a  less  rate  of  speed   than  charged    but 
he  also  had  to  prove  the  actual  rate. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  public,  the 
new  laws  will  undoubtedly  have  the  ef- 
fect of  reducing  the  possibility  of  acci- 
dents. We  doubt  even  if  the  motorists 
themselves  will  object  to  the  limita- 
tions placed  on  their  traffic.  Ehwing 
recent  months,  despite  the  rapidly  grow-

As  a  rule 
the    public    arc    slow    to    Interest    them- 
selves   in     matters     of    finance,    but    wc 
are  sure  that  any   i  f  forts  on   the  part  of 
the    Government    which    may    relieve    a 
.situation   arising   out   6t  financial   con- 
ditions   due    to    causes    for    which    the 
VP'ople  of  this  country   arc  in  no  way  re- 
stynslblr.   will   elicit  prbmpt  expressions 
of   gratitude  und   approval.      It   may   be 
asked,  what  is  it  that  we  suggest?     To 
that  wc   reply    that  we   suggest   nothing 
more   than  that   those  In  oharge  of   tho 
administration  of   the  public  affairs  of 
the  country — a  country  whose  future  Is 
so    completely    dependent    upon    an*  In- 
flux   of    capital    for    development    pur- 
poses— Is    under    an    obligation     to    at- 
tempt   a    solution    of    the    problem    we 
have  Indicated,   If  they  can  do  eo.  hav- 
ing  regard   to  their  many   other  duties.

ment  of  the  Imperial  idea;  but  tney 
are  wrong.  It  Is  developing  quite  as 
rapidly  as  a  healthy  growth  would  Jus- 
tify. The  British  people  are  working 
out  an  experiment  for  which  there  Is 
absolutely  no  guiding  precedent.  Wo 
must  hasten  slowly,  If  wo.  would  avoid 
mistakes.  We  must  permit  the  Im- 
perial   sentiment    to    grow,  nnot    try    to 

f 

build  it  up,  for  it  is  a  plant  that  will 
not  stand  grafting.  As  British  Institu- 
tions have  grown  up  "from  precedent 
to  precedent,"  so  the  Empire,  which  is 
something  very  much  more  than  mere 
territory,  must  be  permitted  to  find  it- 
self  by   slow   and   natural   processes. 

We  have  spoken  of  Imperial  senti- 
ment. By  this  wa  mean  something 
viulte  different  from  talking  about  Em- 
pire, something  quite  different  from  an 
endeavor  to  compare  our  loyalty  with 
that  of  other  people;  something  differ- 
ent from  trade  agreements,  something 
even  different  from  co-operation  in  de- 
fence. We  mean  that  sense  of,  oneness 
implied  in  the  claim  that  wherever  a 
Briton  is  born  -he  is  "British  born." 
Even  his  ancestry  should  make  no  dif- 
ference. If  it  did,  how  many  genera- 
tions would  be  required  to  entitle  a 
citizen  of  the-Empire  to  be  so  classed? 
If  generations  count,  then  Mr.  Lloyd 
George,  or  any  .velshman,  is  more  Brit- 
ish than  the  King.  A  citizen  of  a  Brit- 
ish land,  born  of  British  parents  any- 
where or  born  in  a  British  land  of  any 
parentage,  is  as  much  "British  born" 
as  if  he  came  into  the  world  under  the 
shadow  of  Westminster  Abbey  of  an- 
cestors who  came  across  the  North  Sea 
with  Hengist  and  Horsa,  or  whom  those 
adventurers  encountered  when  thev 
landed.  When  wo  have  all  learned  to 
appreciate  this,  then  will  we  all  appre- 
ciate British  citizenship  and  under- 
stand  Vhat    the   British    Empire    is    and 

what    it    may    become. 


lng  number  of  cars  in  use,  there  baa 
been  a  notable  increase  In  the  precau- 
tions exercised  by  drivers  to  avoid  acci- 
dents.

that  heretofore  the  act  regulating  the 
motor  traffic  has  not  been  sufficiently 
drastic.  Mr.  Bowser  recognized  this 
some  time  ago,  and  hence  the  reason 
of  his  amending  the  act  It  is  obvious 
from  the  new  provisions  that  the  At- 
torney General  has  thoroughly  grasped 
the  situation.  He  has  shown  an  anxiety 
to  protect  the  public  generally.  In  so 
far  as  Is  possible,  while  at.  the  same 
time  the  regulations  do  not  bear  too 
hard  on  the  owners  and  drivers  of  motor 
cars.  The  working  out  of  the  new  act 
will  be  watched  with  Interest.  Wc  ven- 
ture to  predict  that  It  will  be  found  to 
In  every  way  provide  for  the  greater 
safety  of  pedestrians  and  the  consequent 
more  orderly  conduct  of  the  traffic.

Some  very  Important  regulations  to 
govern  motor  traffic  in  the  Province 
are  contained  in  an  act  which  yester- 
day received  the  assent  of  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. It  has  been  felt  for 
some  little  time  past  that  new  law* 
were  necessary  to  red-uce  the  number  of 
accidents  for  which  motorists  arc  re- 
sponsible. We  believe  that  the  act  gov- 
erning this  traffic,  as  it  Is  now  amend- 
ed, will  have  a  very  salutary  effect. 
Indeed  It  Is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that 
the  motor  laws  of  this  Province  are  now 
certainly  the  best  in  Canada  and  will 
compare  favorably  with  any  others  in 
the   world. 

In   future  it  will   be  necessary   for  all 
chauffeurs  who   drive  on  salary   to   take 
out      licenses.         Previously      the      only 
licensed    chauffeurs    were      those      who 
drove  for  hire.     By   the  new   regulations 
every    licensed    driver      must      wear      a 
badge,    prominently    displayed,    showing 
his    calling    and    his    number.       Another 
important    regulation    Is    to    the      effect 
that      any      person      driving      a      motor, 
whether    a    chauffeur    or    an    owner,      if 
found  under  the  influence  of  liquor  will 
be  liable  on  conviction  to  six  months  In 
Jail,    or   a    fine    of    $300,    or   both.      This 
will   undoubtedly  have   the  effect  of  do- 
ing   away    with    much    reckless    driving, 
which  has   been   responsible  In   the   past 
for    a    number    of   accidents.        So      that 
owners    before    engaging    a    driver    may 
know    the    character    of    the    man,    it    is 
provided  that  every  time  a  chauffeur  la 
convicted    of   a   breach    of    the   act      the 
magistrate   shall   endorse    the   conviction 
across   the   face   of   his  license.      A   fine 
of   |300   or    six   months   In    Jail   is   also 
provided   In    case  of   conviction   of  any 
person    taking   a   car   out   of   a   garage 
without  the  owner's  permission. 

There  Is  a  regulation  dealing  with 
foreign-owned  car*  which  will  have  a 
beneficial  effect  on  the  tourist  traffic.

Mr.  H.  Lee,  the  secretary  of 
the  Ucluelot  branch  of  the  Van- 
couver Island  Development  League, 
was  in  the  city  yesterday  und  had  much 
to  say  that  was  entirely  satisfactory 
as  to  the  progress  of  development  of 
the  land  by  settlers  In  the  vicinity  of 
Wreck  Hay  and^  Long  Beach.  There  are 
between  two  and  three  hundred  pioneers 
in  there  already,  each  doing  his  sliars 
of  clearing  and  Improving  the  land,  and, 
at  a  rough  estimate,  there  Is  room  on 
the.  reserved  land  for  another  150.  At 
present,  of  course,  pioneer  conditions 
prevail.  Many  a  settler  has  to  cut  his 
own  trail  into  his  quarter  section  and 
pack  all  his  supplies  in  on  hjs  own 
back,  but  the  significant  thing  is  that 
a  spirit' of  contentment  reigns  and  that 
they  exhibit  nothing  but  a  determina- 
tion to  stay  there.  The  majority  of 
them  run  a  cow  or  two,  and  find  a 
ready  market  for  everything  that  Is 
grown  In  the  way  of  vegetables  and 
fruit  in  the  Immediate  neighborhood 
among  Indians  employed  at  the  fishing 
stations,  the  men  employed  on  tho 
steamers   and   the  resident's     at     polnta

Ideal    Location    for    Kuriarlci 

A  Scotsman,  with  horticultural  ex- 
perience in  his  native  coifntry  and  in. 
the  Eastern  Provinces  of  Canada,  Is 
finding  the  West  Coast  of  this  Island 
(In  ideal  place  for  the  raising  of  nur- 
sery stock  of  flowering  shrubs,  rhodo- 
dendrons, hydrangeas,  holly  and  roses. 
He  reckons  that  he  has  fl2,000  worth 
of  the  first  three  on  his  land  at  tho 
present  time,  and  also  states"  that  no- 
where In  the  world  has  he  found  a 
place  or  climate  which  rendered  easier 
the  budding  and  grafting:  of  varieties. 
He  has  no  less  than  sixty  varieties  of 
pines  alone.  It  should  be  again  remark- 
ed that  he  is  an  exxpert  horticulturist, 
and  one  who  has  demonstrated  clearly 
on  his  ranch  the  benefits  that  thorough 
drainage  of  the  soil  will  confer.  Mr. 
Lee  says  that  It  is  possible  to  locate 
each  drain  by  the  luxuriance  of  the 
growth    above    It. 

A  brother  -of  the  last-named  rancher 
will  have  this  year  two  acres  under* 
strawberries  and  this  crop,  It  Is  claim- 
ed, is  the  one  pre-eminently  suited  by 
the  climatic  conditions  existing  there, 
which  embrace  moisture,  coolness  and 
an  absence  of  drought,  which  promote 
both  size  In  fOllajre  and  berry  and  also 
flavor.  The  plants  grow  In  their  third 
year  to  sixteen  inches  in  height,  and 
have  been  known  to  bear  berries  in 
their  ninth  year.  The  crop  Is  readily 
sold  at  wood  prices,  and  as  they  come 
in  three  weeks  after  the  Victoria  crop 
has  reached  Its  best,  there  should  be  a 
large  market.  Wherever  slashing  has 
taken  place,  rowan  trees,  blackberries, 
loganberries  and  even  strawberries 
spring  up  in  abundance,  the  seeds  of 
which  have  no  doubt  been  carried  by 
birds. 

Climatic    Condition* 

The  rainfall  is  heavy  in  the  Winter 
rnonths,  running  up  to  a  total  of 
some  seventy  Inches,  but  this  is  com- 
pensated for  by  the  beautiful  Sum- 
mers, during  four  months  of  which  It 
is  quite  common  not  to  have  a  drop  of 
rain.  Quite  a  number  of  visitors  have 
already  discovered  Wreck  Bay  as  a 
camping  ground,  and  spend  hours  in  the 
water  along  its  beach.  Snow  rarely 
lies  more  than  twenty-four  hours,  and 
ten  degrees  of  frost  is  the  worst  that- 
may  be  expected  in  the  way  of  a  low 
temperature. 

The  fisheries  of  the  Coast  are,  of 
course,  noted.  On  the  ship  Mr.  Lcc 
came  down  on  there  were  120  tons  of 
herring,  and  the  dog  salmon  provide,  an 
Inexhaustible  supply  of  fertiliser  for 
the  ground,  though  the  starfish,  it  Is 
said,    prove    a    richer    manure.

One  of  the  objects  of  Mr.  Lee's 
present  visit  to  Victoria  Is  to  urge  oh 
the  Government  the  advisability  of  tak- 
ing steps  to  remove  the  plague  of  sea 
lions  which  atB)  proving  a  serious  detri- 
ment to  the  fishing  industry  and  caus- 
ing much  damage  to  the  nets.  These, 
It  Is  said,  have  increased  in  numbers 
since  the  killing  of  the  whales,  but 
their  skins  and  blubber  should,  Mr.  Lee 
Imagines,  have  a  commercial  value 
which  would  make  valuable  any  whole- 
sale destruction,  If  the  matter  were 
taken  up  by  experts  and  properly  con- 
ducted. At  present  they  are  shot 
on  Bight,  but  the  bodies  usually 
sink  and  cannot  be  recovered. 
Ucluelet  settlers  are  rarely  troubled  by 
panthers,  but  at  present  have  not  be- 
gun to  keep  sheep  or  pigs  generally, 
though  one  man  claims  to  have  made 
|12  profit  off  a  porker  sent  up  to  him 
by  his  brother  as  an  experiment.

This 
will  be  done  several  days  ahead  of 
the  campaign,  so  that  the  people  •  will 
be  aware  of  what  Is  expected  of  them, 
and  be  prepared  to  meet  it.  This  action 
is  also  calculated  to  have  another  ef- 
fect, namely,  that  of  bringing  in  a  num- 
ber of  cheques  from  people,  who,  it 
is  understood,  have  only  to  be  informed 
of  the  movement  and  what  it  rawins  to 
make,    handsome    contributions. 

This  campaign  for  funds  will  have  a 
fewer  number  of  canvassers,  about  100 
being  figured  upon;  but  it  is  claimed 
that  their  service  will  he  infinitely 
more  efficient  on  account  of  the  or- 
Kanl/.:itihn  work  that  has  preceded  it. 
Bach  of  the  canvassers,  when  he  takes 
the  field,  will  do  so  intent  upon  making 
'a'  certain  figure  by  a  certain  time,  with- 
out the  fulfilment  of  which  he  will 
fall  from  the  grace  and  favor  of  the 
committee.  Every  one  will  give  of  his 
hpst,  and  tliiit  is  the  best  assurance  of 
the    Carnival's    success. 

Ho  Outside  Help 
The  question  has  been  raised  of  ask- 
ing outsiders  to  contribute  to  the  cause 
of  the  Carnival,  but  it  may  be  stated 
at  bnc«  that  such  a  course  lines  not 
meet  with  the  favor  of  the  Citizens' 
Committee.  The  committee  does  not 
think  it  is  necessary  fur  Victorians, 
who  are  responsibly,  .for  <j  this  celebra- 
tion, to  call  upon  any'voutsiders,  either 
on  the  Island,  the  Mainland,  or  any  part 
of  the  Pacific  Coast,  for  subscriptions 
for  the  Carnival  Week.  It  is  pointed 
out  that  this  Is  a  Victoria  celebration, 
and  should  »be  paid  for  by  Victorians, 
and  those  who  come  here  from  else- 
where to  take  part  in  it  and  enjoy  the 
hospitality  of  the  city  during  Carnival 
Week  should  come  here  as  guests  and 
not  as  subscribers  to  the  general  funds. 
This  is  not  to  be  construed  as  an 
attitude  of  Intolerant  pride,  for  the  com- 
mittee wishes  it  to  be  known  that  they 
shall  be  only  too  pleased  to  accept 
subscriptions  from  anyone,  but  they  do 
not  think  that"  any  organized  effort  at 
collection  from  outsiders  should  be 
made. 

In  this  connection  it  may  Vie  said, 
although  it  should  be  rather  obvious, 
that  business  firms  operating  In  Vic- 
toria, regardless  of  where  their  head- 
quarters may  be,  must  be  considered 
as  Victorians,  and  will,  in  consequence, 
be  called  upon  to  contribute  their  quota 
to  the  funds;  but  the  firms  that  arc 
not  in  the  real  sense  of  the  word  Vic- 
torian will  be  immune  from  solicitation. 
One  Interesting  Feature 
One  of  the  promising  features  of  the 
Carnival  is  the  proposed  Insurance  con- 
gress. Some  time  ago,  the  secretary 
Issued  circulars  inviting  the  members 
of  this  profession  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince to  come  here  during  Carnival 
Week  and  hold  their  annual  congress; 
and  now  their  presence  in  the  capital 
on  that  Important  business  is  assured. 
The  secretary  has  received  a  large  num- 
ber of  letters  from  various  place  thank- 
ing him  for  the  suggestion,  and  promis- 
ing to  further  it.  In  connection  with 
this  congress,  it  may  be  stated  that 
Mr.  W.  Ii  Hathaway,  of  Sati  Francisco, 
who  was  appointed  by  the  United  State* 
Government  commissioner  to  arrange 
the  ureat  Insurance  congress  to  be  held 
tinder  the  auspices  of  the  Panama  Canal 
Exposition  at  San  Francisco  in  1915, 
will  be  a  visitor.  At  the  request  of 
the  secretary  of  the  committee,  Mr. 
Hathaway  has  consented  to  address  the 
delegates  to  the  Provincial  congress.  By 
this  means,  it  Is  suggested  that  the 
bonds  of  friendship  already  existing  be- 
tween the  cities  of  Victoria  and  San 
Francisco    will    be    greatly   cemented. 

Another  interesting  preliminary  to  the 
Carnival  occurred  yesterday  in  the  visit 
of  Mr.  O.  W.  Mappln,  of  Kelowna,  who 
interviewed  the  secretary  wtth  regard 
to  the  proposed  polo  tournament.  Mr. 
Mappln  states  that  the  Kelowna  polo 
players  are  very  keen  on  the  Idea,  and 
will  certainly  enter  a  team  for  the  tour- 
nament. . 


Those  members  of  the  present  City

To    .the    people     of     smaller     commun- 
ities the  city  of  Cleveland  offers  a  very 
Interesting  study.     With  a  population  of 
over  half  a  million   this   great   Industrial 
and    commercial    cent-o   is   exceju,. malls' 
wrll  governed.     This  Is  owing  l->  the  en- 
llKht-ticd     public     spirit    of     Its     <  -Itlzens, 
and    the   leadership   of  th;ci  remarkable 
men  as  mayors.    Its  police  force  Is  man- 
aged   by    a    man    who    considers    It    his 
.Mrst  duty  to  serve  his- fellow   men.   Thi»s 
it   has   come  about   that  Cleveland   leads 
on    this   continent    In    many   departments 
of   civic   management,    moral   as    well   as 
material. 

What  Invests  some  of  the  reforms 
with  special  interest  to  women  is  the 
fact  that  they  were  brought  about  un- 
der the  direction  of  a  woman.  Miss 
Chadsey  occupies  what  is  on  this  con- 
tinent the  unique  position  of  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  rf  Sanitation,  pn  office 
which  carries  with  lt»  very  wide  powers 
indeed. 

The  story  of  this  woman's  work  is 
told  in  the  current  number  of  The  Pic- 
torial Review,  and  is  one  which  may 
well  awaken  the  pride  and  excite  the 
emulation    of    her    sister    women. 

Miss  Mildred  Chadsey  studied  for 
three  years  in  the  University  of  Chicago, 
Where  she  specialized  in  social  work. 
She  took  a  Carnegie  fellowship,  and  was 
afterwards  employed  by  the  United 
States  Government  in  Its  investigation 
of  tho  industrial  conditions  of  women 
and  children.  From  factory  to  factory 
and  from  city  to  city  the  girl  wont, 
learning  from  silk  weavers  from  wait- 
resses, and  store  girls,  and  all  the  vast 
army  of  homel-ss  women  In  the  great 
Eastern  cities,  how  they  lived,  how 
thoy"  were  treated,  and  what  kind  of 
places  they  worked  In.  The  result  of 
her  Investigations,  and  thosevof  her 
fellow  workers,  were  embodied  In  re- 
ports which  have  formed  the  hasls.of 
remedial  legislation  In  some  of  the 
states. 

In  1910  Miss  Chadsey,  who  still  look- 
ed like  a  very  young  girl,  obtained  a 
situation  in  Cleveland  under  what  we 
should  term  tho  Health  and  Morals  De- 
partment of  Civic  Administration.  Her 
first  duty  was  to  examine  the  Pance 
Hall  situation.  She  did  not  attempt  to 
do  this  from  the  safe  but  ineffectual 
position  of  a  civic  officer. 
~Mtss  Chadsey  was -young,  pretty  and 
bright.  She  went  to  every  dance  hall 
In  the  city.  No  one  knew  that  the 
merry  little  dancer  with  prettily  ar- 
ranged hair  and  dress  at  the  height  of 
danco*  hall  fashion,  was  an  Investigator. 
She  took  six  months,  and  attended  sev- 
enty-nine dances  in  order  to  learn  ex- 
actly what  were  the  pleasures  to  be  en- 
joyed Ih  these  places  of  amusement,  and 
what  the  temptations  to  which  girls  and 
boys    wore    exposed. 

MIrs  Chadsoy  did  not  advise  the  abol- 
ition of  public  dancing.  But  she  Jld 
bring  about  the  refor^p  of  the  condl- 
tlorA  amid  which  It  was  carried  en. 
Seventeen  of  the  halls  were  closed  al- 
together, from  thirty-seven  the  bar  was 
banished,  rules  were  made  and  enforced, 
which  prevented  drunkenness  or  rude- 
ness, and  the  halls  were  closed  at  mid- 
night. 

Even  thin  did  not  satisfy  the  reform- 
ers, and  last  year  municipal  dance  halls 
were  opened  In  the  public  parka  under 
the  patronage  of  elvlc  officials  and 
very  strict  supervision.  At  almost  s 
nominal  price  these  paid  so  well  that 
everyone  was  convinced  that  sll  that 
was  wanted  by  the  great  majority  of 
the  .people  of  the  working  classas  was 
an  opportunity  for  Innocent  enjoyment. 
Ther*  was  plenty  of  other  work  wait- 
ing for  eats  who  had  shown  so  mueh 
*iAi  for  reform  and  such  a  keen  Insight 


Is  able  to  provide  for  them  during  tha 
years  Immediately  following  the  death 
of  her  husband. 

Society's  remedy  in  the  past  has  been 
to  snatch  from  the  arms  of  the  bereav- 
ed mother  the  little  ones  who  are  her 
only  comfort,  and  to  leave  her  free  to 
earn  her  own  living  with,  it  may  be,  a 
share   of   theirs. 

The  children  were  placed  in  an  insti- 
tution whore  they  were  forced  to  obey 
rules  and  to  live  a  detached  life,  very 
different  from  that  in  tho  poorest  home 
where  natural  conditions  exist.  Xo  one 
is  so  ready  as  the  good  matron  of  an 
orphanage  to  deplore  the  disadvantages 
under  which  tho  little  ones  live.  Tt  Is 
not  possible  for  the  kindest  of  women 
to  give  sixty  children  the  same  love 
and  affection  as  the  poor  mother  bo- 
stows  upon  her  own  children.  She  may 
be  an  Infinitely  better  woman,  more  Just 
and  wise  and  patient,  but  the  little  or- 
phans know  that  they  miss  what  none 
but  a  mother  can  give  her  children,  be 
they   young   or  .old. 

Even  In  material  things  there  Is  a 
waste.  Children  in  their  own  homes 
will  willingly  bear  what  would  he  con- 
sidered privations  In  an  institution.  For 
many  years  a  few  workers  among  the 
I  poor  have  Insisted  that  instead  of  sen'd- 
|  Ing  children  to  Institutions  mothers 
should  be  given  tho  money  Deeded  for 
tholr  support. 

TVe  may  go  very  far  back  into  the  past 
!  for  an  Instance  of  such  philanthropy. 
Who  knows  what  a  change  there  might 
have  been  In  the  history  of  the  world 
had  not  the  Egyptian  princess  >-ent  the 
little  Israelltlsh  foundling  to  ho 
brought  up  In  his  own  home?  In  coun- 
try homes  the  widow  has  almost  al- 
ways been  holped  by  .kind-hearted  neigh

At  present  an  experiment  Is  being 
systematically  tried  In  the  cltv  of  New 
Tork,  which,  if  successful,  is  likely  to 
result  In  the  pensioning  of  widows  In 
many  cities.  The  association  for  Im- 
proving the  condition  of  the  poor  has 
boon  established  for  seventy  years.  The 
society  Is  a  rich  one,  and  Us  workers 
are  exceptionally  well   trained. 

Since  January  this  organisation  has 
bestowed  a  fixed  sum  monthly  on  each 
of  twelve  famllos.

Every  woman  knows  that  this  period 
will  arrive  sooner  In  some  cases  than 
In  others.  As  we  have  seen  In  our  own 
city  recently,  all  that  a  self-reliant,  In- 
dependent woman  needs  Is  the  tempor- 
ary help,  which  will  enahln  her  to  find 
o,it  whore  her  own  capabilities  lie.  No 
good  mother  should  ho  separated  from 
her  Infant  children  If  society  can  pre- 
vent l.t  for  tho  gain  In  good  men  and 
women  will  far  outweigh  the  finanlclal 
aid   extended.

A  remarkable  law  case  has  Just  begun 
in  Moscow  in  which  no  fewer  than  300 
persons  are  accused  of  Illicitly  exer- 
cising various  trades  on  the  strenrth 
of  the  possesion  of  faked  dentists' 
diplomas.  More  than  300  witnesses 
have  been  called.  The  facts  are  these. 
Some  two  years  ago  the  police  discov- 
ered that  a  large  number  of  Hebrew 
dentlnta  living  in  Moscow  posossed 
neither  dentist's  -t>arlor  nor  a  den  Hit's 
practice,  but  followed  other  occupations 
Instead. 

As  Is  well  known,  Jews  are  only  per- 
mitted .by  Russian  law  to  reside  within 
the  "Pale."  Outside  the  "Pale"  only  a 
certain  privileged  class  of  Jews  arc  al- 
lowed permanently  to  reside.  Among 
those  privileged  classes  are  dentists. 
Now  the  acquisition  of  a  dentist's  di- 
ploma in  Russia,  is,  or  rather  was,  not 
a  difficult  matter,  it  sttftlclced  to  be  ar- 
ticled for  three  years  as  a  voluntary 
assistant  to  an  established  dentist,  af- 
ter which  a  very  almple  examination 
before  a  medical  commission   had   to  be 

passed. 

Thus  many  young  Jewish  traders 
went  through  their  three  years'  appren- 
ticeship simply  in  order  to  obtain  the 
right  to.  reside  in  Moscow  or  otheT 
cities.  Things  are  said  to  ibave  come 
to  such  a  pass  that  or  late  years  there 
wasn't  a  young  lew  In  •  Moscow  who 
did  not  have  hlV  dentist'*  diploma  in 
his   pocket. 

A  new  law,  however.  Tame  Into  force, 
by  which  a  university  degree  was  made 
the  necessary  preliminary  to  obtaining 
a  dentist's  certificate.  Then  a  flourish- 
ing trade  at  once  sprang  up  in  diplomas 
bearing  datea  prior  to  too  law  cam* 
into  force. 

It  wu  only  lately  discovered  "by 
accident,"  so  the  report  goes  that  a 
great  number  of  so-callod  dentisM -had 
faked  diplomas,  and  this  l*d  to  tha.for- 
ttier  discovery  of.  a  widespread '  o»ftmat'- 
satlon  which  made  It  its  Wialness  to 
procure  and  sell  antedated  eertlncates 
for  spot  oash.

Newspaper  Points  Out  the 
Frightful  Conditions  Now 
Existing  in  Asia  Minor, 


LONDON,  March  1. — The  ocrreapond- 
ent  of  The  Dally  Telegraph  at  Constanti- 
nople writes  that  no  one  In  Constanti- 
nople takes  the  smallerst  interest  In  the 
renewal  or  the  war.  The  mass  of  the 
Turkish  people  are  absolutely  apathetic. 
They  are  either  totally  Indifferent,  or 
'elee  have  lon«  since  become  reconciled 
to  the  loss  of  Adrianople,  and  are  far 
too  occupied  in  seeking  some  means  of 
livelihood  to  cure  in  whose  hands  the 
mosques  and  tombs  of  the  Sultans 
eventually    rest. 

The  misery  which  reigns  throughout 
Asia  Minor  and  Constantinople  itself  is 
extreme.  The  mass  of  the  population 
are  on  the  Verge  of  starvation.

The  Band  Dally  Mall  states  that  a 
diamond  of  1,649  carats  has  been  foun.l 
in  the  Premier  Mine,  this  being  the  sec- 
ond largest  diamond  ever  found  In  the 
world.  The  new  stone  is  more  lhan  half 
the  slzo  of  the  Culllnan  diamond,  which 
camo  from  the  same  mine.  The  new 
Btone  has  black  streaks,  but  the  experts 
consider  that  the  flaws  are  only  on  the 
surface.  No  estimate  of  the  value  of 
the  stone  is  possible  yet.  The  diamond 
was  discovered  after  blasting  at  the 
foot  of  the  mine,  says  Heuter.  The 
stone  is  of  the  shape  of  an'  egg  with 
the   top  cut  off.

The  Culllnan  dlam/.nd  was  also/  found 
In  the  Transvaal,  at  the  Premier  Trans- 
vaal Diamond  Mine,  and  was  named  after 
the  then  chairman  or  the  company. — IT 
was  presented  to  the  King  by  the 
Transvaal  Government  and  was  cut  into 
eleven  flawless  stones.  The  largest,  of 
51 61,4  carats,  is  In  the  Imperial  Crown, 
^and  two  -great  stones  are  worn  by  the 
Queen  as  Jewels,  as  a  pendant,  on  state 
occasions.  The  Koh-i-noor  belonged  to 
a  Persian  potentate  In  the  eighteenth 
century,  passed  Into'  the,  hands  of  the 
East  India  Company,  and  was  presented 
by   them   to   Queen   Victoria. 

The  Great  Mogul  was  seen  by  a  Eur- 
opean traveler-  In  1665,  but  its  subse- 
quent history  is  doubtful.  It  sometimes 
asserted  that  the  Koh-1-noor  Is  a  frag- 
ment  of   the   Great   Mogul. 


NAMED  AFTER  KING  GEORGE 

Hew    Land    Discovered    by    Mawson    Ex- 
pedition in   Antarctica — Death   Of 
Two    Members 


MELBOURNE,  March  1.— The  new 
land  discovered  by  Dr.  Mawson  in  the 
South  Polar  regions  will  be  named  King 
George  Fifth  Land.  The  explorer  sent 
a  message  to  the  King:  today  through 
Lord  Denman,  asking  Ills  Majesty  s 
permission  to  so  name  tile  land.  The 
territory  lies  between  Victoria  Land 
and   Adelie   Land. 

Two  members  of  the  Mawson  expedi- 
tion, Lieut.  Niunls,  an  Englishman,  and 
Dr.  Merz,  a  Swiss,  have  died.  Dr. 
Mawson  and  six.of 'his  companions  have 
been  left  for  the  Winter  on  Adelie  Land, 
a  barren  tract  in  the  Antarctic,  be- 
cause they  were  unable  to  reach  the  ex- 
pedition's ship  Aurora  before  she  was 
compelled    to   leave. 

Once  again  the  British  army  is  af- 
fected by  the  loss  of  a  brilliant  of- 
ficer, Lieut.  B.  E.  S.  Nlnnis  of  the  fam- 
ous Royal  Fusiliers  Regiment.  He  was 
a  close  friend  of  Capt.  Lawrence  Oates 
Of  the  Innlskllllng  Dragoons,  who  per- 
ished while  returning  from  the  Soutn 
Pole    with    Captain    Scott.. 

Switzerland  also  suffers  a  great  loss 
by  the  death  of  Dr.  MertK,  aipromlneni 
scientist  and  sportsman.  After  winning 
the  ski-Jumping  championship  in  Swit- 
zerland in  190$,  lvc  offered  his  service* 
to    Dr.    Mawson. 

Lieut.  Minnie  was  the  expert  of  the 
expedition  on  surveying  and  sledging. 
tie  was  killed  by  falling  into  a  crevasse 
nearly  a  year  ago.  H(s  death'  was  prac- 
tically instantaneous.  It  Is  not  known 
how    Dr.    Mertz    died. 

The  expedition  started  out,  not  with 
any  Idea  of  rushing  to  the  South  Pole, 
hut  with  the  Intention  of  exploring  and 
naming  the  unknown  lands  of  the  Ant- 
arctic, and  making  numerous  observa- 
tions around  the  magnetic  pole.  Accord- 
ing to  the  wireless  report  received  from 
Dr.  Mawson,  the  principal  objects  of  the 
expedition   were  attained. 

Unfortunately,  Maweoh  and  six  of 
his  companhj.s,  after  they  had  been 
picked  up  by  the  Aurora,  undertook 
another  expedition,  and  wero  unable  to 
rejoin  the  ship,  which  was  compelled  to 
leave    them. 


NATURE'S  LAMPS 


Fireflies,  With  Their  Unknown 
Properties,  Baffle  Scientist — 
Astonishing  Results  Discov- 
ered in  Experiments, 


Some  Interesting  results  have  been 
attained  by  Professor  William  Coblents, 
who  ihas  conducted  a  lengthy  series  of 
experiments  upon  fireflies,  with  the  ob- 
ject of  discovering  how  these  Insects 
produce  their  light.  At  certain  seasons 
fireflies  axe  numerous  in  Hongkong 
and  the  result  of  his  labors  published 
by  the  Carnegie  institute  of  Washing- 
ton   muy    be    of    interest. 

The    firefly    produces    the    most   econ- 
omical  light    that    is    known.      It    makes 
light  with  no  meaisureable   heat.     Hence 
if  a  man  could  copy  the  firefly's  method 
of  producing  lignt,  we  should  solve   the 
lighting    problem    In    a    'perfectly    Ideal 
manner.     The  firefly  uses  96.5  per  cent 
of    Its    energy    for    light,    an.    ordinary 
carbon    glow    lamp    uses      of    its      total 
energy    given  out   only   forty-three   hun- 
dredths  of   one   per   cent  "for     llshting 
purposes.     To   express  It  another  Way, 
.the   firefly   produces    light   at   one  four 
hundredth    the   cost   of  ^Humiliation   by 
candle.

FRANCE,  TOO,  WILL 

HAVE  BIGGER  ARMY 

PARIS,  March  1 — The  French  Govern- 
ment has  in  preparation  an  extensive 
project  for  increasing  the  strength  of 
the  army.  It  is  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  next  week.  It  l« 
understood  that  the  scheme  Is  designed 
to  counterbalance  the  new  Oefman  mil- 
itary measures  now  pending  before  the 
German    Imperial    Parliament. 

It  is  gathered  that  the  Government 
intends  to  ask  for  a  first  credit  of  114,- 
000,000  or  $16,000,000  for  an  Immediate 
supply  of  munitions  and  munition  wag- 
ons, and  that  this  Is  to  be  followed  by 
a  second  appropriation  of  $100,000,000 
for  the  re-armament  of  all  bronobes  of 
the  service,  Including  the  heavy  artil- 
lery. 

The  effective  strength  Of  the  army  Is 
to  be  increased,  and  the  government  ha* 
decided  to  ask  for«*authorlxatlon  to  ex- 
tend the  term  served  by  the  soldiers  in 
some  arms  to  three  years,  and  that  of 
the  other*  to  two  years  and  a  half,  In- 
creasing the  peace  footing  of  the  army 
by  a  combination  of  tlte  systems. 

The  project  has  been  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed at  six  conferences  of  the  Cab- 
inet, at  which  tnto  specific  proposals 
worked  out  by  the  Ministry  of  War 
have  bene  considered.  vTn«  Ministers 
have  also  called  Into  consultation  a 
number  of  financial  experts  from  the 
Senate    and    the    Chamber    of    Deputies.

Wonderful    Brilliancy 

Professor  Coblentz  comes  to  the  con- 
clusion that  in  the  production  of  li:;*\* 
by  the  files  three  factors  are  required 
— namely,  water,  oxygen  and  a  sub- 
stance to  be  oxidized.  Just  what  tin's 
substance  is  that  Is  oxidized  he  does 
not  know,  although  other  scientists  have 
expressed  opinions  on  tms  subject.  Borne 
have  assumed  it  to  be  a  fat  or  an  al- 
buminous body.  Oxidation  or  com- 
bustion of  oxygen  produces  the  light, 
but  the  insect  uoet>  It  without  ;my 
measurable  heat.  To  make  a  light  equal 
in  btillian.y  to  that  of  the  firefly  by 
our  present  methods  would  require  a 
temperature   of    2,01)0   deg.    Fahrenheit. 

Perhaps  the  most  astonishing  fact  ob- 
served was  that  the  firefly  caused  an 
actual  lowering  of  temperature.  He  ob- 
served this  by  means  of  a  delicate  in- 
strument called  a  thermopile  in  vacuum. 
However,  he  sugests  that  this  cooling 
effect  may  have  been  caused  by  the 
whole  insect,  while  the  lighting  appar- 
atus ga\  c  out  some  tiny,  imperceptible 
amount  of  heat.  The  absence  of  heat 
In  the  light  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there 
was   no  infra-red  radiation. 

Practical    Application 

A  bluish  fluorescent  material  was 
washed  out  of  the  light-giving  parts  of 
the  Insect.  The  composition  of  this  is 
hot  known,  but  a  chemical  investigation 
of  it  Is  being  made.  It  is  proved  that 
the  light  la  not  of  the  nature  of  phos- 
phorescence. It  is  believed  that  the 
light-giving  material  Is  stored  up  dur- 
ing the  larval  life  of  the  Insect,  j- 

The  insects  could  be  made  to  emit 
light  even  after  death  when  treated 
with  oxygen  and  water.  Another  "pecu- 
liar fact  was  that  anaesthetics  stimu- 
lated the  light  production.  Although 
some  Insects  produced  light  of  blue, 
green  and  yellow  colors,  it  was  found 
that  the  Photorus  Pennysylvanlca,  one  of 
the  commonest  fireflies  In  the  United 
States,  gives  a  pure  white  light.  If  this 
could  be  manufactured  on  a  large  scale 
by   man,   it  would   be  an   ideal   light. 

No  practical  plans  have  yet  been 
made  for  making  firefly  light  artificial- 
ly, but  a  great  mass  of  facts  have  been 
collected  which  will  be  useful  in  estab- 
lishing  the  new  industry. 

The  experiments  Indicated  that  the 
chief  use  of  the  light  among  the  fireflies 
was  to  attract  one  another.  Professor 
COblentz  noticed  that  although  the  In- 
sects were  ordinarily  hard  to  catch, 
several  of  them  alighted  on  his  shoul- 
der when  he  was  carrying  a  cage  full 
of    them.

COINAGE  OF  NICKEL 

Prime  Minister  Baa  Proponed  to  Super-" 

sede   Preeent   Copper   Coins — 

Bot  Poiaonous 


The  Australian  Comnionwealth  author- 
ities propose  shortly  to  go  into  the 
question  of  providing  some  smaller  and 
lighter  coins,  probably  of  .nickel,  as 
substitutes  for  the  exisltlng  copper  pen- 
nies and  half-pennies.  The  Prime  Min- 
ister (Mr.  Fisher)  is  strongly  of  opin- 
ion that  some  change  is  needed,  aa  he 
considers  the. copper  coins  now  in  use 
are  far  from  convenient  either  in 
weight  or  slse. 

Australian  public  opinion  .  seems  gen- 
erally to  be  In  favor  of  the  use  of 
nickel.  Thla  metal  Is  hard  and  light, 
Is  not  liable  to  oxidisation,  and  Is  net  la 
any  way  poisonous.  The  great  objection 
to  It  appears  to  be  its  similarity .  to 
silver.  The  French  authorities  have  al- 
ready given  a  considerable  amount  of 
attention  to  this  question.  *  In  Oreaea 
and  Belgium -there  are  coins  .which  are 
perforated  In  the  centra,  and  th*  French 
Commission  was  .vsntually  driven  v  t* 
accept  this  idea  as  the  moat  nroratslna 
of  all.

Government  Steamers  New- 
ington and  Quadra  Leave 
Port  on  Tuesday  for -West

Just  whore 
the  vessel  will  first  head  for  is  more 
or  less  a  conundrum  as  her  movements 
ofT  the  west  coast  are  kept  as  secret  as 
possible  in  order  that  the  lUitgti  fishers 
may  not  be  posted  aB  to  her  exact 
whereabouts.  During  the  stay  of  the 
Newington  in  port,  Captain  Leadwell, 
her  master;  gave  evidence  in  the  Bonita 
caBe  before  the  Admiralty  Court. 

The  Dominion  Government  lighthouse 
tender  Quadra,  Captain  MePherson,  Is 
also  due  out  on  Tuesday  morning,  bound 
for  Triangle  Island  and  way  lighthouses 
with  supplies  and  equipment  for  the 
guidance  of  mariners.

National  Rifle  Association,  the  chair- 
man announced  that  the  Bisley  meeting 
would  be  held  from  July  14  to  26,  and 
the  small-bore  meeting  during  the  first 
week.

It  came  rather 
late  for  the  year,  and  it  had  been  de- 
eldeti  to  devote  it  partly  to  the  pur- 
chase of  a  challenge  shield  and  partly 
for  the  encouragement  of  young  Terri- 
torials' in  connection  with  the  Queen 
Mary  p.-lsse,  which  would  be  shot  prac- 
tically on  the  same  lines  as  last  year, 
with  the  addition  that  It  would  be  open 
to  all  qualified  serving  Territorials.

Results  of  Experiments  Made 
in  Berlin  for  Origin  of  This 
Dreaded  Disease — Consid- 
ered !  of  Great  Importance, 


BERLIN,  March  1.— The  results  of  ex- 
periments to  find  the  origin  or  cancer 
are  published  today  by  Professor 
Johannes  Fibiger,  director  of  the  Patho- 
logical Institute  at  Copenhagen,  in  the 
Clinical  Weekly.  These  show  cancerous 
growths  in  the  esophagus  and  stomachs 
of  rodents  due  to  the  presence  of  worms 
in  the  nllmentary  tract;  an  Indetermin- 
ate number  of  which  are  from  the  com- 
mon kitchen  cockroach.  Professor  Fibl- 
ger  succeeded  in  producing  cancer  by 
feeding  the  parasites'  eggs  on  cock- 
roaches to  rats. 

The  experiments  are  considered  aa 
being  of  great  importance  to  seekers  1+* 
a  cure  Of  cancer,  as  they  form  the  first 
experimental  production   of  the   disease.

HARRISON  LINE  HAS 

MANY  BOATS  BUILDING 


New  Freighter  in  Service  Will 
Reach  Here  This  Week  Wtih 
Big  Cargo  From  Liverpool 
— Historian  Coming-  In,  ; 


That  the  Harrison  Direct  Line,  oper- 
ating freighters  from  Liverpool  to  Vic- 
toria by  way  of  the  Straits  of  Magellan, 
contemplates  establishing  a  semi- 
monthly steamer  service  to  North  Paci- 
fic ports  as  soon  as  the  Panama  Canal 
Is  opened,  is  the  news  brought  by  tho 
officers  of  the  big  steamship  Centurion, 
the  vessel  which  inaugurated  the  service 
between  Europe  and  the  British  Colum- 
bla  Coast,  and  which  Is  now  on  her 
second  voyage  here,  completing  outward 
cargo  for  Liverpool.  Ever  since  the 
Harrison  Line  commenced  running  a 
regular  monthly  service  to  the  Pacific, 
the  trade  has  increased  by  leaps  and 
bounds,  until  at  the  present  time  the 
vessels  flying  the  house  flag  of  the 
company  are  bringing  large  freights  on 
the  outward  trips  from  Great  Britain 
and  returning  with  capacity  cargoes. 
The  present  service  was  started  and 
operated  via-  the  south  coast  of  South 
America,  with  a  view  to  getting  in  on 
the  ground  floor  prior  to  the  completion 
of  the  big  waterway  which  will  shortly 
sever  the  North  and  South  American 
continents  at  the  narrowest  point — the 
Isthmus  of  Panama. 

Additional  Steamore 
L— — The  business  offering  has  exceeded 
the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  the 
company  officials,  who  ha;ve  arrived  at 
the  conclusion  that  the  trade  will,  at  no 
distant  date,  warrant  additional  steam- 
ers being  placed  on  the  run.  Accord- 
ing to  the  officers  of  the  Centurion,  the 
Harrison  Lino  have  several  steamers  of 
large  tonnage  building  in  the  United 
Kingdom  for  their  various  routes,  and 
the  probabilities  are  that  some  of  these 
vessels  will  be  ultimately  seen  in  the 
Pacific  Coast  trade.  Hitherto,  the  Crown 
liners-'that  have  been  operating  in  con- 
junction with  the  regular  steamships  of 
the  Harrison  Line,  „  have  entered  the 
tramp  trade  after  discharging  their  car- 
goes here,  but  It  Is  understood  that  be- 
fore many  months  have  elapsed  this 
state    of   affairs   will   be   altered. 

-it  is  said  that  either  the  Crown  boats 
will  have  to  fall  in  line  and  make  the 
round  trip,  or  other  vessels  will  be  In- 
troduced to  the  service  to  take  care 
of  the  big  cargoes  that  await  shipment 
with  the  arrival  of  every  steamer  on  the 
Coast. 

The  Centurion,  which  is  taking  out 
from  various  ports  on  this  Coast  ap- 
proximately 9,000  tons  of  cargo,  is*  ex- 
pected to  get  away  tonight  for  San 
Francisco,  en  route -'to  Liverpool.  From 
Victoria  she  Is  taking  200,000  feet  of 
lumber,  2,250  barrels  of  whale  oil  and 
5,000  cases  of  canned  salmon.  At  San 
Francisco,  a  huge  shipment,  of  canned 
goods  is  at  tidewater  awaiting  transfer 
aboard   the  Liverpool-bound   ship.

Toward  the  end  of  the  week,'  the 
Crown  of  Seville,  In  the  service  of  the 
Harrison  Line,  will  put  In  an  appear- 
ance at  Victoria.  She  Is  making  her 
maiden  voyage  to  this  Coa3t,  having 
previously  made  one  trip  from  Liver- 
pool to  Galveston.  The  new  vessel, 
which  is  under  the  command  of  Captain 
Smith,  is  now  at  San  Francisco,  and  is 
attracting  a  great  deal  of  attention  in 
shipping  circles.  The  Crown  of  Seville 
is  a  vessel  of  10,000  tons  deadweight 
capacity,  and  Is  the  last  word  In  a 
modern  freighter,  being  equipped  with 
the  most  up-to-date  cargo-handling  de- 
vices. Captain  Smith  was  last  here  .n 
1911,  in  command  of  the  steamer  Crown 
of  Castile,  of  the  same  fleet. 

Following  on  the  heels  of  the  Crown 
of  8eville,  ts  ^he  Historian,  which  left 
Liverpool  February  23.  She  is  taking 
the  place  of  the  wrecked  steamer  Work- 
man. The  steamers  Crown  of  Galicia, 
Civilian,  Craftsman  and  Crown  of  Tole- 
do, are  the  next  boats  in  line  for  the 
passage   to   Victoria. 

It  has  been  officially  announced  that 
the  Harrison  Line  will  hereafter  dis- 
continue the  call  at  the  Mexican  port 
of  Salina  Cruz,  en  route  from  Liverpool 
to  Victoria.

Australian  Liner  Gets  in  Touch 
With  Wireless  Stations  and 
Reports  Her  Arrival  for  Next 
Tuesday — Final  Trip, 


For  the  first  time  since  she  departed 
from  Honolulu,  wireless  communication 
was  established  late  last  night  with  the 
Canadian-Australian  liner  Zealarulia, 
Captain  Phillips,  which  is  making  her 
last  voyage  to  this  port  in  the  service 
of  the  Union  Steamship  Company  of 
New  Zealand.  The  Zealandia  was 
picked  up  by  the  Kstevan  station  early 
yesterday  morning  but  her  position 
could  not  be  obtained.  "'When  she  was 
picked  up  later  the  big  Australian 
steamer  reported  that  she  would  reach 
Victoria  early  on  Tuesday  afternoon. 
She  is  carrying  a  full  list  of  saloon 
passengers  and  her  cargo  comprises 
2, COO  tons  to  Australian  and  New  Zea- 
land   exports. 

On  the  outward  voyage  the  Zealandia 
Is  due  to  clear  Victoria  March  19  and 
It  Is  not  expected  that  she  will  again 
be  seen  in  North  Pacific  waters.  She 
is  being  replaced  by  the  mammoth  new 
liner  Niagara  which  Is  now  due  to  leave 
the  Clyde  for  Sydney.  The  Niagara 
will  leave  New  South  Wales  on  her 
first  trip  across  the  Pacific  May  5.  The 
Zealandia  Is  not  owned  by  the  Union 
Steamship  Company  of  New  Zealand, 
but  was  chartered  for  the  Canadian  ser- 
vice from  the  Huddart-Parker  Com- 
pany. Australian  reports  Indicate  that 
the  Zealandia  will  be  operated  in  the 
Queensland    trade. 

Late  wireless  reports  caught  by  the 
Estevan  station  from  the  Australian 
liner  Zealandia  state  that  the  vessel  will 
not  reach  this  port  until  Tuesday  night. 
The  Zealandia  oporator  roport.s  that  the 
steamship  encountered  exceptionally 
rough  weather  while  crossing  over  from 
Honolulu.

BUILDERS  SATISFIED 

WITH  MOTOR  VESSEL 


Oil-Engined  Veusel  Jutlandla  Makes  Sat- 
isfactory Showing   on   Voyage   From 
Singapore  to  England 

Recently  completing  a  voyage  from 
Singapore  to  England,  the  oll-englned 
ship  Jutlandla,  has  fully  justified  T;he 
hopes  of  her  builders,  Messrs.  Barclay, 
Curie  &  Co.,  and  her  owners,  the  East 
Asiatic  Steamship  Company.  The  feat 
of  the  Jutlandla  becomes  all  the  more 
interesting  to  .local  shipping  men  when 
It  is  understood  that,  the  East  Asiatic 
Steamship  Company  contemplate  dis- 
patching one  of  their  oil-engined  ves- 
sels from  European  ports  to  ^Victoria 
and    other    Pacific    Const    ports. 

Interest  in  the  Jutlandla  naturally 
turns  upon  the  performance  of  her 
main  engines,  which  are  the  Diesel, 
single-acting,  four-cycle  type.  The 
economy  of  fuel  seems  to  have  been  sat- 
isfactory, and  the  general  behavior  of 
the  engines  good:  although  .a  number  of 
minor    troubles    were    experienced. 

There  was  difficulty  with  the  packings 
in  the  Joints  between  the  cylinders  and 
covers,  five  or  six  of  the  covers  having 
to   be  rejointed. 

On. tho  homeward  voyage  from  Singa- 
pore a  number  of  the  exhaust  valves 
pitted  and  had  to  be  replaced.  The  fuel 
valves  gave  some  little  trouble,  one  of. 
them  sticking  open  and  getting  burnt 
fast  In  this  position.  Troubles  such  as 
these  must  be  expected  for  some  time, 
but  they  can  be  prepared  for  and  put 
right   without   great  difficulty. 

The  pitting  of  the  exhaust  valves  is 
a  difficulty  more  pronounced  with  some 
oil  fuels  than  others.  It  Is  experienced 
with  gas  engines,  but  some  of  the 
latest  designs  have  effectually  overcome 
It,  and  there 'Is  no  reason  why  it  should 
not  soon  cease  to  be  an  oil-engine 
trouble.    .

Aurora  Reaches  Puget  Sound 
in  Tow  From  Golden  Gate — 
Badly  Damaged  in  Contin- 
uous Gales, 


TACOMA,  March  1. — After  one  of  the 
worst  voyages  of  her  experience,  be- 
tween Newcastle,  Australia,  and  San 
Francisco,  tho  American  barkentine 
Auroru  towed  up  the  Coust  behind  th" 
steamer  Kalcon,  has  arrived  here  to  load 
lumber     for     Australia. 

During  the  recent  voyage  from  Aus- 
tralia, the  Aurora  sustained  considerable 
damage,  and,  as  she  did  not  remain  in 
Sun  Francisco  long  enough  to  have  It  all 
repaired)  she  is  completing  the  work 
while   In   port    here. 

The  steamer  Falcon,  which  towed  the 
Aurora  up  the  Coast  to  the  Sound, 
dropped  her  at  Everett,  and  she  was 
brought    here    by   a   tug. 

On  her  voyage  to  San  Francisco  from 
Australia,  the  Aurora  left  Newcastle 
October  2  with  coal  cargo,  and  she  was 
only  three  days  on  the  voyage  when  she 
ran  into  a  severe  northwest  gale  which 
blew  for  three  days  without  a  lull.  The 
vessel  lost  a  spanker  sail  the  first  day 
of  the  gale,  and  the  day  following,  with 
seas  washing  over  her  decks,  William 
Lemour,  second  mate,  was  carried  to 
the  deck  by  a  heavy  sea  and  thrown  un- 
der a  loose  deck  .'spar.  He  was  severely 
bruised,   and   was   laid   up  for  six  weeks. 

On  October  7  the  gale  increased  to 
hurricane  force,  and  nt  its  height  the 
goosenneck  of  the  topgallant  yard  broke 
and,  in  falling,  carried  away  the  back- 
stays. The  afternoon  of  the  same  day, 
the  mlzzen  gaff  broke,  and  the  seas, 
which  were  sweeping  the  decks,  made  it 
so  dangerous  for  the  sailors  that  the 
wreck  could  not  be  secured  until  the 
next  day.  On  October  8,  the  gale  began 
to  moderate,  and  on  October  9  dropped 
co  a  flat  calm  October  10,  the  mizz.en 
griff   was  replacvl    with   a  cargo  boom. 

From  October  30  to  October  26  the 
vessel  ■  met  caUn.i  nru'  contrary  winds.

MOVING  PICTURES 


SHOW  BAD  MILK 


Films  Showing  Impure  Condi- 
tions of  Supply  in  Berlin 
Are  Used  to  Good  Purpose 
—Officials  Are  More  Strict. 


BERLIN,  March  1. — A  moving  picture 
film  showing  the  dangers  of  an  Impure 
milk  supply  has  been  exhibited  with 
such  good  effect  in  Oermany  that  health 
officials  at  once  became  much  more  rig- 
orous In  their  enforeeaitnt  of  the  pure 
food    regulations. 

Their  campaign  against  negligent 
dairymen  was  conducted  with  such  en- 
ergy that  ihe  milkmen  rinally  presented 
a  petition  to  the  authorities,  asking  for 
the  prohibition  of  this- particular  film. 
In  reply  to  this  action  Professor 
Schlossmann  of  the  Dusseldorf  Munici- 
pal Hospital  for  Children,  who  Is  re- 
sponsible for  the  film,  proved  that  It  had 
led  to  the  conviction  of  many  dairymen 
for  violation  of  the  pure  food  regula- 
tions. Its  exhibition  was  not  discontin- 
ued. 

Much  Is  being  said  nowdays  In  Ger- 
many about  the  possible  evil  effects  of 
moving  pictures,  but  the  other  side  of 
the  question,  the  moving  picture  as  a 
public  educator,  is  well  illustrated  by 
the  experiment  of  Professor  Schloss- 
mann. His  film  showed  particularly  how 
frppiiro  milk  in  rpsponslble  for  many  of 
the  diseases  of  children,  and  It  was  ex- 
hibited extensively  throughout  the 
Rhine  province  In  promoting  a  propa- 
ganda for  reducing  the  rate  of  Infant 
mortality.'  The  net  results  so  far  have 
been  excellent.  The  health  authorities 
are  enforcing  exiting  rules  and  regula- 
tions much  more  effectively;  the  dairy- 
men are  producing  a  better  article,  and 
the  children  are  drinking  cleaner  and 
purer   milk. 

Moving  pictures  have  become  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  entertainment  busi- 
ness In  ernmny.  There  are  now  no 
less  than  220  moving  picture  "theatres" 
in  the  capital,  with  as  many  more  in 
the  suburbs.  The  tendency  is  now  to 
erect  special  houses,  architecturally 
suited  for  picture  shows.  Three  such 
establishments  are  now -building  in  Ber- 
lin, one  of  which  will  scat  1,600  per- 
sons. 

On  the  other  haud,  there  are  already 
signs  of  over-production  in  the  busi- 
ness. With  so  many  competitors  in  the 
held,  prices  of  admission  must  be  kept 
very  low.  Moreover,  the  Aim  producing 
companies,  which  are  on  a  strong  finan- 
cial basis,  are  mnklng  harder  terms  for 
the  show  managers  than  hitherto,  par- 
ticularly  for   the   best   class   of    films. 

As  competition  grows,  the  tendency 
to  put  on  trashy,  sensational  and  melo- 
dramatic films  Increases.  Many  of  the 
managers  hew  aa  closely  as  possible  to 
the  line  of  police  prohibition;  hence  the 
cry  Is  raised  with  growing  frequency 
in  the  press  for  a  more  rigid  censorship 
of  filma. 

A  commute  of  university  professors, 
scientific  and  literary  men  and  artists, 
has  been  appointed  to  find  ways  and 
means  for  making  the  moving  picture 
do  better  service  In  disseminating  gen- 
eral knowledge,  particularly  of  a  scien- 
tific and  educational  value. 


PLAN  TO  CELEBRATE 

THE  EDICT  OF  MILAN 

Pope  Directs  aeries  to  Ba  Xeld  In  monte 

to   Commemorate   Sixteen   aTun- 

dredth     Anniversary 


ROME.  March  1.— The  Pope  has  di- 
rected that  a  series  of  celebrations  shall 
be  hold  In  Rome  this  month,  and  the 
following  months  of  the  present  year, 
to  commemorate  the  sixteen-hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  promulgation  of  the 
Fdlct  of  Milan,  which  the  Holy  See  re- 
gards as  one  of  the  great  events  in  the 
history  of  Christianity.  This  famous 
Edict  was  Issued  by  the  Emperors  Con- 
stantlne  and  Llclnus  In  March,  313. 
on  the  occasion  when  Constantino 
sought  to  cement  his  political  alliance 
with  his  Imperial  colleague  by  marrying 
his  half-sister,  Constantia,  the  friend 
and  correspondent  of  the  learned  Eus- 
eblus,  to  the  aavage  Dacian  soldier.  The 
friendship  of  the  two  socerelgns  endured 
but  a  few  months.  War  broke  out  be- 
tween them  In  314.  and  the  struggle 
ended  In  the  execution,  or  the  murder, 
of  Llclntus  at   Salonika  in  326. 

It  is  not,  however,  to  Its  effect  upon 
the  relations  of  the  rival  competitors 
for  the  Empire  that  the  meeting  at 
Milan  owes  Its  consequence  In  the  an- 
nals of  Latin  Christianity.  The  Edict 
of  March,  313.  may  be  looked  upon  as 
marking  the  final  close  of  the  period 
of  persecutions  and  the  definite  granting 
of  civil  rights  and  privileges  to  the 
Church.  It  gave  Christians  the  free  ex 
erclse  of  their  religion,  ordered  the  res- 
titution to  them  of  confiscated  property, 
and,  above  all,  sanctioned  the  validity 
of  testamentary   gifts  to  the  Church.    .

By  the  scant  margin  of  two  points, 
the  score  being  five  to  three,  the  Law 
Students  defeated  the  Wanderers  at  Oak- 
Bay  yesterday,  and  retained  the  rushy 
championship  of  Victoria.  They  won  the 
Barnard  Cup.  which  is  emblematic  of 
the  title,  last  season,  when  it  was  put 
up,  and,  although  their  right  to  It  has 
been  strongly  challenged  this  year,  have 
managed  to  squeeze  out  the  number  of 
points   necessary    to   retain   it. 

Yesterday's  deciding  match  was  all 
that  could  be  desired  from  any  point 
of  view.  It  was  a  magnificent  struggle 
between  two  wonderfully  evenly  matched 
teams,  contesting  every  inch  of  the  way 
with  a  spirit  of  determination  con- 
sistent with  the  importance  of  the 
occasion;  a  more  strenuously-played 
game  has  not  been  seen  on  a  local  field. 
Both    sides    performed    in    a    clean-cut 


manner,  and  there  were  many  orliUant 
efforts  interspersed  in  the  contest  that 
kept  the  spectators,  who  crowded  the 
.sidelines;  on  their  tiptoes  all  the  time. 
It  was  a  glorious  victory  for  the  Stu- 
dents, but  from  a  Wanderer  man's  view- 
point, a  harder  game  to  lose  could  not 
be  imagined. 

Ogden  Injured 
One  marring  feature  was  an  accident 
lu  Ogden,  a  Law  Student  Inside  three- 
quarter,  who  put  his  shoulder  out  in 
the  first  half,  necessitating  his  removal, 
and  left  the  Students  with  but  fourteen 
men  for  about  two-thirds  of  the  game; 
but  the  disadvantage  resulting  froril 
this  was  more  than  offset  as  far  as 
the  outcome  is  concerned  by  the  dis- 
allowance of  what  looked  like  a  good  try 
for  the  Wanderers,  when  D.  M.  Grant 
went  over  at  the  corner,  and  Touch 
Judge  Norris  claimed  that  he  had  gone 
Into   touch. 

The  Law  Students  were  at  their  best. 
They  played  splendldl  yln  unison,  the 
pack  possessed  plenty  of  weight  and 
dribbled  well,  while  their  back  field, 
with  a  dry,  firm  ground  to  work  on, 
shoved  a  fine  turn  of  speed.  Their 
tackling  also  was  sharp  and  effective, 
and    their    kicking    good. 

Wanderers'    Weakness. 

While  in  most  respects  the  Wander- 
ers were  easily  a  match  for  their  op- 
ponents, and,  considering  the  game  from 
start  to  finish,  had  every  bit  as  much 
of  the  play,  they  showed  two  weak- 
nesses, which,  it  may  reasonably  be  said, 
accounted  for  their  failure  to  go  ahead 
v,rten  they  had  one  man  to  the  good. 
Their  forwards  were  heavy,  but  they 
did  not  pack  as  well  as  usual  In  the 
scrums,  and  their,  heeling  was  not  good. 
Again,  they  did  not  show  up  as  well 
as  the  red-shlrted  men  In  the  loose. 
The  other  weak  spot  was  on  the  left 
wing  of  the  three-quarter  line.  Wagge- 
Mott  played  well  In  the  first  half,  but 
in  the  second  he  failed  time  after  time 
to  take  or  make  a  pass  when  there  was 
a.  chance  for  a  good  gain. 
Work    of    Halves 

The  work  of  the  Law  Students'  half- 
backs was  superior  to  that  of  the  Wan- 
derers'. Morton  and  Shires  both  played 
in  close  to  the  scrum  most  of  the  time, 
and  they  generally  got  the  ball  out  fi 
their  "threes''  perfectly.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  passes  back  of  Milne,  the 
Wanderers'  inside  man,  were  often  too 
low. 

It  is  almost  needless  to  tell  who  were 
the  particularly  brilliant  of  the  players. 
As  usual,  Martin  was  a  bright  star,  and 
so  were  D.  M.  Grant  and  his  brother 
G.  C.  Grant.  Sholto  Gillespie,  the  two 
Milllgans,  and  Montelth,  of  the  Students, 
and  Watkins  and  Donnlston,  of  the  Wan- 
derers, were  some  of  the  most  effec- 
tive  of   the    forwards. 

■tart   In   Flay 

The  Law  Students'  rushed  the  ball 
into  the  Wanderers'  goal  territory  from 
the  kick-off.  The  play  hovered  about 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Wanderers'  line 
until  1).  M.  Grant  started  it  down  the 
field  with  a  pretty  run.  The  Wander- 
ers pressed  hard  in  the  Students'  twen- 
ty-five for  a  while,  but  brilliant  kicking 
by  Shires  forced  them  back,  and  the 
ball  remained  In  centre  field  for  a  con- 
siderable period.  On  one  occasion,  a 
fine  kick  by  Fawcctt  saved  the  Wander- 
ers   in    a    dangerous    place. 

At  this  stage,  Ogden  went  down  in 
a  scrimmage,  and  his  shoulder-blade 
was  wrenched  out  of  place.

A  free  kick  was  awarded  the  Wander- 
era  shortly  afterwards,  and,  as  It  was 
from  a  reasonable  distance  out,  they 
had  *  good  chance  to  start  Into  the 
tally-sheet,  but  G.  C.  Grant's  kick  was 
feeble. 

The  play  that  gave  the  Students  their 
five  points  was  engineered  about  this 
time,  and  It  was  one  of  the  greatest 
and  most  spectacular  bits  of  work  seen 
vh  the  Oak  Bay  grounds.

The  Presbytery  of  Vlctoriu  concluded 
1 1 h  semi-annual  meeting  at  noon  I'rlduy. 
I  >'na  of  the  most  Interesting  features 
of  the  morning  was  the  discussion  re 
the  resolution  on  Peart,  which  was  sent 
l>Y  the  Presbytery  of  Westminster, 
which  lias  adopted  it.  ami  which  advo- 
cated the  cessation  of  constant  enlarge- 
ment of  armaments. 

Although  the  Presbytery  of  Victoria 
was  Quite  willing  to  agree  that  inter- 
national disputes  should  be  settled  by 
arbitration  whenever  possible,  It  dls- 
ii^'reed  as  to  whether  It  was  the  Inten- 
tion of  the  resolution  to  discourage  mil- 
itary training  or  not.  Many  of  the 
members  were  of  the  opinion  that  if 
such  a  policy  were  adopted  it  might 
militate  against  the  welfare  of  the 
country  in  the  event  of  an  unexpected 
call    to    arms. 

It  was  finally  decided  that  the  reso- 
lution should  simply  be  noted,  and  no 
definite  action   taken   in   the   matter. 

It  was  also  determined  that  the  nejrt 
semi-annual  meeting  should  be  held  in 
St.  Andrew's  Church  in  the  first  week 
in  September.  An  extraordinary  meet- 
ing will  also  be  lieia'on  March'  12*  to 
consider  the  resignation  of  Re'v.  Dr.

This  sitting  was 
taken  advantage  of  by  the  Attorney- 
General  to  introduce  the  bill  to  revise 
and  consolidate  the  Municipal  Act,  for 
which  the  House  was  prepared  by  earlier 
announcements.  In  commending  the 
bill  to  the  consideration  of  the  members 
and  of  the  country,  Hon.  Mr.  Bowser 
said :

"Mr.    Speaker    and    Gentlemen      of 

^Legislative  Assembly: — 

"It  affords  me  pleasure,  in  relieving 
you  from  your  legislative  duties,  to 
give  expression  to  my  appreciation  of 
the  seal  and  care  you  have  displayed 
In  dealing  with  the  various  matters  that 
have  engaged  your  attention  during  the 
present  session. 

"Among  the  other  important  meas- 
ures with  which  yon  have  dealt,  the 
amendment  to  the  Act  relating  to  Tax- 
ation is  intended  as  a  step  towards 
eventually  securing  the  revenue  neces- 
sary for  carrying  on  the  Government  of 
the  Province  from  the  natural  resources 
with  which  It  has  been  so  liberally  en- 
dowed. 

"I  trust  that  the  further  provision 
with  respect  to  the  Canadian  Northern 
Pacific  Railway  and  the  Pacific  Great 
Eastern  Railway  will  Inure  to  the  gen- 
eral  benefit  of  the  country.

Exhaustive  Inquiries 

"It  will  be  remembered  that  the  re- 
sult of  the  finding  of  the  commission 
was  that  the  present  municipal  law 
cannot  bo  much  Improved  upon,  taking 
into  consideration  all  the  conditions  in 
British  Columbia.  This  commission  had 
the  advantage  of  traveling  all  over  the 
Province,  receiving  evidence  and  sug- 
gestions from  all  municipal  bodies, 
other  public  bodies,  and  also  from  past 
inuniciiKil  officials,  with  the  idea  of  get- 
ting as  many  criticisms  as  possible  of 
the  present,  municipal  law  and  sugges- 
tions as  to  how  the  law  should  be 
altered  to  meet  conditions.  After  go- 
ing through  this  Province,  they  went 
through  the  United  States,  visiting  the 
cities  of  Galveston,  Texas,  and  Pes 
tfotttes  In"  a.  journeying  through  the 
State  of  <•  iifornla  and  several  other 
slates  of  the  Union,  where  the  commis- 
sion form  of  civic  government  was  In 
vogue.  After  .  going  through  these 
states,  they  went  to  St  John,  Xew 
Brunswick,  which,  during  the  last  year/ 
nr  two,  has  adopted  this  system,  and 
from  there  to  Montreal,  Ottawa,  Tor" 
onto  and  Winnipeg,  in  which  cities  the 
form  of  government  known  as  thq  local 
board   of  control    Is   In   operation. 

"As  a  result  of  the  inquiries  and  the 
best  Judgment  of  the  commissioners, 
they  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
would  not  be  wise  to  Introduce  as  a  part 
of  the  law  of  this  Province  the  com- 
mission form  of  municipal  government, 
but  that,  rather,  tinder  certpln  circum- 
stances, what  Is  known  as  the  local 
board  of.  control  might  with  good  effect 
be  introduced  by  any  municipalities  that 
wished   to  do'  so. 

"As  to  the  general  Act,  they  thought 
that  most  of  the  objections  that  could 
be' made  to  It  were  ns  to  small  details 
and  as  to  the  Index.  It  Is,  of  course. 
a  difficult  thing  In  a  large  Act  like  the 
Municipal  Act  for  a  layman  to  find  the 
different  sections  he  may  desire  to,  re- 
fer to,  although  It  Is  no  trouble  for  a 
professional  man  who  is  well  acquainted 
with  the  Act,  so  that  one  of  the  most 
Important  things  we  have  done  in  this 
bill.  and.  T  think,  perhaps  the  most  valu- 
able. Is  to  furnish  an  Index,  which  is 
made  sn  plain  and  clear  that  any  person 
can  find  at  once  any  particular  section 
he  desires.  This  hill  also  seeks  to  do 
away  with  the  difficulties  that  the  old 
Act  gave  rise  to  as  applied  to  a  city  or 
a  district  municipality.  Many  of  these 
were  found  to  ,be  of  no  effect,  and  at 
the  same  time  they  caused  a  great  deal 
of  difficulty  and  confusion.  These  are 
now  done  away  with. 

Local   Improvements 

"The  provisions  as  to  local  Improve- 
ments are  now  embodied  In  a  distinct 
Act,  which,  I  think,  will  be  found  of 
great  advantage.  We  have  also  made 
provision  as  to  auditing  and  as  to  the 
conduct  of  tax  sales.  Courts  of  revision 
are  given  power  to  increase  the  assess- 
ment on  property  by  giving  notice  to 
the  owners.  This  Is  ah  Innovation  on 
the  old  Act,  and  one,  I  think,  which,  by 
the  evidence  given  before  the  commis- 
sion,  will    be  very  useful. 

"It  Is  also  proposed  to  do  away  with 
the  petition  for  money  by-laws.  This  Is 
a  matter  of  form,  but  In  many  munici- 
palities It  has  beep  found  difficult  to 
secure  the  petition.  As  a  by-law  had 
In  any  case  to  be  initiated  by  the  coun- 
cil after  the  petition  and  then  submit- 
ted to  the  people,  we  felt  that,  while 
it  might  have  been  all  right  In  the 
earlier  days  of  the  Province,  now,  on 
account  of  much  subdivision  and  the 
large  number  of  owners,  the  need  for  a 
petition  can  be  done  away  with  and  the 
matter  come  up  first  by  Introduction  of 
the  by-law  in  the  municipal  council. 

"The  provisions  as  to  sinking  funds 
apply  now  to  district  and  city  munici- 
palities alike,  and  it  has  been  found  veil 
to  alter  this.  It  Is  proposed  to  take 
away  from  municipalities  the  power  to 
Invest  their  sinking  funds  In  mortgages. 
This  Is  a  matter  which  has  caused  con- 
siderable discussion  during,  nany  ses- 
sions In  flni  Houae  and  also  throughout 
the  Prwvfuee,  as  It  waa  found  that  It 
was  a  common  praoUce  to  In veat  sinking 
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"The  House  will  also  remember  the 
Royal  Commission  reported  in  favor  of 
establishing  a  Municipal  Department. 
They  felt — and,  1  may  say,  It  la  not  at 
all  a  new  idea,  because  it  has  bean  sug- 
gested many  times  before,  especially  in 
the  Municipal  Committee  of  this  House 
— that  there  should  be  a  Government 
form  of  audit,  so  that  the  Government 
could  send  an  auditor  out  to  any  munici- 
pality. It  will  be  seen  that  this  Is  very 
important  if  the  Province  la  to  koep  up 
Its  high  credit.  To  do  that  we  must 
have  more  control  of  municipal  account- 
ing, and  to  see  that  there  Is  no  misap- 
propriation of  funds  or  negligent  invest- 
ment of  fund*  or  poor  judgment  used  In 
investing.  The  municipalities  vfi*  this, 
and  It  will  tend  to  keep  up  the  munici- 
pal and  provincial  credit  to  a  high 
standard. 

"It  is  also  suggested  that  th*  Invest; 
ment  of  sinking  funds  should  be  under 
some  control  in  the  way  pf  Government 
Investigation    or   regulation.  Another 

suggestion  is  that  In  the  case  of  de- 
bentures, before  being  initiated  or  sold, 
they  should  be  controlled,  perhaps  by 
a  Government  department,  In  order  that 
they  may  have  a  uniform  method  of 
issuing  debentnres'and  have  the  paternal 
eye  cast  on  this  work,  and  perhaps  the 
municipalities  might  get  better  results 
If  the  Government's  hallmark  of  ap- 
proval were  placed  on  their  debentures. 
"The  Royal  Commission  has  recom- 
mended that  a  Municipal  .Department 
lie  established,  and  I  may  say  that  It 
is  the  intention  of  the  Government  next 
session  to  bring  down  a  measure  estab- 
lishing- a  governmental  department 
along  the  lines  recommended  by  the 
Municipal  Commission.  I  think  this 
will  meet  the  views  of  the  municipali- 
ties and  the  people  at  large,  as  well  as 
of  the  people  holding  municipal  de- 
bentures.    At  Its  head  will  be  a  gentle- 

of  the  ministers  of  the  Crown,  and  In 
this  way  any  possible  recklessness  will 
be  curbed  end  there  will  always  be  an 
opportunity  of  sending  out  officers  to 
audit  municipal  accounts,  either  where 
Government  officers  think  it  necessary 
or  the  municipalities  ask  for  it.  .3>he 
i  iovi ■rnment  thinks  the  time'  has  now 
arrived  when  a  municipal  department 
should  be  established  and  next  session 
we  will  bring  down  legislation  to  that' 
end."

'I'll.-  closing  hours  of  the  l-'riday  iii^lit 
sitting,  early  on  Saturday  morning, 
were  taken  Up  In  putting  through  a 
number  of  Government  measures  so 
that  they  might  be  ready  for  the  royal 
assent  yesterday.  One  of  the  most  in- 
teresting of  these  generally  is  that  to 
amend  the  Provincial  Flections  Act, 
under  which  the  present  voters'  lists 
are  to  be  cancelled  tomorrow,  and 
voters,  if  they  desire  to  be  placed  on 
the  new  lists  will  have  until  April  9  to 
file    the    declarations. 

Mr.  Shaw  (Kamloops)  suggested  that 
the  requirement  of  the  production  ,.!'  I 
certificates  of  naturalization  attached 
to  the  declaration  of  the  would-bo  voter 
might  work  a  hardship  on  many  old- 
timers.

On  the  other 
hand,  Mr.  Bowser  asked  the  House  to 
look    at    the    hordes      of      aliens      whose 


names  .were  now  on  the  lists  In  the 
large  centres  of  population  who  would 
be  cleaned  off  them  by  this  provision. 
It  would  also  be  possible  to  amend  the 
law  so  as  to  protect  any  man  who  had 
a  right  to  be  on  the  list  but  who  was 
unable  to  secure  a  certificate  of  his 
naturalization.

Draw   Up   Regulations 

The  insurance  council,  however,  is  en- 
gaged in  drawing  up  a  set  of  uniform 
regulation^  for  the  local  offices,  and  this 
will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  con- 
trol. On  the  other  hand,  _  it  need  scarce- 
ly b'e  pointed  but  that  it'.Iwlll  be  a  task 
of  immense  difficulty  to  apply  from' "'the 
outsot  a  uniform  standard  in  a  country 
in  which  the  various  Industries  are  as 
)  (ft  so  unevenly  developed.  The  kind 
of  points  which  the  insurance  council 
has  already  decided  In  advance  Include, 
J'or  example,  rulings  to  the  effect  that 
workmen  on  probation  are  to  provide 
themselves  with  an  Insurance  card  after 
a  week's  trial;  and  that  a  workman  who 
fails  ill  after  the  termination  of  his 
contract  or  engagement  cannot  claim 
benefit  from  the  sick  fund.  A.  special 
committee  has  been  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  question  whether  employers 
who  employ  more  than  one  hundred 
hands  are  to  be  liable  for  the  maternity 
charges  of  their  female  employees.  This 
question  contains  the  germ  of  a  con- 
troversy which  bas'  been  acute  both  in 
1       nee  and  in  England.  - 

Socialism  and  Syndicalism 

In  the  absence  of  any  systematic  or- 
ganisation of  labor  In  this  country,  the 
Government  assumed  the  responsibility 
of  nominating  the   working  class  repfa- 

utatives  who  are  entitled  io  seats  in 
the  insurance  council.  The  Socialist 
press,  which  is  not  by  any  means  en- 
chantril  with  the  insurance  law  as  a 
whole,  is  very  indignant  that  these  del- 
egates were  not  elected^  At  first  the 
delegates  were  alarmed  by  the  outcry 
of  the  Socialist  politicians,  and  either 
absented  themselves  altogether  from 
the  meetings  of  the  insurance  council 
or  else  merely  attended  in  order  to  pro- 
test agitlnst  thefr  own  nomination.  Un- 
der pressure,  however,  of  the  bulk  of 
working  class  opinion  they  now  seem  to 
I'l  in  a  regular  appearance.

Unemployment 

Thanks  to  Iv-aw  Government  con- 
tracts, to  the  hi  creasing  mechnniral  re- 
quirements of  agriculture,  which  last 
year  ami  this  y.  ar  is  being  subsidized 
to  the  apSount  of  £25. 000,000.  and  to  the 
readiness  or  money  Russian  industry  is 
In  a  very  flourishing  condition.  New 
enterprises  an-  continually  being  creat- 
ed. The  lextlb-  iii'lusty  especially  Is 
highly  prosperous,  as,  too0  are  the  var- 
ious metal  traHcs.  On  the  other  Kand, 
the  Influx  of  the  rural  population  into 
the  towns  continues  tn  assume  such 
proportions  that  grs  lOhg  the  menace  of 
unemployment  may  become  sufficiently 
serious  of  Itself  to  plve  a  very  real 
shape  to  the  spectre,  of  Syndicalism.  Tn 
cities  like  RIkIi,  with  its  325,000  inhab- 
itants, the  pressure  of  these  immigrants 
is  already  beginning  to  make  Itself  felt. 
In  Russia,  us  elsewhere,  a  readjustment 
of  tlu  scale  of  wages  cannot  perma- 
nently do  away  with  the  necessity  for 
making  organized  provision  against  un- 
employment, as  well  as  against  Invalid- 
ity  and  old  age.

Some  of  these  are  carried  out  by  groups 
or  gangs  of  merely  advertising  can- 
vassers, who  pass  from  city  to  city  and 
bring  out  what  is  called  "special  edi- 
tions" of  such  papers — mostly  weekly 
papers — as  circulate  In  the  district.  A 
sub  rosa  arrangement  W^made  with  the 
proprietor  of  the  paper  for  the  usa  of 
its  name  in  this  way;  but  he  has  no 
interest  In  or  control  over  the  contents 
of  the  issue  beyond  the  moriey  guerdon 
for  which  he  stipulated.  The  publica- 
tion comes  out  as  an  addenda  to  the 
usual  issue;  and  it  Is  manoeuvred  so 
as  to  produce  the  biggest  possible  mone- 
tary return.  Publicity  of  the  potentials, 
the  resources  or  the  development  in  the 
past,  the  prenenl  Or  the  future,  is  nit 
the .  uhjio't;  but  merely  to  make  money 
from  a  sporadic  enterprise.  These  per- 
anibulnry  canvassers  have  no  vested  in- 
terest In  the  place,  and  imagination 
plays  a  larger  part  In  their  publica- 
tions than  facts.  They  themselves  arc 
not  acquainted  with  the  facts,  and  the 
spurious  glitter  of  the  tinsel  is  made 
alluring  for  the  time.  Its  effect  is  del- 
eterious In  the  highest  degree,  and 
those  whose  money  has  been  secUWl 
fin,!  that  their  advertisements  bring  no 
reward,  and  the  rubbish  heap  merely  is 
enriched   by    so   much   waste    paper. 

The  Progressive  Club  aims  at  continu- 
ous, persistent,  and,  above  all,  genuine 
publicity  pf  this  city;  and  the  writing 
or  literature  that  will  go  forth  to  ac- 
complish this  end  must  be  attractive, 
and  not  only  illustrated,  but  composed 
in  such  a  Way  as  to  simultaneously  im- 
part knowledge  and  fascinate  the  reader^ 
It  cannot,  above  all  things,  be  merely 
local  dogma,  or  the  rising  values  of  real 
estate.  The  arteries  of  the  city's  life- 
blood  from  Victoria  In  the  south  to  Port 
Scott  in  the  north  of  Vancouver  Island, 


must  be  clearly  portrayed,  as  well  as 
those  extending  into  the  .Mainland, 
throughout  the  Dominion,  and  along  the 
ocean  highways  of  the  world-wide  com- 
merce which.  In  the  near  future,  will 
indubitably  flow  in  and  out  of  this, 
port  and  harbor  unless  the  .people,  are 
perfidious  to  themselves,  and  to  pros- 
perity, and  allow  others  less  splendidly 
endowed  to  filch  from  them  their  herit- 
age. Cant  nnd  hyperbolic  bluster  must 
be  eschewed.  There  Is  no  need  to  re- 
sort to  them  by  any  writer  entrusted 
with  the  work  of  depleting  Victoria, 
for  facts  surpass  all  fiction;  and  I 
sincerely  hope  they  will  dominate  and 
Inspire  all  the  publications  of  the  Vic- 
toria Progressive  Club  whose  publicity 
secretary  ought  to  be  a  man  of  a  wide 
outlook,  thoroughly  endowed  with  tho 
faculty  of  assimilating  ideas,  and  pre- 
senting them  to  readers,  not  with  the

"VVo  would  like  a  Utffle  3pace  te-'out- 
line  the  conditions  under  which  the 
settlers  In  the  district  of  South  Cow- 
iciian  have  la-bored  for  the  past  thirty 
years  or  more.  \Ve  will  take  tip  tho 
question  of  surveys  In  this  letter.  The 
first  survey  was  made  In  1859  by  Mr. 
Wells.  This  is  known  as  the  "Wells 
Survey."  By  this  survey,  the  district 
"was  divided  Into  blocks.  A  short  time 
afterwards,  Mr.  Otty  was  sent  to  run 
the  intermediate  lines  dividing  the  dis- 
trict into  sections  Of  orie  hundred  acres 
more    or-   less.  For    some    reason    or 

other,  Mr.  Otty* seems  to  have  ignored 
Mr.  Wells'  survey,  and  run  other  lines 
alongside    of    Wells'    line's. 

Neither  hjs  lines  or  posts  coincide 
with  the  Wells'  lines  and  posts.  Acci- 
dentally, Otty's  field  notes  were  de- 
stroyed In  a  fire.  The  Government  did 
not  accept  Otty's  survey.  A  motion  was 
passed  in  the  Legislature  making  the 
Wells  survey  the  legal  survey.  The 
E.  &  N.  Railway  Company  took  over  most 
of  these  lands  with  this  survey.  They 
sold  all  these  lands,  and  gave  deeds  and 
plains    according    to    the    Wells    survey. 

The  sections  belonging  to  the  Indian 
reserve  are  surveyed  differently  from 
either    the    Wells   or   Otty   surveys. 

This  is  a  very  desirable  state  'of 
affairs  for  surveyors  and  lawyers,  a 
veritable  "bonanza"  for  them,  but  a  very 
burdensome  one  o.f  the  settlers,  and  a 
bar  to  progress  In  agriculture.  This 
condition  of  surveys  has  been  brought 
to  the  notice  of  every  Premier  of  British 
Columbia  for  years.  Hon.  Theodore 
DByie  had  William  Ralph,  C.E.,  sent  up 
In  May,  1895.  He  retraced  two  of  Wells' 
range  lines.  He  reported:  "I  set  new 
section  posts  where  they  were  originally 
set  according  to  Wells'  field  notes,  and 
I  found  all  his  bearing  trees."  Other 
surveyors  have  ignored  Mr.  Ralph's 
work  and  posts.  No  two  surveyors 
agree.  One  will  use  the  Otty  lines  and 
posts;  then  another  will  come  along  and 
say:  "This  Is  all  wrong,"  ahd  survey 
it  differently.  Then  the  man  who  had 
his  land  surveyed  first  has  to  hire  an- 
other surveyor,  and  have  It  surveyed 
over  again.  Settiers  coming  here  with 
a  little  capital,  often  tho  savings  from 
years  of  hard  toll,  find  their  hard  earn- 
ings fritted  away  before  they  can  evsn 
Vet   a   start    to   earn    anything. 

Now,  I  would  like  to  suggest  a  way 
out  of  this  muddle.  The  Surveyor- 
General  says  "he  has  no  authority  in 
these  matters,  they  are  mostly"!:.  A  N. 
Railway  lands."  Then  let  the  B.  A  N. 
Railway  Company  select  a  surveyor  they 
can  recommend  to  the  settlers  that  will 
survey  the  lands  according  to  the  deeds 
and  plans  given  to  the  settlers.  One 
surveyor  for  the   whole  district. 

If  tho  Works  Department  want  any 
lands  for  road  purposes,  let  the  Minis- 
ter of  Works  or  his  deputy  apply  to  the 
owners  of  such  lands.  And  let  the  own- 
era  decide  about  and  lay  ont  sueh  roads 
With  the  Bid  Of  the  surveyor  recom- 
mended by  the  B.  A  N.  Railway  Com- 
pany. This  arrangement  Would  give  us 
straight  roads,  property  located  on  the 
lines,  taking  half  of  eaei)  section,  with 
no  room  for  graft  and  dlsnnam stimuli.

of  life  or  for  association  with  their  fel- 
lows. 

There  arc  some  of  the  older  people 
both  In  England  and  In  Canada  who 
know  the  fallacy  of  this  contention.  Il- 
literate people  are  not  always  stupid 
and  they  often  have  great  good  feeling. 
Recently  the  President  of  the  United 
States  vetoed  an  immigration  Bill,  one 
of  the  principal  clauses  of  which  pro- 
vided that  no  one  who  could  not  read 
should  not  be  admitted  into  the  United 
States. 

The  New  York  Outlook  Justifies  the 
action  of  President  Taft  in  sentences 
that  are  worthy  of  consideration  for 
many  reasons  besides  those  which  refer 
to  the  admission  or  the  exclusion  of  im- 
migrants. 

"The  objection  to  the  literacy  test  is 
not  that  it  tends  to  limit  immigration, 
but  that  it  fails  to  provide ,uny  method 
by  which  the  desirable  Immigrants  are 
differentiated  from  the  undesirable  ones. 
The  ability  to  read  forty  words  is  no 
proof  of  intelligence.  Inability- to  read 
forty  words  is  no  proof  of  unintelll- 
gence.  There  are  many  Intelligent  peo- 
ple who  have  not  known  how  to  read 
and  write,  and  many  unintelligent  per- 
sons who  could  pass  a  forty-word  test. 
If  we  want  intelligent  immigrants,  the 
use  of  a  literacy 'test  is  no  way  to  get 
them.  Neither  Is  the  literacy  test  a  test 
of  moral  character.  It  will  exclude  many 
a  hard-working,  Industrious  man  who 
can  add  to  the  country  wealth  by  his 
labor,  and  admit  many  a  shifty,  adroit 
and  conscienceless  scamp  who  will  add 
merely  to'  our  sufficient  supply  of  gam- 
blers,  grafters  and  thieves.  Every  year 
the  United  States  admits  thousands  up- 
ori  thousands  who  cannot  read — admits 
them  by  Way  of  the  cradle;  but  the  na- 
tion welcomes  them*  and  by  education 
makes  most  of  them  intelligent*  and 
good  citizens.  Illiteracy  is  a  defect  that 
wo  can  cure.  The  sort  of  aliens  we 
ought  to  exclude  arc  ((.hose  aliens  with 
defects  wo  cannot  curd  We  cannot  cure 
Inherent  defects  of  Intelligence  or  In- 
herent defects  of  character;  but  we 
shall  not  do  anything  to  reduce  the 
number  of  those  who  suffer  from  these 
defects  by  requiring  that  they  read  for- 
ty words.  The  literacy  test  undoubt- 
edly would  reduce'  the  number  of  aliens 
that  are  .coming  into  the  country;  but 
there  Is  no  merit  in  merely  reducing  the 
number  of  immigrants.  The  more  peo- 
ple -we  admit- of  the  type  of  President 
Wilson's  grandparents,,  of  Jacob  Tills,  of 
the  brothers  Oscar,  Isiidor  and  Nathan 
Straus,  of  Theodore  Thomas,  Mary  An- 
tln,  Carl  Schurz,  Archbishop  Ireland  or 
Robert  Collyer,  the  stronger  this  coun- 
try will  be.  The  President  has  acted 
wisely  In'dccllnlng  to  sanction  the  use 
of  this  test.  Such  a  law  would  satisfy 
only  those  anxious  to  reduce  the  number 
of  immigrants,  not  those  who  insist  up- 
on fitness."  ' 
mef 01-mtng  Children 

.  In  this  twentieth  century  there  are 
few  civilized  countries  that  do  not  rec- 
ognize the  duty  the  state  or  society  owes 
to  the  children  whom  the  sins  or  the 
misfortunes  of  parents  have  left  with- 
out proper  guardianship.    ' 

Associations  of  worthy  people,  under- 
take the  care  of  orphans,  of  delinquents 
from  the  juvenile  court  and  of  the  boys 
and  girls  whose  homes  are  unfit  to 
shelter  them.  An  increasing  number  of 
men  and  women  are  employed  as  masters 
or  matrons  and  as  assistants  In  var- 
ious capacities  in  the  institutions  where 
such    children    are    cared    for. 

The  work  these  people  are  doing,  or 
should  be  doing,  is  greatly  ,  under- 
valued by  the  public.  /It  hr a"com"m<»hV 
impression  that  the  bPJ's  andi  girls,  .who 
find  their  way  into  juvenile  courts  or 
come  under  the  protection  of  Children's 
Aid  Societies  are  no  worse  than  their 
neighbors  who  are  properly  cared  for 
In    their  own    homes. 

Only  in  exceptional  cases  Is  this  true. 
Had  habits  are  hard  to  uproot  and  evil 
associations  not  easily  forgotten.  Only 
those  who  are  endowed  witfi  great  love 
for  children,  and  possess  a  talent  for 
managing  them  should  undertake  re- 
formative work.  Even  then,  every  fa- 
cility should  be  given  them  tn  carry  on 
their  work  of  reform.  To  expect  that 
In  a  few  weeks  the  results  of  years  of^ 
neglect    can    be    undone   Is    unreasonable. 

Some  childish  offences  are  due  to 
thoughtlessness  or  sudden  passion  or 
Impulse.  It  is  not  often  that  these  r«J 
quire  long  continued  discipline.  The 
man  or  woman  Is  fortunate  who  can 
look  back  on  youth  without  remember- 
ing wrong  doing  of  which  there  Is  good 
reason  to  be  ashamed  but  which,  thanks 
to  the  wisdom  and  the  love  of  parents 
or  teachers,  was  not  allowed  to  become 
an  evil  habit.  Many  of  the  offences 
which  bring  city  children  into  the 
courts  are  of   this  character. 

But,  it  may  well  be  concluded,  there 
are  others  who  need  to  be  »o  carefully 
trained  that  all  the  good  that  is  In  their 
natures  will  be  strengthened  and  evil 
tendencies  corrected.  This  requires  time 
and  It  cannot  be  accomplished  in  and 
institution  where  there  Is  not  an  oppor- 
tunity  for   useful    employment 

A  report  of  the  Boys'  Farm  at  Shaw- 
bridge,  near  Montreal,  shows  that  the 
boys  sent  there  or  who  voluntarily  go 
there  are  taught  to  be  self-supporting 
and  to  learn  to  be  useful  eitiJtens.  This 
Is  not  the  case,  usually,  with  detention 
homes,  Where  accommodation  is  so  lim- 
ited that  children  must  be  sent  away 
before  they  are  flt  to  be  trusted  to  take 
care  of  themselves,  in  order  that  Others 
may  be  admitted. 

If  more  regular  and  constant  employ- 
ment, something  that  would  be  a  begin- 
ning of  their  life's  work,  were  provided 
for  the  children  sent  to  our  homes,  and 
if  they  could  be  kept  there  as  long  as 
they  were  being  benefited,  greater  food 
would  be  done  than  under  present  com- 
dltions.

ARE  GEHING  SCARCE 


Forthcoming  Estimates  Must 
Provide  for  Large  Addition 
of  Men  and  Boys — Lack  of 
Lieutenants  Is  Noticeable, 


LONDON.  Maroh  1.— It  U  now  gener- 
ally  recognlxed  that  provision  must  be 
made  for  a  large  addition  to  the  num- 
bers of  men  and  boys  for  the  navy  In 
the  forthcoming  estimates.  What  Is 
perhaps  not  so  generally  understood  is 
that  measures  have  also  become  neces- 
sary In  order  to  Increase  without  delay 
the  number  or  Junior  officers  In  the  fleet. 
It  is  admittedly  In  the  lieutenants'  list 
that  there  is  an  Insufficiency  at  the 
present  time,  which  will  make  itself 
more  apparent  as  new  vessels  become 
due  for  commissioning.  Additions,  there- 
fore, to  the  number  of  officers  qualified 
to  carry  but  the  duty  of  a  lieutenant, 
or  qualifying  for  this  grade,  are  urgent- 
ly needed. 

Mr.  Churchill,  on  the  introduction  of 
the  estimates  on  March  18.  1918.  used 
these  words: 

"We  require  at  once  to  have  a  substan- 
tial increase  to  the  lieutenants*  list.  The 
pressure  at  the  present  time  upon  the 
officers  Is  very  severe,  and  it  Is  not  al- 
ways possible  to  allow  them  the  full 
amount  of  leave  to  which  they  are  «n- 
titled  in  the.  flvUrafl  of  every  year,  small 
aa  it  la;  and  with  the  development  of 
the  new  fleet  organization  this  strain 
will,  in  ordinary  circumstances,  be 
greatly  Increased.  It  is  therefore  nec- 
essary for  us  to  have  more  commis- 
sioned officers,  and  to  have  them  as  soon 
as   possible." 

Clearly   Xecognlsed 

That  is  a  clear  recognition  by  the 
First  Lord  of  the  situation,  but  an  ear- 
lier Indication  that  the  number  of  offi- 
cers of  this  rank  was  insufficient  to 
meet  all  requirements  is  found  in  the 
circular  letter  of  August  14.  1911.  .  It 
was  in  this  circular  that  a  departure 
was  announced  from  the  scheme  of 
common  entry  and  training  for  officers 
of  all  branches  introduced-  by  Lord  Sel- 
borne  In  1902.  Provision  was  made  for 
the  entry  to  the  Royal  Marine  Corps  of 
officers  selected  from  candidates  outside 
.the  ranks  of  midshipmen  and  sub-lieu- 
tenants who  had  passed  through  Os- 
borne and  Dartmouth.  It  was  not  sug- 
gested that  the  Selborne  scheme  had 
failed  so  far  as  it  concerned  the  Royal 
Marine  Corps,  and  indeed  it  had  not 
reached  the  stage  when  It  was  possible 
to  see  how  it  might  work  In  practice; 
but  the  immediate  object  of  the  change 
was  to  provide  more  lieutenants,  and  It 
was  through  the  Marine  branch  that 
this 'could  be  most  easily  and  expedi- 
tiously accomplished.  In  the  scheme  of 
training  it  was  provided  that  all  subal- 
terns of  Marines  should  be  instructed 
in  gunnery,  torpedo  and  navigation,  and 
should  pass  an  examlation  in  these  na- 
val subjects  and  all  deck  duties.  Future 
officers  of  the  Marines  will  thus  become 
available  for  duty  as  watch  officers 
afloat. 

Cause  of  tbe  Deficiency 

No  official  explanation  has  been  af- 
forded of  the  circumstances  which  led 
to  the  present  lack  of  junior  commis- 
sioned officers.  It  has  been  attributed 
to  a  scarcity  of  applications  for  cadet- 
ships,  to  the  introduction  of  the  Sel- 
borne scheme  of  entry,  to  a  lack  of 
foresight  on  the  part  of  the  Admiralty 
by  taking  insufficient  numbers  and  to 
various  other  causes.  Actually  the  dif- 
ficulty seems  to  have  arisen  out  of  con- 
ditions altogether  beyond  the  control  of 
the  authorities.  An  officer,  as  Mr.  Chur- 
chill stated  when  introducing  the  sup- 
plementary estimate  of  July  last,  takes 
between  six  and  seven  years  to  train. 
That  is  to  say,  he  should  be  qualified 
at  the  end  of  this  period  to  undertake 
the  duties  of  a  lieutenant,  although  he 
is  still  without  much  experience  in  them. 
When  fixing  the  number  of  entries  eaoh 
year,  therefore,  it  is  necessary  to  take 
stock  of  the  situation,  not  as  It  Is  at 
the  moment,  nor  will  be  three  years 
afterwards  (as  is  done  In  fixing  the  ship- 
building programme),  but  seven  years 
later.  It  could  hardly  have  been  fore- 
seen in  1906  that  before  1912  Germany 
by  two  amendments  to  her  navy  law, 
would  increase  her  shipbuilding  pro- 
gramme, forcing  us  to  do  the  lame  and 
to  a  larger  extent,  or  that  by  another 
amendment  she  would  add  a  third  battle 
squadron  to  the  two  she  then  main- 
tained in  full  commission,  and  by  so 
doing  oblige  us  to  proportionately  in- 
crease the  number  of  our  ships  in  the 
same  state  of  readiness.  Not  only  are 
there  many  more  ships  in  commission 
for  which  officers  have  to  be  found,  but 
— the  vessels  being  larger  and  more  at 
sea — additional  officers  are  needed  for 
watch-keeping  duties. 

t>aok  of  lieutenants 

In  regard  to  the  suggestion  that  the 
lack  of  lieutenants  is  due  in  any  way 
to  the  Selborne  scheme  of  common  en- 
try and  training,  or  that  this  scheme  la 
likely  to  result  in  a  future  lack  of  en- 
gineer officers,  it  should  be  pointed  out 
that  the  scheme  has  not  advanced  far 
enough  to  have  a  bearing  on  the  ques- 
tion at  issue.  Mr.  McKenna,  in  a  reply 
to  Lord  Charles  Bereaford  on  May  4, 
1911.  atated  that  the  firat  officers  en- 
tered under  the  new  scheme  would  corn- 
plate  their  examinations  for  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  tn  June,  1911,  "and  from  that 
data  a  period  of  at  least  two  years  will 
elapse  before  offlcera  aeleeted  will  be- 
gin to  specialise  In  engine-room  duties." 
The  regulations  require  that  before  be- 
ing eligible  to  specialise  In  any  branch 
"a  lieutenant  must  have  aerved  In  that 
rank  for  at  leaat  two  yeara  from  the 
date  ol  Ma  commission  aa  sub-lieuten- 
ant"

between  the  various  branch**,  or  about 
sight  to  each.  There  can  be  no  around 
for  auppoalng  at  present  that  ear  lack 
of  candidatea  for  the  engineer  branch 
can  ha.ve  manifested  itself.  On  the  other 
hand,  there  appears  to  be  reasons  for 
the  belief  that  the  increaaed  coat  of  a 
cadet's  education  is  responsible  for 
some  falling  off  in  the  numbers  of  ault- 
able  candidatea.

•either  of  these  sources  can  lmg*ad|at*» 
ly  provide  sufficient  officers  for  lb*  tem- 
porary needa.  Three  other  meaauroe  are 
suggested  by  precedent  The  fit**  la  t* 
employ  a  larger  number  of  warrant  of- 
flcera  Cor  wateb-basping     datlce;

It  remains  to  be 
seen  which  of  these  temporary  expedi- 
ents Mr.  Churchill  will  have  recourse  to, 
or  whether  all  of  them  will  be  adopted 
for  the  purpose  of  tiding  over  the 
present  scarcity  of  watch-keeping  lieu- 
tenants.

Continuing  the  debate  on  second  read*

said  that  he  yielded  to  no  man  prece- 
dence in  his  love  and  regard  for  women

been  disfranchised  in  the  British  Umpire. 
The  question  was  "shall  women  be  en- 
franchised." and  this  being  the  case  and 
the  «*pm*n  came  as  the  petitioners  it 
was  for  them  to  make  out  their  care-r- 
to  show  cause  for  the  action  desired.

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TWO  flGERS  CAUGHT 
BY  OAK  BAY  POLICE 


--Made  Mistake  of  Attempting 
to  Victimize  Same  Merchant 
and  Arrest  Clears  Up  Previ- 
ous Baffling  Cases, 


In  the  arrest  yesterday  afternoon  and 
evening:  of  Charles  Walton  and  Thomas 
T.  Parish,  the.  Oak  Bay  police  accom- 
plished a  bit  of  work  which  placed  be- 
hind th-s  bars  two  Individuals  who,  It 
la  believed,  have  been  the  parties  who 
have  been  passing  worthless  cheques 
In  Victoria  and  Oak  Bay  for  the  past 
two  or  three  weeks.  Walton,  It  Is  be- 
lieved, is  responsible  for  the  greater 
number  of  the  cheques,  and  to  be  the 
more  expert  of  the  two  forgers.  Farlsh 
Is  apparently  a  novice,  though  the  work 
of   the   pair   was    exactly    the    same. 

Singularly  enough,  neither  prisoner 
is  acquainted  with  the  other,  or  at 
claims  not  to  be,  and  the  police  have 
no  reason  to  believe  otherwise.  It  was 
a  singular  occurrence,  too,  that  both 
should  have  been  'rrosted  the  same 
day  and  that  their  arrest  was  due  to 
information  given  to  the  Oak  Bay  pojlce 
by  the  proprietor  of  the  Newport 
Grocery    Store,    Newport    Avenue. 

For  the  past  three'  weeks  the  city 
police  have  been  working  overtime  In 
their  efforts  to  locate  Walton.  Farlsh, 
so  far  as  is  known,  has  been  at  his 
work  but  for  the  past  three  or  four 
days.  When  news  of  the  latter's.  ar- 
rest was  received  yesterday  afternoon 
the  city  police  Jumped  to  the  conclusion 
that  tne  autliur  or  the  series  or  forg- 
eries  which  have  baffled  them  for  the 
past  three  weeks  was  at  last  behind 
the  bars,  but  when  some  of  the  victims 
were  taken  to  the  police  station  they 
failed  to  identify  Farlsh  as  the  man 
who  had  passed  Worthless  cheques  upon 
them.  Within  two  hours  Walton  was 
also  taken  into  custody,  and  .  from 
cheques  in  bis  possession  which  tallied 
both  as  to  handwriting  and  in  other 
particulars  with  those  passed  during 
the  past  few  weeks,  the  city  police 
have  no  doubt  but  that  the  author  of 
the  greater  number  of  forgeries  has 
been  apprehended.  The  prompt  work  of 
the  Oak  Bay  police  force  is  highly 
satisfactory  to  the  local  authorities. 
Suspicious    Tradeaman 

Farish  was  arrested  about  4  o'clock 
yesterday  afternoon.  He  had  ordered 
some  groceries  delivered  to  a  non-exist- 
ent address  and  had  presented  a  cheque 
for  J12.B0  drawn  on  the  Imperial  Bank 
and  purporting  to  be  signed  by  the 
Metropolitan  Security  Company.  In- 
stead of  cashing  the  cheque,  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  store  went  to  a  nearby 
telephone  and  called  up  the  Oak  Bay 
police  station,  a  call  which  was  imme- 
diate!/ responded  to  by  Chief  Handley 
and  Constables  Klrby  and  Syne.  In  the 
meantime  Farlsh,  apparently  becoming 
suspicious,  left  the  store  and  had  got 
some  distance  away  when  he  was  ap- 
prehended. He  had  destroyed  the 
cheque  he  had  tendered.  His  descrip- 
tion was  telephoned  to  the  city  police, 
and  It  tallied  exactly  with  that  of  a 
man  who  on  Thursday  last  passed  a 
cheque  of  similar  amount  and  made  out 
In  the  same  manner,  on  Mr.  H.  Schroe- 
der,  grocer,  Menzics  Street.  Mr.  Shro*- 
der  saw  Farish  in  the  city  police  sta- 
tion, where  he  was  taken  from  Oak 
Bay,  and  Identified  him  as  the  man 
",  ho  had  victimized  him.  As  the  Oak 
Bay  police  have  no  chaise  against 
FArlsh  as  he  did  not  pass  the  cheque 
on  the  Newport  Grocery,  he  ;wlll  be  ar- 
raigned   here   on    the    Schroeder   case. 

Walton's  arrest  was  made  at  the  New- 
port Grocery  about  9  o'clock.  Appar- 
ently unaware  of  Parish's  unsuccessful 
attempt  In  the. afternoon,  he  visited  the 
store  and  ordered  some  groceries  sent 
to  a  certain  number.  The  proprietor 
of  the  store  put  one  of  his  clerks  to 
wait  upon  the  stranger,  while  he  him- 
self went  out  to  ascertain  If  there  was 
such  a  number.  He  found  there  was 
not,  and  accordingly,  notified  the  Oak 
Bay  police.  Constable.  Klrby  hurried 
to  the  grocery  store,  and  placed  Wal- 
ton Under  arrest.  Besides  the  cheque 
for  |35  purporting  to  be  made  by  the 
Westholme  Lumber  Company  In  favor 
of  Morris  Cooper,  there  were  two  other 
cheques  for  like  amounts  made  out  and 
signed,  one  bearing  the  forged  signa- 
ture of  the  Westholme  Lumber  Com- 
pany, .and  the  other  that  of  the  Shaw- 
nlgan  Lake  Lumber  Company. 
Kails    r»m   Vancouver 

Walton  stated  he  had  Just  come  over 
from  Vancouver,  and  he  admitted  to  hav- 
ing been  here  before.  Two  weeks  ago 
he  passed  a  similar  cheque  upon  the 
oak  Bay-fc>£>f*ry  Store  under  the  name 
of  Thomas  Wentworth,  and  on  th-o  samo 
night  one  on  the  Willows  Grocery 
Store  under  the  name  of  George  S. 
Stephens. 

In  the  city,  Walton  Is  believed  to 
have  been  the  author  of  forgeries  by 
which  money  was  secured  from  1'ayne's 
Grocery,  Ontario  Street;  the  Maple  Bak- 
ery, McK.eny.le  Grocery  Store,  Burnside 
Avenue,  and  from  a  grocery  store  at 
the  corner  of  Douglas  Street  and  Clo- 
verdale     Avenue.  In     each     case,     the 

cheques  were  drawn  In  the  name  of 
some  one  of  the  local  lumber  concerns, 
and  as  they  were  passed  on  a  Satur- 
day night,  the  Impression  was  created 
that  they  were  pay  cheques.  The  Oak 
Hay  authorities'  case  against  Walton 
will  be  tried  there  tomorrow  afternoon 
before  being  handed  over  to  the  city 
authorities  for  his  trial  on  the  charges 
to   be  hUd   against   him   hefe. 

Karish,  from  papers  In  his  pockets, 
has  evidently  been  on  accountant  In 
Spokane.  Among  his  papers  were  two 
testimonials  of  his  ability  signed  by 
Spokane  firms.

ANTWERP    GEM    INDUSTRY 

BRUSSELS,  March  1. — It  is  reported

LONDON  March  1, — The  aeroplane  ex- 
hibition at  Olympla  failed  to  attract 
much    public    support.

"Our  transatlantic  flight  Is  now  con- 
tingent solely  upon  the  fact  of  the 
$250,000  required  being  raised.  Wc 
have  $60,000  most  of  which  is  Ameri- 
can money,  including  Otto  H.  Kahn's 
$15,000. 

"There  are  absolutely  no  Insuperable 
difficulties  to  the  flight.  A  machine  of 
the  necessary  size  with  engines  of  suf- 
ficient power  is  easily  built  and  In  the 
event  of  accident,  we  would  bo  able  to 
descend   to   the  water  and    make   repairs. 

"I  propose  to  take  five  passengers 
and  expect  the  Journey  to  take  from 
thirty  to  fifty  hours.  My  idea  ia  to 
form  a  company  with  one  dollar  share*, 
■pointing  out  to  the  public  that  they  are 
able  to  assist  In  one  of  the  history 
epoch-making  events — the  greatest  ex- 
periment   In    the   science   of   aviation. 

"Naturally  there  is  something  big 
about  the  wihole  scheme.  I  have  told 
all  tlio.se  subscribing  that  they  are  as- 
sisting In  a  scientific  venture.  T  take 
their    money    only    on    these    terms. 

"It  is  possible  that  they  will  not  get 
one  cent  back.  On  the  other  hand  if 
successful  as  I  believe  we  shall  have 
then  the  proceeds  from  exhibiting  the 
aeroplane  at  the  San  Francisco  exposi- 
tion In  l!t  If,.

Chinese  Destroy  Places  of  Wor- 
ship to  Get  Material  for 
Erecting  a  Guard  House — 
Have  Quaint  Fears, 


A  Kiangsu  corespondent  writes  to 
the   "N.  C.  D.  News"  as  follows: 

Temples  are  being  destroyed  in  many 
places.  Some  of  the  people  still  have 
lingering  fears  lest  they  may  suffer 
for  their  vandalism.  Recently  at  Pl- 
chow  the  bricks  in  a  larce  temple  were 
needed  to  build  a  guard  house.  The 
city  elders  ordered  the  temple  to  be 
torn  down.  The  masons  made  the  tlpao 
pull  down  the  first  brick  then  they  did 
the  work.  This  was  to  keep  the  gods 
from  'becoming  incensed  at  them  and 
causing  some  member  of  their  families 
to  die.  The  tlpao  first  ordered  incense 
and  said  he  was  under  authority  and 
could  not  but  obey  orders.  The  masons 
made  obeisance  and  pleaded  poverty, 
and  besides,  they  bad  not  begun  the 
thing,    anyway.

of   Austro-Bangarlan   Army 

.  at  'Stake 

LONDON,  Marcli  1 — The  reputation  of 
Lieut.  Hans  Wagner,  of  th*  Austro-Hun- 
garian  army,  as  a  war  correspondent  Is 
to  be  determined  by  an  Austrian  court 
of  Justice,  according  to  information  re- 
selved    here    from    the   Austrian    capital. 

Lieut.  Wagner  represented  the  Relchs- 
post  of  Vienna,  with  the  Bulgarian  ar- 
my. He  scored  a  series  of  seeming 
beats  over  his  rivals  which  attracted 
world-wide  attention.  Afterward  accus- 
actlons  of  faking  were  leveled  against 
him,  one  in  particular  by  other  corres- 
pondents, who  asserted  that  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  battle  of  Lule  Burgas,  when 
he  reported  that  he  had  been  at  the 
front  three  days  In  ^the  saddle  "until 
my  poor  horse  could  not  walk  another 
step,"  really  was  written  many  miles 
from   the  scene  of  action. 

Another  Vienna  newspaper,  The  Zell. 
attacked  the  authenticity  of  Wagner's 
reports  somewhat  bitterly,  and  It-  Is  to 
be  the  defendant  in  the  litigation.  Lieut. 
Wagner  did  not  bring  suit  himself,  but 
reported  the  attacks  made  upon  him  by 
the  Zelt  to  the  colonel  of  his  regiment, 
that  the  military  authorities  might  take 
action  to  clear  his  reputation.  If  they 
thought  fit.  Dr.  Funder,  the  chief  edit- 
or of  the  Reichspost,  has  brought  the  li- 
bel suit,  the  Zlelt  having  called  him  a 
"swindler"  for  publishing  Wagner's  mes- 
sages. The  Zelt  charged  that  these  mes- 
sages were  largely  concocted  in  the  edi- 
torial office  of  the  Reichspost  -by  Aus- 
trian staff  officers.  The  Reichspost  in- 
sists that  they  were  genuine,  although 
It  Is  understood  the  editor  Is  prepared 
to  admit  that  they  came  In  such  con- 
densed form  that  the'  aid  of  military 
experts  was  required  Lo  decipher  them 
Intelligently. 

Some  delay  before  the  trial  of  the 
cane  Is  likely,  as  the  editor  of  the  ZHt 
has  asked  for  a  month  In  which  to  col- 
lect   evidence    and    prepare    his    defence.

S  will  be  seen  from  the  accompany- 
ing photographs,  excellent  prog- 
ress is  being  made  by  the  con- 
tractors, Messrs.  McDonald  & 
Wilson,  in  erecting  the  big  addi- 
tion to  the  Legislative  Buildings 
at  Victoria.  Though  the  actual 
work  of  construction  was  taken 
,  hr  hand  less  than  a  year  ago,  the 
job  has  proceeded  at  a  most 
commendable  pace. 

The  new  wing  is  to  plans 
drawn  by  the  architect  of  the 
original  group  of  buildings,  Mr. 
F.  M.  Rattenbury,  and  will  be  of  the  same 
massive  and  striking  style  of  architecture  which 
has  made  the  Legislative  Buildings  at  Victoria 
famous  throughout  the  world  in  respect  to  sim- 
ple dignity  of  design;  and  the  expenditure,  when 
the  whole  work  of  improvement  has  been  com- 
pleted, will  fal^not  far  short  of  $3,ooo,ooo. 

On  the  completion  of  the  work  now  in  hand, 
the  .legislative -pile  will  have  two  facades  and 
occupy  an  entire  block,  bounded  by  Belleville, 
Menzies,  Superior  and  Government  Streets. 
The  facade  of  the  addition  now  being  built  will 
overlook  Superior  Street;  and  as  the  ground 
area  surrounding  the  buildings  is  very  large, 
when  the  scheme  of  ornamentation  which  is 
intended  shall  have  been  completed  by  the 
landscape  artists,  the  home  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  British  Columbia  will  have  a  setting  of 
superlative  attractiveness. 

While  most  people  were  of  the  opinion,  at 
the  time  the  contract  for  the  original  buildings 
was  let,  some  fifteen  years  ago;  that  accommo- 
dation for  very  many  years  had  been  provided, 
the  growth  of  the  Province  recently  has  been 
so  tremendous  and  the  natural  increase  in  the 
number  of  civil  servants  so  large,  that  they 
have  proved  woefully  Inadequate,  and  the  Gov- 
ernment was  *hnply  forced  into  building  addi- 
tion* v  .  -  J 
Duriw  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  whiclf 


closed  yesterday,  numerous  additions  to  the 
personnel  of  the  civil  service  at  Victoria  were 
announced  and  provided  for  in  the  estimates, 
these  increases  being  inevitable,  in  order  that 
the  Government  departments  may  keep  pace 
with  the  growth  of  Provincial  business.  Rough- 
ly, it  may  be  said  that  about  too  additional 
Provincial  public  servants  are  now  provided  for, 
these  including  a  number  of  experts  in  the  vari- 
ous departments,  although  the  great  majority 
of  additions  are  for  clerical. and  stenographical 
work. 

Attached  to  the  Provincial  Secretary's  De- 
partment there  is  to  be  an  additional  assistant 
sanitary  inspector,  who  will  make  his  headquar- 
ters at  Prince  Rupert.  In  connection  with  the 
work  of  the  Board  of  Health,  there  will  here- 
after be  employed  an  expert  bacteriologist  and 
epidemiologist,  as  well  as  a  laboratory  assist- 
ant, a  deputy  registrar  of  births,  deaths  and 
marriages,  and  a  professional  nurse.  The 
chief  official  of  the  Provincial  Museum  now  be- 
comes the  "director,"  instead  of  "curator,"  of 
that  institution,  and  additions  are  made  to  his  of- 
fice and  attendant  staff. 

In  the  Department  of  Education,  provision 
is  made  for  an  assistant  superintendent  of  edu- 
cation, who  also  will  act  as  supervisor  of  techni- 
cal education,  and  additional  inspectors  are 
provided  for  this  department  and  for  that  of 
mines.

(Lecture  by  Dean  Doull  at  Y.M.C.A.) 

N  my  last  lecture  1  placed  before 
you  the  teaching  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures  regarding  Sin,  today 
we  proceed  to  consider  the  fur- 
ther question  of  the  deliverance 
or  redemption  which  God  has  wrought  in  or- 
der that  we  may  be  delivered  from  the  guilt 
and  from  the  bondage  of  sin.  _ 

By  the  guilt 'of  Sin,  we  mean  this:  I  hat 
Sin  was  and  is  an  act  of  rebellion  against  God, 
an  act  of  rebellion  which  separated  man  from 
God  and  so  brought  upon  man  the,  sentence 
of  spiritual  death,  and  that  before  man  can  be 
restored  to  union  and  fellowship  with  God,  he 
must  be  cleansed  from  the  guilt  of  sin,  the 
guiltiness  which  he  has  incurred  because  of  and 
.  by  reason  of  sin. 

But  guilt  was  not  the  only  result  of  sin, 
i  bondage  was  another,  a  result  so  self-evident 
Ithat  man  is  ever  conscious  of  it  even  when  he 
I  may  fail  to  be  conscious  of  the  sense  of  guilt. 
The  history  of  the  human ,  race  from  the

fall  down  to  our  present  day  proves  Hut  sin 
meant  and  means  bondage.     Where  are  the 
great  empires  of  the  past,  where  are  Egypt, 
Assyria,  Babylon,  Persia,  Greece  and  Rome. 
Gone  everyone  of  them  as  world  powers,  de- 
stroyed because  sin  took  them  captive,    held 
.them  in  bondage  and  then  crushed  the  very 
life  out.     And  what  is  true  of  the,  race  is  true 
1  of  individuals.     Sin  means  bondage.     1  he  sins 
I  of  intemperance,  of  lust,  of  dishonesty.     Ah. 
[we  know  what  a  hold  they  get,  and  we  know 
'how  powerless  a  man  is  to  free  himselt  trom 
the  bondage  in  which  he  has  allowed  himself 
to    be    enslaved.        li   is  a  self-evident    tact 
which  every  man  knows,  and  which  every  man 
in  his  innermost    heart    acknowledges    to    be 

true  *  t  t    + 1  ■  a ' 

.  Now  our  enquiry' todav  must  be  to  ask  trie 

question  whether  the.  Bible  has  anything  to  tell 

us  about  a  deliverance  from  Sin,  and  it  so  what 

it  is  which  the  Bible  teaches.  And  we  shall  tind 

that  the  Bible  has  a  great  deal  to  tell  us  about 

God's  plan  for  the  deliverance  of  man  from 

the  guilt  and  also  from  the  bondage  of  sin. 

First,  let  us  notice    the    words  of  Genesis 

III     15  '"And  1  will  put  enmity  between  thee 

and  the  woman,   and   between   thy  seed   and 

her  seed;  it  shall  bruise  thy  head  and  thou  shall 

bruise  his  heel." 

Here  right  at  the  beginning  of  revelation 
in  the  very  account  that  tells  of  the  origin  of 
Sin  in  this  world,  and  in  the  very  act  of  pro- 
■  nouncing  sentence,  God  holds  out  the  hope, 
the  promise  of  Redemption  and  deliverance.  _ 
Final  victory  is  indicated,  but  only  as  the 
result  of  suffering  "thou  shah  bruise  his  heel.'' 
Notice  this  carefullv,  for  suffering  and  death 
are  always  associated  with  the  thought  of  re- 
demption. 


We  get  a  further  hint  of  this  truth  In  the 
same  chapter  of  Genesis.  (III.)  and  the  2  1st 
verse  The  skins  which  men  provided  as  a 
covering  were  undoubtedly  the  skins  of  ani- 
mals u^ed  in  sacrifice,  and  the  teaching  of 
sacrifice  is  clear  that  without  shedding  01 
blood  is  no  remission.  Surely  this  is  also  the 
uuth  that  we  learn  in  the  next  chapter  o 
Genesis    (IV.)    from    the   story    of   Cam    and 

Abel-  c        VS.      *r 

There  can  be  no  reason  given  tor  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  sacrifice  of  the  one,  and  the 
rejection  of  the  sacrifice  of  the  other,  save 
that  God  in  appointing  animal  sacrifices  bad 
indicated  clearly  the  only  way  in  which  He 
could  be  approached,  i.e.,  through  the  shed- 
ding of  blood,  which  recognized  the  truth 
that  the  life  was  forfeited;  and  that  Cam  Pre- 
sumed to  approach  God  in  his  own  way  and 
without  the  blood  of  the  atonement. 

We  meet  with  sacrifice  again  in  the  case 
of  Noah,  who  may  be  regarded  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  race  and  whose  covenant  re- 
lationship to  God  was  ratified  by  sacrifice. 

The1  doctrine  of  redemption  begins,  how- 
ever   to  be  more  clearly  taught  when  we  come 


But  in  the  case  of  less  grave  sins  the  sin- 
ner was  allowed  to  give  recognition  to  this 
same  truth  by  choosing  as  his  representative 
or  substitute  an  animal. 

Laying  his  hands  upon  the  head  Ot  the 
victim,'  he  transferred  as  it  were  to  it,  his _slnS 
and  offered  its  life  instead  of  his  own.  1  bus 
was  he  ever  reminded  of  the  gravity  of  sin  and 
,,l  the  absolute  need  of  atonement  through 
blood,  i.e.,  through  the  offering,  the  tort  cit- 
ing, of  life.  ■  -""7"~yi ' 
Those  of  you  who  have  seen  the  model  of 
the  Tabernacle,  which  has  just  been  exhibited 
in  the  Cathedral. Schoolroom,  will  realize  how 
clearly  this  truth  is  proclaimed  by  its  furniture 
and  appointments. 

There  at  the  door  of  the  outer  court  stood 
the  altar  of  burnt  offering  proclaiming  to 
everyone"  who  entered  to  seek  fellowship  with 
God  that  sin  had  made  such  fellowship  im- 
possible save  through  the  blood  of  atone- 
ment. .  ' 

It  would  be  interesting  to  fodow  out  the 
Biblical  record  which  ^hows  us  how  side  by 
side  with  the  ritual  of  the  Tabernacle  (Tem- 
ple) this  same  need  of  deliverance  was  being 


taught  by  the  prophets  tluutigh  what  is  usual 
ly  termed  the  Messianic  hone.  Time  forbids, 
but  if  you  will  take  the  trouble  to  study  the 
development  of  the  Messianic  hope  in  the 
Old  Testament,  you  will  find  three  outstand- 
ing ideas  which  appear  again  and  again. 

1.  That  God    (Yahveh)   would  visit  His 
'  people  ta  be  their  Saviour. 

2.  That  a  great  prophet,  a  deliverer 
would  arise.  Sometimes  it  would  seem' as  if 
he  were  distinct  from  Yahveh,  at  other  times 
he  seems  to  be  identified  with  Him. 

3.  That  this  deliverer  would  suffer  and 
die  as  Redeemer  (cf.  Isaiah  111.,  Psalm  XML, 
as  typical  of  many  other  passages). 

These  three  leading  ideas  finally  come  to- 
gether and  unite  when  we  pass  from  the  Old 
Testament  to  the  New  Testament. 

In  the  New  Testament  we  have  presented 
to  us  the  sublime  figure  of  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Lamb  of  God,  who  came  to  take  away  sin  b\ 
the  ottering,  the  sacrifice  of  Himself. 

Our  common  sense  would  teach  us,  even 
if  we  had  ivt  the  word  Of  an  inspired  writer. 
that  the  blood  of  bulls  and  goats  and  the 
sprinkling  of  the  ashes  of  an  heifer  could 
never  take  away  sins. 

The  sacrifices  of  the  Old  Testament  cove- 
nant are  absolutely  meaningless,  unless  we  ex- 
plain them  as  types  of  the  sacriifce  of  the 
eternal  Son  of  God,  made  man,  for  us  men 
and  for  our  salvation.. 

Their  value  consisted  in  that  they  taught 
the  worshipper  an  eternal  truth  in  symbol  and 
type,  and  led  him  to  look  forward  to  the  com- 
ing of  the  anti-ivpe,  and  also  in  this  further 
fact  that  they  ***«  the  appointeJ  means 
whereby  the  sacrifice  of  Calvary  was  pleaded 


before  it  was  actually  ottered  that  is  in  time 
and  place,  a  Pleading  beforehand  which  was 
rendered  possible  because  in  the  eternal  mind 
of  God  Christ  was  offered  before  the  founda- 
tion oi  the  world. 

The  New  Testament  revelation  there! ore 
centres  round  the  sublime  figure  of  Jesus 
Christ  whose  death  is  proclaimed  to  be  the 
one  and  only  true  sacrifice,  which  could  abol- 
ish 5in  and  cleanse  naankind  from  its  defile 
mem.  as,  well  as  deliver  from  guilt  and  trom 

bondage.  •  . 

The  very  name  Jesus  proclaims  tins; 
Jesus  is  the  Greek  form  of  Joshua,  which 
name  fc  compounded  of  Taii^.r  Yah)  and 
Hoshea.  Hoshea  means  Saviour  or  salvation 
and  Yah  Hoshea,  or  Joshua,  means  Jehovah, 
the  Saviour,  or  Jehovah  is  Salvation  Thus 
it  was  Declaimed  before  His  birth  "Thou  shalt 
call  His  name  Jesus  fof  He  shall  save  His  peo- 
ple from  their  sins,"  and  what  was  stated  be- 
forehand was  acknowledged  by  Jesus  Himself 
when  He  began  to  teach  and  to  preach 

Whatever  views  men  of  the  world  may 
hold  respecting  Jesus  and  the  meaning  of  His 
death,  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  He  Him-

With  regard  to  nations,  Chris- 
tianity has  never  had  a  fair  chance  because  u< 
nation  as  a  whole  has  ever  been  really    and 
truly  Christian.     Yet  it  will  be  found  that  in 
proportion   to   their  true  acceptance  of  Chris- 
tianity have  nations  succeeded  in  checking  the 
ravages  of  sin  and  in  establishing  a  high  stan- 
dard of  morality  and  right  living.

"WHAT  IS  LIFE  ON  MARS  LIKE?" 

Mars  is  more  distant  than  we  are  from  the 
sun_l 50,000,000   miles   on    the   average   in- 
stead of  100,000,000.     It  is,  therefore,  a  little 
colder;  the  more  so  as  its  central  heal  is  less 
because  the  diameter  of  the  planet  is  only  4,500 
miles  instead  of  8,500.     Martian  days  have  al- 
most the  same  duration  as  ours;  but  the  axis 
Of  the  planet  being  more  inclined  on  the  plane 
of  the  orbit  by  about  four  degrees,  the  polar  re- 
gions where  the  sun  remains  more  than  one  day 
on  or  below  the  horizon  are  more  extended    as 
is  also  the  torrid, zone.     The  inequality  of  days 
and  nights  at  the  same  latitude  is  greater  on 
Mars  than  on  the  earth;  at  the  latitude  of  forty- 
live  degrees   our   shortest   day   is   eight    hours 
forty-three  minutes,   and   the    longest    fifteen 
hours  thirtv-eight  minutes;  these  are  on   Mars 
respectively  seven  hours  fifty-six  minutes  and 
seventeen  hours  tifty-eight  minutes  long.      I  he 
duration  of  the  year  is  almost  double— 66b  1-jJ 
days  instead  of  365%.     The  orbit  of  the  planet 
is  an  elongated  eclipse  instead  of  being  almost  a 
circle  like  ours.     There  is,  therefore,  more  dit- 
terence  between  the  seasons  both  in  respect  to 
duration  and  to  temperature;  and  the  Northern 
Hemisphere,   favored    by   a   long.  Summer,    is 
warmer  than  the  Southern  Hemisphere. 
'      On  the  planet  Mars,  therefore,  there  are  ex- 
treme variations  of  climate  and   temperature. 
Protected  by  the  slowness  of  the  variations  of 
temperature  of  water,  marine  animals,  fish  espe- 
cially, differ,  doubtless,  very  little  from  ours; 
but  it  is  quite  otherwise  with  aerial  animals. 
Those  with  constant  internal  temperatures  have 
been  infinitely  more  favored  on  the  earth.  They 
must   have   appeared   sooner   and   have   more 
quickly  crushed  the  great  reptiles,  which  have 
long  been  extinct.    On  the  contrary,  the  plum- 
age of  birds  and  the  skin  of  mammals,  which 
protect  these  animals  against  the  extreme  vari- 
ations of  temperature,  must  have  developed  in 
a  luxurious  manner,  both  attaining  a  splendid 
variety,  changing  and  being  modified  profound- 
ly every  year  with  the  seasons.— Edmund  Fer- 
rier  in  North  American  Review.

N  Southern  California,  where    the 
hills  are  covered   with   "chaparr- 
al" or  brush,   the  stockmen  have 
used    them    for   their    flocks    for 
over   a   century.      These    pioneer 
stockmen  found  that  by  burning  off  the  brushy 
covering  of  these  hills  they  could  obtain  sev- 
eral years  of  excellent  feed,  while  five  or  six 
years' of  no  fires  and  the  brush  reached  a  dens- 
ity and  height  through  which  no  grazing  ani- 
mal,   not   even   a  goat,   could    make   his   way. 
So   there  grew   up   the   practice   of  frequently 
burning  off  these  brushy  areas  that  their  herds 
might  the  better  graze  over  them. 

Along  the  western  slope  oi  the.  e  moun- 
tains, and  depending  on  them  for  every  drop 
of  water  with  which  to  irrigate  the  lands,  lies 
one  of  the  garden,  soots  Of  the  world,  the  or- 
ange-growing district  of  Southern  California. 

Here  water  for  irrigation  commands  the 
highest  value  of  any  place  on  the  globe.  Every 
drop  is  needed,  every  drop  musl  be  saved, 
and  the  brush  covering  these  hills  is  the  sole 
means  of  saving  the  snow  and  rainfall  and 
keeping  it  from  running  off  in  floods  into  the 
nearby  Pacific. 

Thus  it  was  that  many  ■  of  the  stockmen 
resented  the  coming  of  the  Forest  Rangers, 
who  stopped  the  wholesale  burnings,  and 
where  the  fires  did  get  started  fought  them 
day  and  night  till  they  were  out. 

The  burning  of  a  brush-covered  mountain 
may  seem  a  small  matter,  but  of  all  the  fires 
which  a  forester  has  to  combat  a  brush  fire 
is  the  worst. 

For  these  reasons,  when  a  series  of  brush 
fires  occurred  in  a  certain  district  in  Southern 
California,  for  the  origin  of  which  no  reason- 
able excuse  could  be  found,  the  forest  officers 
set  diligently  to  work  to  discover  the  source. 
They  saw  the  effect,  and  eventually  found  the 

cause. 

One  red  hot  Summer  day  a  fire  broke 
out  on  a  mountain  side^  v|ffe  the  brush  was 


thickest,  and  conditions  for  a  fire  almost  ideal. 

There  had  been  half  a  dozen  smaller  fireS  m 
this  immediate  vicinity,  but,  although  alter 
each  was  out,  they  made  the  most  caret ul  in- 
vestigation, not  a  thing  could  they  find  0 
which,  they  could  tie  a  reliable  suspicion  as  to 
its  genesis. 

After  the  last  fire,  the  forest  officer  in 
charge  of  the' district,  started  in  to  make  a 
systematic  search  of  every  fool  of  the  area 
about  where  it  was  known  to  have  originated 
to  see  if  he  couldn't  find  something  on  which 
to  build  up  some  theory  or  suspicion  as  to  its 

start.  .' 

It  was  not  lightning  for  it   had  not  rained 
there  for  six  months.     It  was  not  campers,  fot 
no   sane   person   would   camp   in  such   a  spot. 
U  was  not  sheeoherders,   for  a  chipmonk  was 
about     the     only     animal     thai     could     worm 
its       way       between       the      den:  e       tree-like 
bushes.  '  Nor  was  it  a  locomotive — that  com- 
monest   of   all    sources    of    forest    fires— for 
there  was  not  a  foot  of  railroad  within  thirty 
miles.,      This  exhausted   the  list   of   ordinary 
causes.     He  must  look  further  for  the  reason. 
Like  a  bloodhound   on   the  trail   this  man 
followed    the    edge   of   the    burned-over   area. 
Hour  after   hour   he   crawled    along,    bent    al- 
most double,  his  eyes  watching  every  inch  ol 
ground    over    which    he    passed.      Finally     he 
came  to  a  little  piece  of  fencing  wire,  some 
ten  inches  long  stuck   into   the  ground   at    an 
angle  of  about  forty-five  degrees.     At  its  up- 
per end  was  a  small  loop  in,  the  wire  about 
the  size  of  a  silver  half-dollar.

Given  a  bright  Southern  California  day  in  the 
month  of  August,  a  len:  c  for-  a  burning  glass, 
and  a  bit  oi  inflammable  material  to  catch 
the  heat  of  the  sun  concentrated  on  it  through 
the  lens  and  the  whole  plan  was  perfect. 

But  evidently  the  plans  of  the  cunning  in- 
cendiary had  gone  wrong,  for  this  second  fire 
trap  had  failed  to  work  at  the  critical  tune, 
leaving  it  here  a  silent  but  effective  witness 
to  his  ingenuity. 

Wise  in  his  generation  was  this  forest  of- 
ficer. Not  a  step  did  he  take  or  a  thing  dil 
he  touch  in  the  vicinity  of  this  unsprung  "fire- 
trap  "  Hastening  to  his  station,  he  returned 
with  witnesses  and  a  camera  lest  his  evidence 
might  not  be  accepted  when  the  time  came.

An  interpretation  of  Christianity  in  terrr\s 
of  modern  life  is  Scott  Nearing's  description  of 
his  new  book,  "Social  Religion."  "While  mis- 
ery remains  in  the  land,"  he  says,  "while  men 
are  condemned  to  underpay  and  overwork; 
while  women  are  forced  into  prostitution,  and 
children  are  compelled  to  labor,  there  will  be 
need  for  a  Social  Religion." 

Specific  instances  Dr.  Nearing  gives  of  the 
almost  appalling  need  for  this  religion,  for  a  re- 
ligion which  shall  abolish  ignorance  and  graft 
and  provide  a  vision  of  normal  manhood  and 
adjusted  life  toward  which  society  may  strive. 
These  instances  he  draws  from  the  annals  of 
the  poor,  the  factory  workers,  the  great  unem- 
ployed, the  "down  and  out,", and  he  looks  at 
them  not  from  the  view  of  the  "smug  Chris- 
tian'* but  from  the  standpoint  of  the  social 
teachings  of  Jesus. 

The  points  which  he  raises  inevitably  bring 
up  that  very  live  question  as  to  whether  it  is 
possible — or  practical — to  follow  in  this  mod- 
ern world  the  laws  laid  down  by  the  founder  of 
the  Christian  religion.  On  this  Dr.  Nearing  is 
positive.  He  says,  "Confronted  by  certain  facts 
Jesus  said  and  did  certain  things.  His  follow- 
ers'if  confronted  by  similar  facts  should,  if  they 
be  what  they  profess  to  be,  imitate  His  words 
and  deeds.  Such  imitation  would  constitute 
for  the  Christian  a  social  religion." 

That  such  "a  social  religion  is  practicable, 
or  at  least  how  it  may  be  made  practicable,  and 
what  its  effect  will  be  upon  the  economic  and 
moral  status  of  a  community  is  shown  by  Dr. 
Nearing  in  his  final  chapters. 

The  book  is  one  which  should  interest  the 
supporters  and  ardent  advocates  of  the  church 
of  today  as  well  as  those  who  are  questioning  its 
efficacy,  though  obviously  for  different  reasons. 


TREES    IN    WINTER 


beautifully  illustrated  with  more  than  a  hundred 
half-tones,  many  of  them  photographs  taken 
by  the  authors  of  unusual  trees  or  peculiar  con- 
ditions attending  their  growth.  Some  of  the 
pictures  also  show  the  right  and  the  wrong  ways 
of  caring  for  trees. 

The  text  of  the  book  has  been  divided  into 
two  parts.  Part  I.  aims  to  give  the  needed  in- 
formation with  regard  to  the  kinds  of  trees  to 
select  for  different  purposes,  where  to  locate 
them,  when  and  how  to  plant  them,  how  to  take 
care  of  them  and  protect  them  from  insects, 
fungi  and  other  injuries.  While  the  title  is  in- 
tended to  emphasize  the  fact  that  trees  should 
be  handled  only  in  their  dormant  or  Winter 
condition,  the  authors  do  not  confine  them- 
selves solely  to  the  winter  months.  Exception- 
al treatment  of  trees,  sometimes  necessary  in 
Summer,  is  taken  up.  Pari  II.  deals  largely 
with  the  identification  of  trees  in  Winter,  treat- 
ing specifically  of  one  hundred  and  eleven  spe- 
cies which  include  the  most  familiar  trees,  both 
wild  and.  cultivated,  in  Northeastern  America. 
Each  species  has  a  detailed  description  with  a 
full  page  of  photographic  illustrations,  showing 
the  bark,  the  branching  outline  of  the  tree,  the 
twigs  and  fruit.  By  means  of  analytical  keys 
leading  to  genera  and  species,  the  reader  will 
be  enabled  easily  to  identify  a  tree. '. 


Admiral  Lord  Cuthbert  Collingwood  was 
born  at  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  26th  of  Septem- 
ber, 1750.  He  was  sent  to  sea  as  a  midship- 
man at  the  age  of  eleven,  his  life  thenceforth, 
with  the  exception  of  some  half  dozen  years 
was  spent  wholly  on  board  ship.  He  was  an  in- 
timate friend  of  Nelson,  whom  he  followed  up 
the  ladder  of  promotion  step  by  step,  until  Nel- 
son's death  left  the  topmost  round  vacant  for 
himself.  Among  the  great  naval  victories  in 
which  Collingwood  bore  a  prominent  part  were 
those  of  Lord  Howe  off  Brest  in  June,  1794; 
of  Lord  Jervis  off  Cape  St.  Vincent,  in  1797; 
and  of  Trafalgar  in  1805,  where  he  held  the 
second  command.  In  the  last  named  engage- 
ment, his  ship  was  the  first  to  break  through 
the  lines  of  the  combined  French  and  Spanish 
fleets,  and,  after  Nelson  had  received  his  death 
wound,  he  assumed  the  chief  direction,  and 
completed  gloriously  the  triumph  which  had 
been  so  daringly  commenced.  A  peerage  was 
his  reward  for  his  gallant  conduct  in  this  bat- 
tle. After  several  years  able  service  in  the 
Mediterranean,  Collingwood  died  at  sea  March 
7th,    1810. 

He  was  a  thorough  seaman,  unsurpassed, 
if  not  unequalled  by  any  officer  in  the  navy. 
He  never  permitted  his  ardent  courage  to  over- 
run his  cool  judgment.  At  once  firm  and  mild 
in  command,  the  seamen  appropriately  called 
him  their  father,  while  his  private  virtues  and 
generous  kind  nature  endeared  him  to  all  who 
came  in  contact  with  him  as  equals. — Cham- 
ber's Encyclopaedia.

JOHN    QUINCY    ADAMS 


The  first  volume  of  "The  Writings  of  John 
Quincy  Adams,"  to  be  complete  in  a  series  of 
twelve,  is  now  published.  The  editor  is  Wor- 
thi.ngton  Chauncey  Ford  and  the  years  cov- 
ered are  those  from  1779-1796. 

In  his  introductory  note  Dr.  Ford  sketches 
briefly  the  importance  of  John  Quincy  Adams 
in  the  early  history  of  this  country,  emphasiz- 
ing the  value,  because  of  their  completeness, 
of  his  correspondence  and  diaries.  He  says  in 
part:  "John  Quincy  Adams,  son  of  John  and 
Abigail  (Smith)  Adams,  was  born  in  the  North 
Parish  of  Braintree  (now  Quincy),  Massachu- 
setts, on  July  11,  1  767.  He  died  in  the  city  of 
'Washington,-  February  23,  1848.  More  than 
fifty  years  of  his  life  were  passed  in  the  public 
service  and  almost  one-half  of  that  service  was 
in  Europe,  as  diplomatic  representative  of  the 
United  States  in  Great  Britain,  Holland,  Prus- 
sia and  Russia.  He  resided  abroad  in  the  period 
of  the  French  Revolution  and  of  Napoleon,  and, 
as  intelligencer  to  the  Department  of  State,  he 
described  fully  the  events  as  they  passed  before 
his  eyes,  seeking  the  motives  of  the  actors  and 
the  trend  of  public  policy:  At  an  early  age, 
trained  and  encouraged  by  his  parents,  he  kept 
an  almost  daily  record  of  events,  and  continued 
it  for  more  than  sixty  years,  in  itself  an  extra- 
ordinary labor  to  be  performed  by  one  who  was 
so  active  a  participant  in  the  social  movements 
of  his  day.  He  supplemented  his  official  dis- 
patches with  letters,  quite  as  detailed,  but  in  a 
different  vein,  to  family  and  friends.  His  cor- 
respondence, public  and  private,  was  his  own 
and  at  no  time  of  his  busy  life  did  he  employ  a 
secretary,  even  for  formal  notes.  His  state  pa- 
pers, legislative  and  executive,  were  drafted 
and  not  infrequently  copied  by  his  own  hand. 
His  spare  moments  were  occupied  in  poetic 
composition,  in  translations  from  the  classics, 
from  the  French,  German  and  Dutch,  and  in 
noting  down  speculations  upon  subjects  imme- 
diately before  him-  He  never  had  an  idle  mo- 
ment, and  the  records  of  his  manifold  activities 
are  full  and  conclusive. 

"From  this,  great  mass  of  writings  a  selec- 
tion only  can  be  made  for  these  volumes,  with 
a  purpose  to  include  what  is  of  permanent  his- 
torical value,  and  what  is  essential  to  a  com- 
prehension of  the  man  in  all  his  private  and 
public  relations.  Nothing  is  suppressed  which 
can  contribute  to  this  purpose,  and  the  text  is 
printed  as  it  was  written." 

The  volume  is  supplied  with  a  frontispiece 
in  photogravure  of  John  Quincy  Adams  and  a 
facsimile  of  his  signature.

are  a  highly  acute  and  reasonable  folk.  They 
use  water  to  quench  thirst,  but  when  they^fre 
dirty  they  take  a  dust  bath  and  are  at  once 
cleansed.  Of  course,  birds  are  often  seen  in 
the  water,  but  they  go  there  to  catch  fish  and 
not  to  wash.  I  have  often  fancied  that  fish 
are  a  dirty,  sly,  and  unintelligent  people — this 
is  due  to  their  staying  so  much  in  the  water, 
and  it  has  been  observed  that  on  being  removed 
from  this  element  they  at  once  expire  through 
sheer  ecstasy  at  escaping  from  their  prolonged 
washing.  The  first  person  who  washed  was 
possibly  a  person  seeking  a  cheap  notoriety. 
Any  fool  can  wash  himself,  but  every  wise  man 
knows  that  it  is  an  unnecessary  labor,  for  na- 
ture will  quickly  reduce  him  to  a  natural  and 
healthy  dirtiness  again.  We  should  seek,  there- 
fore, not  how  to  make  ourselves  clean,  but  how 
to  attain  a  more.unique  and  splendid  dirtiness, 
and  perhaps  the  accumulated  layers  of  matter 
might,  by  ordinary  geologic  compulsion,  be- 
come incorporated  with  the  human  cuticle  and 
so  render  clothing  unnecessary.  In  its  proper 
place  I  admit  the  necessity  for  water.  As  a 
thing  to  sail  a  ship  on  it  can  scarcely  be  sur- 
passed. .  .  • .  As  an  element  wherewith  to 
put  out  a  fire,  or  brew  tea,  or  make  a  slide  in 
Winter,  it  is  useful,  but  in  a  tin  basin  it  has  a 
rppnkivp  and   meagre  aspect." \

Many 
people  consider  that  scourings  supplementary 
to  these  are  only  due  to  habit.  Now,  habit  is 
continuity  of  action,  it  is  a  most  detestable 
thing  and  is  very  difficult  to  get  away  from.  A 
proverb  will  run  where  a  writ  will  not,  and  the 
follies  of  our  forefathers  are  of  greater  im- 
portance to  us  than  is  the  well-being  of  our 
posterity.  Cats  are  a  philosophic  and  thought- 
ful race,,  but  they  do  not  admit  the  efficacy  of 
either  water  or  soap,  and  yet  it  is  usually  con- 
ceded that  they  are  cleanly  folk.  There  are  ex- 
ceptions to  every  rule,  and  1  once  knew  a  cat 
who  lusted  after  water  and  bathed  daily;  he  was 
an  unnatural  brute  and  died  ultimately  of  the 
head  staggers.  Children  are  nearly  as  wise  as 
cats.  It  is  true  that  they  will  utilize  water  in  a 
variety  of  ways,  for  instance,  the  destruction 
of  a  table  cloth  or  a  pinafore,  and  I  have  ob- 
served them  greasing  a  ladder  with  soap,  show- 
ing in  the  process  a  great  knowledge  of. the 
properties  of  this  material.

-WHY    MASEFIELD    SUCCEEDS 


A  writafr  in  The  Pittsburg  Sun  gives  an  in- 
teresting reason  for  John  Mase field's  great  suc- 
cess. He  says,  "Opening  'The  Story  of  a 
Roundhouse'  at  random  and  counting  down  a 
page  one  finds  59  words.  Fifty-six  of  them 
are  straight  Anglo-Saxon.  On  the  next  page 
there  are  1  12  words,  but  three  of  which  come 
directly  from  the  Latin.  On  the  next  page 
there  are  129  words,  two  of  them  obviously 
of  Latin  derivation.  On  the  next  page  there 
are  11  3.  words,  all  but  one  of  them  crisp,  old 
English. 

"With  the  publication  of  'The  Everlast 
Mercy'  John  Masefield  took  place  in  the  front 
rank  of  English  poets  in  a  day.  There  was  no 
question;  no  doubt;  no  quibbling  about  it.  The 
world  of  belles  lettres  saw  at  a  glance  that  there 
had  arisen,  all  unheralded,  almost  unhoped  for, 
that  rarest  of  beings,  a  major  poet.  The  ran- 
dom tally  of  words  set  forth  above  points  to  one 
reason,  perhaps  the  most  significant  of  reasons, 
why  this  poet  is  great  and  why  the  world  has 
had  so  little  difficulty  finding  it  out  while  he 
is  yet  alive.  For  Masefield,  more  than  any 
other  poet  of  our  day,  is  an  Anglo-Saxon  writer. 
He  is  a  master  of  pure,  rock-bottom  English. 
And  such  English  is  the  best  medium  in  the 
world  to  use  in  writing  anything,  whether  the 
report  of  a  church  social,  a  sonnet,  or  a  long 

narrative  poem  like  Dauber."

MUSICAL  NOTES 


Anna  Pavlowa  is  to  dance  in  America  again 
next  season,  after  an  absence  of  three  years, 
and  she  will  probably  be  under  the  management 
of  Max  Rabinoff.  Certain  conditions  of  the 
Russian  dancer's  co'ntract  must  be  settled,  how- 
ever, before  definite  announcement  of  her  tour 
can  be  made. 


It  has  been  reserved  for  the  dancers,  inter- 
preters, and  otherwise,  of  this  promising  young 
twentieth  century  to  find  uses  for  the  works  of 


Madame  Nordica  has  just  completed  plans 
for  a  tour  of  the  world.  She  starts  in  April 
at  Chicago,  and  will  give  concerts  from  there 
westward  as  far  as  Vancouver,  where  she  will 
take  ship  for  Australia.  Leaving  there  she 
will  journey  to  Japan,  China,  and  India, 
whence  to  South  Africa,  and  from  Africa  to 
London. 


Miss  Geraldine  Farrar,  in  a  very  interesting 
interview  in  Musical  America,  declares: 

"There  will  always  be  singers,"  she  said 
once.  "People  thought  that  after  de  Reszke 
there  could  be  no  one,  and  yet  there  came  Car- 
uso. Only,  what  we  need  is  artists,  great  all- 
round  musicians  who  can  feel  music  in  every 
fibre,  and  who  can  also  delineate  emotion 
dramatically.  Myself  I  am  very  much  inclined 
to  sacrifice  everything  to  the  dramatic  side, 
but  it -is  just  as  wrong  to  subordinate  every- 
thing to  mere  singing.  The  real  artist  is  a 
complete  being,  and  he  is  never  an  amateur." 

"People  are  not  born  professionals,"  she 
says.  "But  they're  born  artists.  And  while 
they  have  to  work — don't  I  know,  who  hate 
work,  how  they  have  to? — still  they  always 
feel  something  in  them,  more  than  mere  am- 
bition, something  burning  up  toward  the  ex- 
pression of  great  things.  And  they  always  feel 
it  from  the  first.  I  don't  believe  the  really  great 
singer  has  to  wait  thirty-five  years  to  find  out 
that  he' or  she  has  a  voice." 

That  the  singer's  life  is  an  essentially  nar- 
row one,  if  it  would  be  successful,  Miss  Farrar 
insisted  on  again  and  again.  But  while  her  es- 
timate of  herself  is  as  much  clearer  as  her 
brains  are  clearer  than  the  average,  still  her 
life  does  not  seem  a  narrow  one  to  the  obser- 
ver. Like  Mme.  Fremstad,  who  is  an  accom- 
plished pianist,  and  like  Miss  Garden,  who  was 
both  pianist  and  violinist  before  she  became 
a  singer,  Miss  Farrar  believes  that  the  singer 
should  be  an  all-round  musician.  To  that  end 
she  attends  many  symphony  concerts,  estimat- 
ing none  higher  than  the  performances  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra. 

Much  travel,  too,  has  kept  her  from  over- 
much concentration.  "I  love  the  Italians,"  she 
said  on  one  occasion.  "They  are  so  childlike, 
so  lovable,  and  such  artists  to  their  finger  tips. 
The  French,  of  course,  charming  and  cultured 
as  so  many  of  them  are,  have  a  much  more 
blase  outlook  on  life.  The  German  intellect 
to  me  is  a  wonderful  thing;  so  is  their  culture. 
But  Italy— Italy  is  one  of  the  dearest  places 
in  the  world  to  me.    And  yet  I  dont  knows 
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the  great  composers  which  their  creators  little 
•  foresaw.  Here  is  Anna  Pavlowa,  her  reper- 
toire of  ballets  proper  apparently  exhausted, 
turning  Liszt's  "Les  Preludes". to  hef  terpsi- 
chorean  purposes!  Berlin  has  been  the  scene 
of  the  experiment,  and  no  German  sensibilities, 
appear  to  have  been  hurt. 

In  Fokine's  scheme  Pavlowa  and  Novikoff, 
Mordkin's  successor  as  her  partner,  fill  the  roles 
that  represent  the  human  principle  in  this  sym- 
phonic poem  depicting  the  struggle  between 
Life  and  Death  and  the  ultimate  triumph  of 
Love  over  both.  Around  them  circle  radiant 
and  nimble  damsels  who  impersonate  Joy,  Hap- 
piness and  other  forces  that  make  for  life. 
Dark  and  gloomy  shapes  that  stand  for  Pain. 
Sorrow  and  the  powers  of  Death  break  in  upon 
the  scene,  mingle  in  the  dance  and  finally  over- 
come the  vital  elements,  but  the  two  central 
figures  rise  up  triumphant  above  all,  clasped  in' 
each  other's  embrace. 

Botticelli-an  costumes  modeled  on  those  in 
the  painter's  famous  "Spring"  greatly  enhanc- 
ed the  "ethereal  and  insubstantial  character" 
of  the  ballet,  according  to  report,  which  adds 
that  "Pavlowa  has  perhaps  never  before  ap- 
peared so  nearly  a  thing  of  the  air  as  in  these 
delicate  and'  vaporous  draperies." — J.  L.  H.

are  added,  as  well  as  a  supervisor  and  one  in- 
spector of  pre-emptions. 

The  Forest  Branch,  as  re-organized,  is  to  in- 
clude one  chief  forester,  four  assistant  foresters, 
a  products  expert  and  about  seventy  subordin- 
ate officials.  Additions  are  also  made  to  the 
staffs  of  the  Surveyor-General's  Department 
and  the  Water  Branch. 

In  the  Attorney-General's  Department  there 
is  to  be  hereafter  a  departmental  solicitor;  and 
in  the  Fisheries  Branch,  an  assistant  to  the 
commissioner,  a  superintendent  of  hatcheries 
and  a  provincial  Inspector  of  fisheries,.

Stories  of  Old  Rome — The  Founding  of  Rome 
as  a  Republic 


All  these  long  years  of  warfare  had  been 
very  hard  on  the  Roman  people,  so  that  at  the 
time  of  the  final  defeat  of  Tarquin  the  Proud, 
distress  prevailed  among  all  classes,  but  most 
especially  among  the  Plebians.  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  the  Roman  population  was 
formed  of  two  distinct  castes,  or  rather  three, 
for  neither  the  Patricians  nor  the  Plebians  were 
artizans,  but  considered  those  who  followed 
trade  or  a  craft  quite  beneath  them  socially. 
The  Plebians  were  farmers  and  landowners, 
some  of  them  very  rich,  but  the  majority  of 
them  earning  only  the  scantiest  of  livelihoods 
off  their  land.  They  lived  in  the  villages  or 
the  small  towns,  while  the  Patricians  dwelt  for 
the  most  part  in  the  cities.  The  latter  were 
landowners,  too,  and  derived  large  profits  in 
many  cases  from  their  farms,  which  their 
clients  worked  for  them;  furthermore,  they  had 
the  use  of  the  public  lands,  lands  which  at  one 
time  had  belonged  to  the  kings  of  Rome,  but 
which,  upon  the  establishment  of  the  Repub- 
lic, were  forfeited  to  the  state.  For  this  great 
privilege  the  Patricians  paid  little  or  nothing. 

At  this  time  military  service  was  compul- 
sory, and  while  a  law  of  this  kind  worked  no 
great  hardship  upon  the  Patricians,  who  did  not 
look  after  their  own  planting  and  seeding,  but 
were  comparatively  free  to  come  and  go  as  they 
chose,  it  was  quite  a  different  matter  as  far.;  as- 
the  small  yeoman  was  concerned.  The  mo- 
ment his  country  called  he  was  obliged  to  leave 
home  for  the  camp,  and  could  depend  only  on 
the  kindness  of  his  friends  to  see  that  his  fam- 
ily did  not  suffer  through  the  loss  of  his  un- 
gathered  harvest;  moreover,  living  as  he  did, 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  country,  his  lands  were 
the  first  to  fall  under  the  devastating  hand  of 
the  enemy.  The  Patricians,  on  the  contrary, 
with  their  large  area  of  public  lands  in  and 
about  the  city,  whereon  their  cattle  could  graze, 
were  far  more  secure.  Then  the  Patricians  at 
all  times  secured  a  profit  from  the  business  and 
trades  of  their  clients  who  dwelt  largely  within 
the  city  walls,  so  that  it  will  be  seen  that  their 
position  in  comparison  with  the  position  of  the 
Plebians  was  both  rich  and  powerful. 

When  Porsenna  died,  and  the  aged  Tar- 
quin was  living  out  his  last  days  in  faraway' 
exile,  the  Patricians  made  up  their  minds  that 
it  was  no  longer  necessary  to  cater  to  the 
Plebians.  While  no  very  drastic  change  was 
made  in  the  government,  one  or  two  institu- 
tions were  established  which  practically  an- 
nulled the  vote  of  the  Plebians  at  the  will  of 
the  dominant  body.  "The  consuls  seem  still 
to  have  been  elected  by  the  Centuriate  As- 
sembly, but  the  Curiate  Assembly  retained  in 
their  own  hands  the  right  of  conferring  the  Ini- 
perium,  which  amounted  to  a  positive  veto  on 
the  election  of  the  larger  body.  All  the  names 
of  the  early  consuls,  except  in  the  first  year 
of  the  Republic,  are  Patrician.  But  if  by 
chance  a  consul  displayed  popular  tendencies,  it 
.was  in  the  power  of  the  Senate  and  Patri- 
cians to  suspend  his  power  by  the  appointment 
of  a  dictator.  Thus  practically  the  Patrician 
Burgesses  became  again  the  Populus,  or  body 
politic  of  Rome.  It  must  not  be  forgotten," 
goes  on  Liddell,  "that  this  dominant  body-  was 
an  exclusive  caste;  that  is,  it  consisted  of  a 
limited  number  of  noble  families,  who  allowed 
none  of  their  members  to  marry  with  persons 
born  out  of  the  pale  of  their  own  Older.  The 
child  of  a  Patrician  and  a  Plebian,  or  of  a  Pa- 
trician and  a  client,  was  not  considered  as  born 
in  lawful  wedlock,  and  however  proud  the 
blood  which  it  derived  from  one  parent,  the 
child  sank  to  the  condition  of  the  parent  of  the 
lower  rank.  This  was  expressed  in  Roman 
language  by  saying  that  there  was  no  'Right 
of  Connubium'  between  patricians  and  any  in- 
ferior classes  of  men.  Nothing  can  be  more 
impolitic  than  such  restrictions;  nothing  more 
hateful  even  to  those  who  count  it  their  priv- 
ilege. In  all  exclusive  or  oligarchical  pales, 
families  become  extinct,  and  the  breed  decays 
both  in  bodily  strength  and  in  rrtental  vigor. 
Happily  for  Rome,  the  Patricians  were  unable 
to  maintain  themselves  long  as  a  separate 
caste." 

Now  when,  as  very  frequently  happened, 
the  homes  of  the  yeomen  were  destroyed  by 
invading  marauders,  or  by  thieves  during  the 
master's  absence  in  the  military  camps,  these 
Plebian  husbandmen  were  forced  to  go  to  the 
rich  Patricians  for  aid.  Probably  the  sever- 
est of  any  of  the  old  laws  in  Rome  were  those 
of  debtor  and  creditor,  and  as  the  Plebians  were 
in  nearly  every  case  the  debtor,  they  suffered  as 
a  class  very  much  from  the  condition  of  things. 
If  a  Roman  borrowed  money  he  was  supposed 
to  sign  a  contract  that  he  would  return  the 
amount  within  a  certain  time,  and  if  he  did  not, 
or  could  not  keep  this  agreement,  he  was 
obliged  to  give  his  labor  to  pay  the  debt.  If  by 
any  chance  the  borrower  had  not  entered  into 
an  agreement,  the  law  read  that  the  debt  must 
be  paid  within  thirty  days,  or,  in  default  of 
this,  the  debtor  should  be  given  over  to  his 
creditor,  to  be  cast  Into  a  prison,  loaded  with 
chains  and  fed  on  bread  and  water  for  another 
thirty  days;  then,  if  the  money  was  not  forth- 
coming, the  creditor  could  put  his  prisoner  to 
death  or  sell  him  as  a  slave,  or  if  there  was 
more  than  one  creditor,  they  might  hack  his 
body  to  pieces  between  them. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  that  had  the  Plebian 
population  not  been  fired  with  the  spirit  of  in- 
dependence, this  falling  condition  of  things 


would  have  rendered  them  subjective  and  de- 
piessed  and  without  ambition,  and  they  would 
speedily  have  been  reduced  to  the  condition  of 
slaves.  But  Junius  Brutus,  their  first  great 
liberator,  had  awakened  something  within  their 
breasts  that  nothing  could  quite  still 
again.  Their  will  had  been  law  before,  and 
they  would  make  it  law  once  more.  How  they 
artist  en  masse  and  demanded  political  protec- 
tion, and  an  equality  of  rights  and  privileges, 
must  be  told  in  another  chapter.

THE  STORY  OF  FRANCE 


Last  week  we  told  how  Joan  of  Arc  (we 
use  her  popular  English  designation  for  con- 
venience) was  repulsed  when  she  first  went  to 
the  Sire  de  Baudrincourt  to  plead  that  she 
might  be  taken  to  the  king.  She  was  not  dis- 
couraged, and  a  few,,  months  later  sought  and 
obtained  an  interview  with  that  noble.  Bau- 
drincourt was  impressed  by  her  earnestness, 
but  not  sufficiently  so  as  to  comply  with  her 
request.  He  sent  a  letter  to  the  court  telling 
about  her,  but  declined  to  take  the  responsibil- 
ity of  introducing  her  to  the  king.  Her  pres- 
ence in  Vaucouleurs  naturally  caused  much  talk, 
and  John  of  Metz,  a  young  knight,  went  to  see 
her,  and  so  convinced  was  he    that    she    was 


charged  with  some  great  mission,  that  he  said 
toe  would  give  her  every  assistance  in  his  power.' 
Bertrand  de  Poulengy,  another  knight,  also  of- 
fered himself  as  an  escort.  The  two  knights 
took  her  to  see  the  Duke  of  Lorraine,  an  old 
•  reprobate,  who  had  deserted  his  wife  and  fam- 
ily. He  asked  Joan  to  restore  him  to  health, 
but  she  said  she  had  no  such  power,  but  told 
him  to  send  for  his  wife  and  family  and  live 
decently  thereafter.  The  Duke  was  so  im- 
pressed by '  her  courage  that  he  made  her  a 
valuable  present  of  money  on  her  departure 
from  his  palace.  Returning  to  Vaucouleurs 
with  greatly  enhanced  fame,  Joan  found  little 
difficulty  in  enlisting  the  active  sympathy  of 
Baudrincourt.  She  was  asked  in  what  garb 
she  would  like  to  meet  the  king,  and  when  she 
said  she  would  prefer  to  go  as  a  soldier,  she 
-was  completely  equipped,  and  was  able  to  set 
out  with  a  proper  escort.  The  king  was  at 
this  time  at  Chinon.  The  intervening  country 
was  occupied  in  many  places  by  the  English, 
but  she  accomplished  the  journey  in  safety,  al- 
though it  took  eleven  days.  She  showed  a 
singular  lack  of  anything  approaching  fear. 
When  her  escort  urged  caution,  she  replied : 
"Fear  nothing.  God  shows.me  the  way  1  should 
go;  for  -thereto  was  I  born."  These  facts  are 
well  attested,  and  it  is  impossible  for  the  most 
skeptical  to  avoid  believing  that  this  peasant 
girl  was  animated  by  something  of  an  extreme- 
ly unusual  character.  There  seems  to  be  abso- 
lutely no  ground  whatever  to  attribute  her  con- 
duct to  deceit  or  pre-arranged  plan  on  her  part. 
If  she  was  not  divinely  guided,  as  she  firmly 
believed,  she  was  certainly  acting  under  an  in- 
fluence of  a  very  extraordinary  character,  and 
was  directed  by  an  intelligence  that  no  young 
'girl  could  be  expected  to  possess,   vtv- 

When  Charles  VII.  heard  of  her  approach 
to  Chinon,  he  was  in  great  doubt  as  to  whether 
or  not  he  should  'receive  her.  There 
was  much  division  of  opinion  among  his 
advisers,  and  his  chief  favorite  was  greatly  op- 
nosed  to  the  idea.  The  king  seems  to  have 
been  influenced  in  his  final  decision  by  Yolande 
of  Arragon,  Queen  of  Sicily,  his  mother-in- 
law,  and  by  his  wife,  Mary  of  Anjou.  Word 
was  sent  to  Joan  that  she  might  come  to  the 
court,  and  she  arrived  in  Chinon  on  March  6, 
14  29.  She  was  then  nineteen  years  of  age. 
Tradition  surrounds  her  approach  to  Chinon 
with  stories  of  many  manifestations  of  divine 
protection,  which  may  or  may  not  be  true,  but 
they  are  not  any  more  remarkable  than  the  well* 
proved  facts  of  her  career.  Even  then  the  king 
declined  to  receive  her,  but,  after  a  delay  of 
three  days  she  was  admitted  to  his  presence. 
Everything  was  staged  for  a  dramatic  recep- 
tion. The  members  of  the  court  were  arrayed 
in  their  most  sumptuous  garments,  and  care 
was  taken  that  the  king  should  not  in  any  way 
be  distinguished  from  the  others.  The  accounts 
of  her  conduct  on  her  entry  into  the  audience 
chamber  do  not  quite  agree.  One  says  she  re- 
alized at  once  the  test  to  which  she  was  to  be 
submitted,  and  demanded  that  no  deceit  should 
be  practiced,  but  that  she  should  be  shown  at 
once  to  the  king;  another  says  she  advanced 
directly  to  Charles  and  addressed  him.  How- 
ever this  may  be,  there  is  no  doubt  about  what 
she  said  to  Charles.  It  may  be  mentioned  that 
in  her  visions  she  was  told  to  go  to  the  king 
and  insist  that  he  should  be  crowned,  and  she 
always  referred  to  him  as  the  Dauphin.  This 
practice  she  continued,  and  began  her  address 
to  Charies  with  the  words,  "Gentle  Dauphin." 
Her  words  were  not  many,  being  only  to  the 
effect  that  she  had  been  sent  by  the  King  of 
Heaven  to  say  that  it  was  His  will  that  the  Eng- 
lish should  depart  to  their  own  land,  and  that 
Charles  should  possess  France.  The  king  could 
not  Have  been  otherwise  than  impressed,  but 
the  whole  thing  seemed  so  amazing  that  he  hes- 
itated about  accepting  her  advice.  He  gave 
her  several  interviews.  The  final  one  was 
secret,  but  what  transpired  thereat  was  after- 
wards made  known.  Charles  had  some  doubt 
as  to  his  own  legitimacy,  and  he  had  earnestly 
prayed  in  secret  that  he  mig'it  know  whether 


or  not  he  was  in  truth  son  of  Charles  VI.,  ask- 
ing that,  if  he  were,  his  kingdom  might  be  re- 
stored to  him,  but  if  not,  that  he  might  be 
allowed  to  find  a  safe  refuge  in  some  foreign 
land.  In  the  secret  interview  with  Joan  she 
told  him  of  this  prayer,  and  added :  "I  tell  thee 
on  behalf  of  my  Lord  that  thou  art  the  true 
heir  of  France  and  son  of  the  king."  That 
Charles  was  deeply  and  favorably  impressed 
was  to  be  expected,  but  his  courtiers  refused 
to  be  convinced.  They  insisted  that  she  should 
be  taken  to  Poitiers,  where  the  professors  of  the 
University  of  Paris  were  in  session,  and  there 
be  subjected  to  examination  at  their  harratf' " 
Joan  recognized  that  she  was  about  to  be  put 
to  a  severe  test,  but  when  told  of  it  answered 
simply:  "My  Lord  will  help  me.  In  God's 
name  let  us  go."  The  examination  was  long, 
and  what  was  in  those  days  thought  to  be 
searching.  To  modern  ears  many  of  the  ques- 
tions put  to  her  seem  absurd,  but  not  so  her 
answers.  She  was  neither  to  be  cajoled  by 
pleasant  words  nor  alarmed  by  threats.  When 
one  of  the  professors  asked  her  if  she  believed 
in  God,  she  answered,  "Better  than  you  do." 
She  disclaimed  all  knowledge  of  reading,  tell- 
ing her  examiners  that  the  things  ip  the  Lord's 
book  were  better  than  anything  written  in 
theirs, All  through  thp  ordeal,  which  lasted 


more  than  two  hours,  her  attitude  wasrone  of 
gentle  defiance.  She  was  asked  to  give  some 
sign  to  prove  her  mission,  but  she  answered 
that  her  only  sign  would  be  given  at  Orleans. 
She  repeated  that  she  was  charged  with  the 
duty  of  relieving  that  beleaguered  city  and  tak- 
ing Charles  to  Rheims  to  be  crowned.  She  dic- 
tated a  letter  to  the  English  commander,  in 
which  she  described  herself  as  Joan,  the  war- 
chief,  and  it  was  written  down  by  one  of  her 
examiners,  all  of  whom  had  by  this  time  be- 
come convinced  that  her  mission  was  real. 
They  so  reported  to  Charles,  who  thereafter 
gave  himself  up  to  her  guidance.

AN  AWAKENING 


Those,  who  can  recall  the  periodical  liter- 
ature of  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  ago,  will 
remember  how  large  a  part  of  the  more  seri- 
ous magazines  and  reviews  was  devoted  to  the 
presentation  of  materialistic  views.  The  cause 
of"  this,  doubtless,  lay  in  the  prominence  at- 
tained by  the  writings  of  Darwin,  Huxley, 
Spencer,  Tyndall,  and  other  less  conspicuous 
intellectual  lights  of  the  mid-Victorian  era. 
These  men  gave  scientific  inquiry  a  new  trend, 
and  seemingly  left  no  place  in  the  Universe 
for  spirituality.  Spencer's  statement,  to  the 
effect  that  he  thought  he  saw  no  necessity  for 
supposing  the  existence  of  God,  may  be  taken 
as  typical  of  the  idea  that  was  then  attaining 
popularity,  although  in  very  many  instances, 
as  is  often  the  case,  the  pupils  outran  their 
masters  and  took  for  granted  what  the  latter 
had  only  suggested.  Hence  what  came  to  be 
called  agnosticism  became  very  general,  and, 
indeed,  fashionable.  With  a  species  of  intel- 
lectual vanity,  which  covered  mental  laziness 
and  spiritual  inexperience,  men  called  them- 
selves Agnostics,  as  though  it  were  something 
new  under  the  sun  to  be  ignorant.  The  cham- 
pions of  the  old-time  explanations  of  the  Uni- 
verse weakened  their  cause  rather  than 
strengthened  it.  Gladstone,  the  late  Duke  of 
Argyll  and  other  well-known  men  rushed  into 
the  lists  to  defend  their  faith,  but,  as  they  did 
not  meet  their  antagonists  on  their  own 
ground,  their  defence  proved  futile.  Apparent- 
ly irreligion,  which  is  not  necessarily  wicked- 
ness, but  only  a  refusal  to  accept  the  doctrine 
of  spiritual  forces,  was  about  to  overwhelm 
Christendom.  The  self-styled  "man  of  the 
world,"  who  is  a  creature  revolving  in  an  ex- 
ceedingly small  mental  orbit,  became,  and  as 
yet  continues,  irreligious  in  the  sense  in  which 
we  have  just  defined  the  term. 

But  there  has  of  recent  years  been  a  won- 
derful change.  Writing  in  The  Guardian,  Mr. 
G.  E.  Hadow  says:  "Never  was  there  an  age 
in  which  the  quest  for  God  was  more  passion- 
ate and  intense.  The  reviews  are  full  of  arti- 
cles on  theology  and  ethics;  men  like  Sir  Oliver 
Lodge  are  trying  to  bridge  the  gulf  between 
science  and  religion;  the  very  number  of  . 
'fancy'  religions,  which  have  sprung  into  be- 
ing in  the  last  few  years,  shows  how  ardently 
the  majority  of  the  people  long  for  some  defin- 
ite creed."  That  there  is  a  wonderful  spiritual 
awakening  in  Christendom  is  undeniable.  The 
fact  that  thousands  of  people  will  read  this 
article  and  similar  articles  every  Sunday;  that 
men  stop  the  writer  of  these  articles  on  the 
street  to  speak  about  them;  that  letter  after 
letter  testifies  to  an  interest  in  them,  shows 
that  even  very  imperfect  efforts  to  explain  the 
fundamental  basis  of  spiritual  truth  are  widely 
welcomed.  All  over  the  world  the  Christian 
Science  churches  are  thronged  every  Sunday. 
In  London  the  Christian  Evidence  League, 
which  "holds  Sunday  meetings  in  the  parks,  at- 
tracts thousands  upon  thousands  of  listeners, 
who  never  see  the  inside  of  a  place  of  worship. 
Tens  of  thousands  of  booklets,  pamphlets,  cir- 
culars and  leaflets  are  distributed  broadcast,  all 
endeavoring  to  give  some  satisfactory  explan- 
ation of  spiritual  things.  Men  of  the  class, 
which  twenty  years  ago  would  never  have 
spoken  and  hardly  ever  so  much  as  thought  of 
such  matters,  now  freely  speak  to  each  other  of 
questions  pertaining  to  matters  relating,  to  re- 
ligious life.  Our  cities  are  full  of  organizations 
fF working  men,  which  tre  laboring  to  dUcover 


the  secrets  of  social  regeneration.  Such  organi- 
zations as  the  Y.M.C.A.,  the  Y.W.C.A.,  the 
W.C.T.U.,  and  others  which  daily  give  proof 
of  what  applied  Christianity  means,  are  grow- 
ing rapidly  in  strength  and  influence.  Mr. 
Hadow  thinks  it  regrettable  that  in  the  midst 
of  all  this  progress  it  has  apparently  become 
necessary  for  the  regular  churches  to  consider 
if  they  ought  not  to  set  up  moving  picture 
shows  and  hold  Sunday  entertainments  rather 
than  religious  services,  in  order  to  secure  con- 
gregations, but  that  does  not  disprove  the 
statement  that  marvelous  spiritual  growth  is 
everywhere  in  evidence.  What  it  may  prove 
is  that,  with  the  progress  of  education,  the 
popularizing  of  science,  the  cultivation  of  in- 
dependent thought,  there  has  come  to  rest  upon 
the  churches  a  burden  which  their  traditional 
methods  do  not  enable  them  to  bear.  Too 
often  men,  who  ask  for  the  meat  of  spiritual 
food,  are  given  the  stones  of  theology,  re- 
ligious controversy  or  mere  formalism.  There 
are  hundreds  of  pulpits  to  which  this  remark 
does  not  apply,  and  those  who  fill  them  never 
have  reason  to  complain  of  a  falling  off  in 
church  attendance. 

The  world  is  hungry  for  salvation.  You. 
sir,  who  sit  in  your  armchair  in  your  club  and 
imagine, that  the  world  is  bounded  by  the  limita- 
tions  of  your  selfish  thoughts;  you,  sir,  who. 
wrapped  up  in  your  ecclesiasticism,  are  out  of 
touch  with  everyday  men  and  women;  you, 
sir,  who  devote  y6ur  life  to  the  study  of  physi- 
cal problems — you  do  not  know  this.  You 
will  hardly  believe  it  can  be  possible.  No  one, 
you  will  say,  comes  to  you  for  guidance.  But 
why  should  they?  What  has  the  narrow 
routine  of  clubland  to  offer  to  a  man  who  de- 
sires to  know  what  he  shall  do  to  be  saved  from 
his  imperfections?  What  food  is  there  in  mere 
forms  of  worship  for  men  who  are  spiritually 
hungry?  How  can  you  minister  to  the  soul 
with  a  test  tube  or  a  microscope?  But  do  not 
suppose,  because  men  do  not  come  to  you 
for  the  Bread  of  Life,  that  they  do  not  want  it, 
for  they  want  it  more  than  they  have  ever  done 
in  the  history  of  the  world.  If  you  doubt  it, 
go  out  into  the  business  and  workaday  world 
and  speak  to  men  of  the  things  which  pertain 
to  spiritual  life,  arid  you  will  learn  how  deep 
and  absorbing  is  the  interest  taken  in  them. 
A  marvelous  awakening  is  in  progress.  At  its 
present  rate  of  advance  it  will  become  revo- 
lutionary within  a  generation.  Human  nature, 
being  exceedingly  diversified,  the  movement 
towards  a  higher  spirituality  is  manifesting  it- 
self in  a  variety  of  ways,  and  is  being  given  a 
variety  of  names.  Those  who  follow  one  cult 
are  slow  to  admit  that  another  may  contain 
the  vital  elements  of  truth.  But  behind  all 
these  movements,  from  that  towards  elabor- 
ation of  ritual  on  the  one  hand  to  the  cry  of 
the  latest  advocate  of  Socialism  on  the  other, 
there  is  the  same  longing  for  a  higher  life,  the 
same  awakening  of  the  need  of  humanity  for 
salvation.  It  ought  to  be  recognized  by  the 
churches  that  their  duty  is  to  get  as  closely  as 
possible  in  touch  with  this  great  movement,  for 
after  all  they  have  the  greatest  of  all  oppor- 
tunities to  do  the  work  of  the  Master.  We  re- 
ferred above  to  the  fact  that,  while  the  London 
churches  are  often  almost  empty,  the  ad- 
dresses of  park  meetings  of  the  Christian  Evi- 
dence League  are  attended  by  thousands.  This 
suggests  a  question  as  to  how  many  people 
were  in  the  synagogues  that  day  when  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  went  up  into  the  mountain  and  a 
"great  multitude  followed  Him."  Is  there  not 
something  to  think  about  in  this? 


MOTION 


Motion  can  be  observed  by  three  out  of 
our  five  senses.  We  can  feel  it;  we  can  see  it; 
we  can  hear  it.  When  we  speak  of  hearing 
motion,  we  do  not  mean  the  sound  which  a 
moving  object  may  make,  but  the  vibration  of 
the  air,  which  is  called  sound.  If  an  ordinary 
phonograph  is  set  going  at  its  highest  speed, 
and  the  rate  of  the  revolutions  is  gradually  re- 
duced, the  pitch  of  the  tone  will  be  lowered 
until  it  becomes  inaudible.  The  vibrations  con- 
tinue, but  our  ears  are  not  so  constituted  that 
we  can  detect  them.  In  like  manner,  if  it  were 
possible  to  increase  the  speed  very  greatly, 
there  would  be  a  point  at  which  the  sound 
would  become  inaudible,  because  the  pitch  was 
too  high  for  our  ears  to  hear  it.  If  we  are  pass- 
ing rapidly  along  a  road  on  the  side  of  which 
there  is  a  field  surrounded  by  palings,  we  see 
a  continuous  landscape  through  the  palings;  if 
the  motion  were  sufficiently  rapid  we  would 
not  see  the  palings.  If  instead  of  our  moving, 
we  stood  still  and  the  landscape  moved  the  ef- 
fect would  be  the  same.  We  all  have  seen 
moving  pictures,  and  we  know  that  if  perfect 
films  are  rapidly  moved,  it  is  impossible  to 
detect  the  movement  in  the  picture  upon  the 
screen.  Motion  may  be  so  rapid  that  it  cannot 
be  detected,  and  that  it  may  be  so  slow  that  It 
can  only  be  observed  by  means  of  observations 
taken  over  a  great  length  of  time,  we  all  know. 
Motion  may  be  so  slow  that  It  cannot  be  de- 
tected by  the  touch,  and  also  so  rapid  tb|t  ft 
can  only  be  observed  by  its  effect  upon  that 
sense,  that  is  to  say  by  the  '^^^  u 
causes.

Science  suggests  that  what  we  call  solid 
matter  consists  of  electrons  in  a  state  of  ex- 
ceedingly rapid  motion.  An  electron  is  the 
narhe  given  to  what  is  supposed  to  be  the  ulti- 
mate subdivision  of  matter.  Of  necessity  this 
is  theory  only,  for  no  magnifying  glass  can  be 
powerful  enough  to  detect  the  almost  infinite 
subdivision  implied  in  the  hypothesis  of  elec- 
trons This  theory  leads  up  to  the  apparent 
paradox  that  solidity  is  only  rapid  motion, 
which  is  not  as  strange  as  it  seems.  A  stream 
of  water  issuing  from  the  nozzle  of  a  piece  of 
fire  -apparatus  consists  only  of  a  rapidly  mov- 
ing liquid,  and  yet  it  is  practically  as  rigid  as 
a  bar  of  iron.  If  it  is  struck  with  a  hammer, 
the  latter  will  rebound  from  it.  Probably  if 
it  were  struck  by  a  very  rapidly  moving  object 
of  small  dimensions,  say  a  needle,  it  would  be 
easily  penetrated.  A  piece  of  steel  is  impene- 
trable except  to  something  driven  with  great 
force  or  speed.  According  to  the  theory  of 
electrons,  this  steel  really  consists  of  a  vast 
number  of  exceedingly  minute  particles  mov- 
ing at  an  exceedingly  high  rate  of  speed.  It 
is  like  the  stream  of  water  coming  out  of  the 
nozzle.  But  if  within  a  steel  case  a  piece  of 
radium  is  placed,  something  comes  from  the 
radium  and  penetrates  the  steel.  Whatever 
this  something  may  be,  it  must  be  even  more 


minute  than  the  electrons  which  make  up  the 
steel,  and  it  must  move  with  even  greater 
speed.  What  is  stated  in  this  paragraph  is  a 
very  unscientific,  and  we  fear  not  very  ac- 
curate presentation  of  the  case,  but  what  is 
intended  by  it  is  to  show  that  scientific  in- 
quiry has  reached  the  stage  when  it  has  al- 
most concluded  that  motion  is  everywhere 
present,  and  to  be  on  the  verge  of  thinking 
that  the  difference  between  things,  as,  for  ex- 
ample, between  the  air  we  breathe  and  the 
earth  upon  which  we  tread,  consists  only  in 
the  rapidity  of  the  motion  of  the  electrons  of 
which  both  are  composed.  One  consequence 
of  this  theory  seems  to  be  that  the  transmuta- 
tion of  metals  is  not-  beyond  the  reach  of  ex- 
periment. 

But  there  are  other  aspects  of  motion  that 
are  more  easily  understood,  and  serve  to  show 
how  universal  it  is.  The  growth  of  plants  and 
animals  is  due  to  motion.  Your  hands  are 
composed  of  something  which  not  very  long 
ago  was  growing  in  the  fields  perhaps  many 
hundreds  of  miles  from  where  you  how  are. 
Somewhere,  perhaps  in  Australia,  perhaps  in 
India,  perhaps  in  the  Prairie  Provinces,  there 
are  particles  of  matter,  which  before  many 
months  will  go  to  form  your  body.  These  par- 
ticles will  be  moved  by  the  mysterious  forces 
of  nature,  the  grass  will  be  moved  into  the 
form  of  mutton.  These  things  will  be  assem- 
bled upon  your  dining  table,  and  by  certain 
mysterious  forces  will  be  moved  until  they 
form  the  flesh  of  your  body.  It  is  not  easy  to 
conceive  of  anything  more  extraordinary  than 
this  Physical  life,  whether  of  plants  or  ani- 
mals, consists  of  the  moving  of  particles  of 
matter  from  one  place  to  another.  Without 
motion  physical  life  would  be  an  impossibility. 
As  to  the  nature  of  the  dynamo  which  gives 
rise  to  this  motion,  we  must,  for  the  present  at 
least,  be  content  to  remain  in  ignorance,  but  as 
to  the  reality  of  the  motion  there  can  be  no 
doubt  at  all. 

The  nebular  hypothesis  of  the  Universe 
rests  upon  motion  -for  its  foundation.  It  sup- 
poses the  motion  imparted  to  the  primal  ether, 
whatever  that  may  be,  brought  matter  into  ex- 
istence. That  is  to  say,  matter  is  the  tangible 
result  of  motion  operating  upon  some  primal 
thing,  the^very  nature  of  which  is  absolutely 
unkno/mT  One  of  the  later  scientists  defines, 
the  ether  as  that  which  undulates.  Further 
than  this  definition  cannot  go.  Ether  undu- 
lating produces  light.  Ether  in  motion  pro- 
duces matter.  Just  here,  in  conclusion, "may 
be  mentioned  the  very  remarkable  fact  that 
the  most  recent  conclusions  of  scientific  inves- 
tigation point  to  the  truth  of  the  figurative 
language,  which  the  unknown  writer  of  the  first 
Chapter  of  Genesis  wrote  no  one  knows  how 
long  ago,  naming  a  beginning  of  a  formless 
Universe  to  which  motion  was  imparted,  and 
after   this   light   and    tangible    matter   came 

into  being.

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;3  centenary  uf  the  year  1913  is  of 
more  interest  to  the  people  of  the 
United  States  and  the  world 
at  large  than  that  of  Sir  Henry 
Bessemer,  says  The  New  York 
rimes.  Bessemer  is  the  man  commonly  re- 
ferred to  as  the  inventor  of  the  Bessemer  pro- 
cess of  making  steel,  b\  which  process  steel  is 
I  reduced  so  cheaply  that  it  can  be  used  for  rails, 
bridges;  skyscrapers,  warships,  cars,  and  in  a 
thousand  and  one  other  ways* 

This  centenary  is  of  special  interest  10  the 
United  States,  for  to  the  use  of  the  Bessemer 
process  this  country  owes  a  large  portion  of  its 
wealth  and  industry.  The  United  States  today 
produces  about  one-half  or  all  the  steel  made. 
American  railroads  have  as  many  miles  of  steel 
rails  as  all  the  other1  countries  put  together. 
Three-fourths  of  this  steel  is  made  by  the  Bes- 
semer process. 

A  generation  ago  the  percentage  of  iron 
which  was  converted  into  steel  was  insignifi- 
cant.. Now  it  is  about  66  2-3  per  cent,  "a 
change  due  largely  to  the  introduction,  in  1865, 
of  the  Siemens-Martin,  or  open-hearth,  process; 
hut  mainly  to  the  tremendous  development  of 


which  lead  pencils  are  made,  a  system  of  roll- 
ers for  embossing  and  printing  paper,  and  a 
ship  with  stationary  cabin,  which  later  is  the 
only  notable  failure  in  his  long  list. 

HAD  MANY  IDEAS 
Bessemer  thought  out  many  improvements 
which  he  never  patented.  He  once  said:  "1 
have  myself  proposed  to  manufacture  many 
things  which  1  was  convinced  were  of  use,  but 
did  not  feel  disposed  to  manufacture  or  even  to 
patent.  1  do  not  know  of  one  instance  in 
which  in)  suggestions  have  been  tried;  but  had 
I  patented  and  spent  a  sum  over  a  certain  in- 
vention, and  saw  no  means  of  recouping  my- 
self, except  by  forcing,  as  it  were,  some  manu- 
facturer to  take  it  up,  I  should  have  gone  from 
Qne  to  the  other  and  represented  its  advantages, 
and  I  should  have  found  some  one  who  would 
have  taken  it  up  on  the  offer  of  some  advantage 
from  me,  and  who  would  have  seen  his  capital 
recouped  by  the.fact  that  no  other  manufacturer 
could  have  .it  quite  on  the  same  terms  for  the 
next  year  or  two.  Then  the  invention  becomes 
at  once  introduced,  and  the  public  admits  its 
value;  and  other  manufacturers,  like  a  flock 
of  sheep,  come  in.     But  the  difficulty  is  to  get 


the  Bessemer  process. 

Robert  H.  Thurston,  of  Cornell,  says:  "The 
world  has  been  advanced  perhaps  more  by  the 
invention  of  Bessemer,  which  gives  us  cheap 
steel  and  which  has  enabled  us  to  make  of  steel 
almost  every  product  once  made  of  iron,  than 
by  any  other  device  in  the  history  of  industry.". 
The  process  stands  in  the  same  rank  with  the! 
invention  of  the  steam  engine  and  the  telegraph. 
Before  the  use  ojL steel  the  limit  of  railway  de- 
velopment— so  far  as  speed  and  weight  of 
equipment  were  concerned — had  been  reached. 
Where  the  stress  of  "traffic  was  greatest,  iron 
rails  only  lasted  a  few  months. 

The  history  of  the  manufacture  of  iron  nat- 
urally falls  into  three  parts.  The  first  part  takes 
one  up  to  the  date  of  the  introduction  of  coal, 
the  second  to  the  time  of  the  discovery  of  the 
Bessemer  process,  described  by  Bessemer  as  a 
mode  of  manufacturing  malleable  iron  and 
steel  without  fuel. 

Henry  Bessemer  was  English  burn,  the 
youngest  son  of  a  French  inventor.  His  father, 
Anthony  Bessemer,  was  of  such  ingenuity  that 
he  was  a  member  of  the  French  Academy  of 
Sciences  at  twenty-live;  but  when  Robespierre 
became  Dictator  he  was  obliged  to  flee  for  his 
life,  and  settled  in  England.  .He  made  improve- 
ments  in   microscopes  and    type-founding  and 

alchemy. 

The  father  early  perceived  the  superior 
powers  of  his  son's  mind,  and  did  all  he  could 
to  develop  them.  The  boy's  principal  toys 
seem  to  have  been  a  turning  lathe  and  clay  for 
'  modeling.  At  eighteen  he  went  to  London,  a 
.poor  boy,  "a  mere  cipher  in  a  vast  sea  of  hu- 
man enterprise." 

He  began  by  engraving  patent  medicine 
labeb.  Soon  he  had  worked  out  his  first  inven- 
tion, which  was  an  attempt  to  make  a  mechani- 
cal process  replace  manual  toil — in  short,  a  la-„, 
bor-saving  device.  It  was  an  improved  method 
for  stamping  deeds,  or  a  process  for  copying 
has  reliefs  on  cardboard,  by  which  he  could 
produce  embossed  copies  of  such  works  in 
thousands  at  a  small  expense.  By  this  means 
any  office  boy  with  average  intelligence  could 
forge  almost  any  expensive  stamp  affixed  to  a 
document,  and  it  was  from  the  sale  of  these 
stamps  that  the  English  Government  obtained 
an  important  part  of  its  revenue,  the  stamps 
often  selling  for  $25.  However,  a  large  busi- 
ness was  being  done  in  second-hand  stamps  by 
which  the  Governmeirt  was  losing  about  $500,- 
ooo  a  year. 

After  several  months  spent  in  experiment, 
Bessemer  produced  a  stamp  which  could 
neither  be  forged  nor  removed  from  the  docu- 
ment. The  chief  of  the  Stamp  Office  agreed  to 
adopt  it.  Bessemer  was  given  a  position  for 
life  at  $4,000  a  year  for  his  invention;  but 
when  he  told  his  good  luck  to  his  fiancee,  ex- 
plaining the  impossibility  of  any  one's  using  the 
stamp  the  second  time,  she  replied: 

"Yes,  1  see;  but  if  all  stamps  were  dated 
they  could  not  be  used  again." 

Struck  with  the  advantage  of  this  idea, 
young  Bessemer  perfected  his  machine  so  that 
it  would  date,  and  when  the  Stamp  Commis- 
sioner was  advised  of  this  improvement,  he  had 
no  use  for  a  Supervisor  of  Stamps.  The  in- 
ventor lost  his  position,  and  was  allowed  to 
go  unrewarded.*  No  doubt  at  this  time  he  would 
have  agreed  with  Watts  that  of  all  things  in 
life  there  is  nothing  more  unprofitable  than  in- 
venting. Embittered  by  this  injustice,  hence- 
forth he  was  most  careful  in  protecting  his 
rights.  His  process  of  manufacturing  gold 
paint  he  kept  a  secret  from  the  world  for  forty 
years,  only  live  men  besides  himself  knowing 
how  it  was  done.  During;  the  three  years  he 
wa«  perfecting  his  steel  process  he  took  out 
thirty  patents  in  England,  besides  numerous 
foreign  patents. 

He  was  one  of  the  niost  prolific  of  inven- 
tors, having  120  patents  to  his  credit,  among 
them  a  velvet  machine,  improvements  in  type- 
casting machinery  (his  first  three  inventions 
were  not  patented);  then  came  his  fourth  in- 
vention, a  bronze  powder  process.  He  worked  I 
at  this  for  a  year  and  a  halibut  when  he  final- 
ly succeeded,  it  brought  him  a  profit  of  1,000 
per  cent  for  years.  Later  followed  a  mine  ven- 
tilator, a  telephone  improvement,  a  glass  polish- 
er, revolving  projectiles,  a  method  of  com- 
pressing into  a  solid  block  the  graphite  from 


tne  first  man  to  move. 

One  writer  has  stated,  that  Bessemer's  in-. 
ventions  added  more  to  the  wealth  of  the  world 
than  any  invention  since  Watt's  steam  engine. 

But,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  Bessemer 
made  his  fortune  and  fame  chiefly  upon  an  in- 
vention which  was  thought  out  and  demon- 
strated eight  years  before  it  ever  entered  Bes- 
semer's mind,  the  so-called  "Bessemer  process" 
of  making  steel,  which  was  really  the  inven- 
tion of  a  Pittsburg  man  in  l  84  7,  one  William 
Kelly,  whose  prior  claim  is  recognized  by  the 
United  States  Patent  Office;  by  Robert  W. 
Hunt,  the  veteran  steel  expert  of  Chicago;  by 
James  Park,  one  of  the  "steel  fathers"  of  Pitt- 
burgh,  and  by  James  M.  Swank,  who  for  a  gen- 
eration has  been  the  secretary  of  the  American 
Iron  and  Steel  Association.  M.  Michael  Cheva- 
lier affirms  that  this  single  metallurgical  inven- 
tion, conceived,  perfected,  and  put  into  oper- 
ation, has  been  of  more  value  than  all  the  gold 
of  California.  This  was  stated  in  1882,  when 
the  state  of;  California  was  estimated  to  have 
produced  gold  worth  S  1,1  50,000,000. 

In  185  1  Dr.  Whewell  said:  "Gold  and  iron 
at  the  present  day,  as  in  ancient  times,  are  the 
rulers  of  the  world;  and  the  great  events  in  the 
world  of  mineral  art  are  not  the  discovery  of 
new  substances,  but  of  new  and  rich  localities 
of  old  ones."  And  in  1862  Cobden  said:  "Our 
wealth,  commerce  and  manufactures  grow  out 
of  the  skilled  labor  of  men  working  in  metals." 

The  pressing  need  of  the  world  a  half  cen- 
tury'ago  w^s  for  a  new  metal,  as  strong  as 
steel  and  as  cheap  as  iron.  This  metal  is  what 
Kelly  and  Bessemer  were  able  to  give — "a  ma- 
terial which  revolutionized  our  constructive  art, 
which  could  be  produced  in  large  quantities  and 
at  a  moderate  cost;  a  material  of  more  than 
twice  the  strength  of  iron,  which  instead  of  be- 
ing fibrous,  has  its  full  strength  in  every  direc- 
tion, and  which  can  be  modulated  to  every  de- 
gree of  ductility,  approaching  the  haTdness  of 
the  diamond  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  prover- 
bial toughness  of  leather  on  the  other." 

The  Irish-American  and  the  French-English- 
man devised  a  new  method  of  relining  iron  by 


using  air  as  fuel,  and  this  made  the  iron  and 
steel  industry  expand  with  almost  the  sudden- 
ness of  an  explosion,  for  in  the  last  thirty  years 
more  iron  and  steel  has  been  produced  than  in 
all  the  previous  centuries  of  the  world's  history- 
Bessemer  was  certainly  great  enough  to 
have  thought  out  the  "pneumatic  process"  by 
himself.  Kelly,  however,  thought  out  the  same 
thing  eight  years  ahead  of  him,  and,  as  the  iron 
men  of  this  country  were  in  constant  communi- 
cation with  the  iron  men  of  England,  it  would 
be  strange  if  Bessemer  had  not  heard  of  "Kelly's 
air-boiling  process." 

Kelly'-  discovery  took  place  at  the  Su-wa- 
nee  Iron  Works,  near  Eddyville,  Ky.,  after  he 
had  burned  'up  all  the  wood  available  within  a 
seven-mile  radius.  To  quote  from  Casson's 
"The  Romance  of  Steel": 

"One  day  he  was  sitting  in  front  of  the 
'finery  fire  wheu  he  suddenly  sprang  to  his  feet, 
with  a  shout  and  rushed  to  the  furnace.  At  one 
edge  he  saw  a  white-hot  spot  in  the  yellow 
mass  of  molten  metal.  The  iron  at  this  spot 
was  incandescent,  it  was  almost  gaseous. 
Yet  there  was  no  charcoal — nothing  but  the 
steady  blast  of  air."

RUSSIA'S  THIRD   GREATEST   CITY 


Baku,  the  Russian  port  on  the  Caspian  Sea, 
is  a  city  of  220,000  inhabitants  and  lays  claim 
to  rank  among  the  Russian  cities  next  to  St. 
Petersburg  and  Moscow  in  industrial  import- 
ance, says  a  consular  report.  Baku  ,  has 
a  petroleum  industry  that  produces  raw  ma- 
terial to  a  value  of  some  $50,000,000  yearly, 
and  is  the  distributing  centre  to  the  huge  agri- 
cultural regions  of  the  Caucasus,  the  Trans- 
caspia  and  Northern  Persia. 

The  city  is  rich,  modern  and  progressive, 
and  the  requirements  of  the  Baku  market  are 
similar  to  those  of  any  other  Russian  or  Euro- 
pean city  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  inhabitants. 
The  shops  are  large  and  of  attractive  appear- 
ance, and  carry  up-to-date  stocks  that  bear 
comparison  with  the  shops  of  the  larger  Euro- 
pean cities. 

Baku  is  growing  rapidly.  From  1 80  to  200 
buildings,  each  valued  at  $1  2,000  to  $260,000, 
are  being  erected  yearly.  An  excellent  build- 
ing stohe  found  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city  is 
easily  worked,  durable  and  sightly.  The  archi- 
tecture of  the  buildings  is  of  the  best  German 
style. 

The  agricultural  district  is  estimated  to  have 
an  area  of  about  800,000  square  miles  and  a 
population  of  12,000,000.  Agricultural  ma- 
chinery is  going  into  these  regions  in  rapidly 
increasing  quantities.  An  American  firm  manu- 
facturing agricultural  machinery  established 
early  this  year  a  branch  selling  station  in  one 
of  the  minor  cities  of  the  North/ Caucasus.  This 
station  has  already  sold  nearly  $500,000 
worth  of  machines.  • 

The  cotton  industry  is  assuming  large  pro- 
portions In  this  district,  and  the  authorities  are 
encouraging  in  every  way  the  efforts  being 
made  to  extend  the  acreage.  _  It  is  claimed  that 
Russia  has  in  the  Caucasus  and  the  Transcaspia 
over  4,000,000  acres  of  land  that  is  either  suit- 
able for  cotton  growing  or  can  be  made  so  with 
little  irrigation: 

The  Government  is  credited  with  projects 
for  developing  this  territory  that,  if  carried  out. 


"Kelly  keUles,"  large  sugar  kettles.  And  yet 
Jeans  claims,  in  his  "Creators  of  the  Steel  Age" 
(1884),  that  "no  one  in  the  steel  trade  has 
ever  assigned  to  Sir  Henry  Bessemer  a  second- 
ary place.     His  priority  is  undisputed." 

It  was  seven  years  later  that  Bessemer  had 
an  interview  with  Napoleon  III.,  during  which 
he  explained  to  him  his  new  projectile,  which 
was  intended  to  revolve  in  its  flight.  When  the 
new  projectiles  were  being  tested  at  V'm- 
cennes  Commander  Minie  remarked  to  him: 
"The  shots  rotate  properly,' but  if  you  canned 
get  stronger  metal  for  your  guns,  such  heavy 
projectiles  will  be  of  little  use." 

This  suggested  a  new  invention,  and  Bes- 
semer instantly  determined  to  master  all  that 
was  knin'ii  ot  iron  and  steel,  to  make  "the  bet; 
ter  iron"  referred  to  by  Solon  when  he  said  to 
Croesus,  upon  being  shown  his  treasures,  "Yes, 
>ir;  but  if  another  should  come  with  better  iron 
than  you  have,  he  would  be  master  of  all  this 
gold." 

Until, Huntsman's  invention  in  l77o,  the 
best  steel  was  made  by  the  Hindus  and  sold  for 
S50.000  a  ton.  Huntsman's  invention  brought 
it  down  to  S5oo  and  S2So  a  ton,  and  Bessemer 
produced  it  for  S  $0  a  ton. 

'     NOT   A   METALLURGIST 

The  fact  that  he  knew  little  or  nothing  of 
metallurgy  did  no!  seem  to  bother  him  in  the 
least.  He  rather  held  it  as  an  advantage.  By 
the  end  o\  eighteen  months'  study  and  experi- 
ment he  says  that  the  idea  struck  him  of  render- 
ing cast  iron  malleable  by  the  introduction  of 
atmospheric  air  into  the  fluid  metal.  His  lirst 
experiment  to  test  this  idea  was  made  in  a 
crucible  in  the  laboratory. 

"The  result  of  my  first  experiment  showed 
rrie  thai  the  'Highest  temperature  ever  known  in 
the  arts  could  be  produced  by  the  simple  intro- 
duction of  atmospheric  pressure  into  cast  iron. 
.  .  .  After  the  experiments  had  been  going 
on  for  six  or  seven  months,  and  after  having,  in 
Conjunction  with  my  partner;  Mr.  Robert  Longs- 
den,  spent  £.i,i)oo  or  £4,000  in  experiments, 


and  diverted  my  attention  from  business  pur- 
suits for  about  two  years  and  a  half,  I  was  anx- 
ious to  get  some  other  opinion  on  the  process, 
and  I  invited  the  late  Mr.  George  Rennie  to  in- 
spect it  at  my  works." 

This  man  was  so  impressed  that  he  insisted 
upon  Bessemer  reading  a  paper  on  his  discov- 
ery at  the  next  meeting  of  the  British  Iron  and 
Steel  Association,  which  met  the  following 
week. 

In  the  reception  room  the  next  week  Bes- 
semer met  Mr.  J.  Nasmyth,  of  steam-hammer 
celebrity,  and  he  said:  "Now,  Nasmyth,  you 
are  the  first  man  who  should  see  the  result  of 
this,  because  I  have  founded  it  on  an  idea  of 
your  own;  your  patent  for  steam  puddling  led 
me  to  this  process." 

Nasmyth  was  delighted  when  he  inspected 
the  specimen,  and  said:  "You  will  reap  a  rich 
reward  for  this,  and  you  thoroughly  deserve  it. 
Thai  is  a  real  British  nugget." 

Bessemer's  first  patent  on  this  process  was 
taken  out  October  17,  1855;  but  the  first  pub- 
lic announcement  of  the  discovery  did  not  come 
until  August  11,  1856.  Speaking  of  its  recep- 
tion, twenty  years    later,  Mr.  Isaac  Lowthian 

Bell  said: ''.  ,'    , - 

"It  is  difficult  to  say  whether  science  or  art 
was  more  perplexed  at  the  announcement  of 
the  Bessemer  process.  The  former  appears  to 
have  thought  it  prudent  to  remain  silent,  at  all 
events  in  "the  transactions  of  the  British  Associ- 
ation— for  all  the  notice  there  bestowed  on  the 
di.-cover\  is  the  bare  mention  of  the  title  of  his 
communication.  Art  was  less  reticent,  for  I  re- 
member the  ridicule  with  which  the  proposal 
was  received." 

The  paper  announcing  Bessemer's  discov- 
ery was  read  on  Monday,  and  on  Thursday  it 
was  published  in  the  Times.  Immediately  the 
Dowlais  Iron  Works,  the  largest  in  the  world, 
determined  to  test  its — uselessness;  but  the  test 
was  so  admirable  that  within  three  weeks  they 
were  one  of  the  five  companies  that  had  pur- 
chased the  license  to  use  this  new  method. 
Bessemer's  plan  was  to  have  live  plants  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  England  pay  him  whatever  they 
thought  proper  for  the  use  of  his  invention,  and 
then  be  exempt  from  any  further  royalty.  In 
this  way  they  wptild  always  act  for  him  and  not 
against  him.  The  licenses  in  those  three  weeks 
brought  him  £  125,000.  The  Dowlais  Iron 
Company  tried  his  method  lirst.  Everything 
seemed  to  go  splendidly  until  they  attempted 
to  work  the  iron,  when  it  was  found  to  be  ut- 
terly useless  for  any  purpose.  The  result  was 
inexplicable.  Experiments  were  repeated  with 
the  same  result.  In  six  weeks  after  the  reading 
of  the  paper  before  the  association  a  meeting 
of  the  iron-masters  at  Dudley,  then  the  centre 
of  the  iron  trade,  condemned  the  new  process  as 
a  practical  failure. 

Bessemer  knew  there  must  be  some  reason 
for  the.^e  failures  and  with  the  magic  patience 
Of  all  geniuses  he  determined  to  ascertain  the 
cause.  The  truth  was  this:  His  experiments 
most  effectually  removed  the  carbon  and  silica, 
but  did  not  remove  the  pernicious  phosphorus. 
The  iron  he  himself  had  used  by  -chance  was 
Blsenavon  pig,  which  was  exceptionally  free 
from  phosphorus,  while  that  used  by  the  Dow- 
lais Company  was  another  grade  which  had 
much  more  of  this  substance.  j 


would  make  £,700,000  acres  available  for  col- 
ton  growing  within  a  few  years.  The  plans  in- 
clude colonizing  the  developed  territory  with 
settlers  from  the  congested  districts  of  Russia. 
Experiments  in  this  direction  are  under  way, 
and  50,000  settlers  are  reported  to  have  been 
placed  on  cotton  lands. 

Soldiers  who  have  completed  their  military 
service  in  the  Caucasus  are  being  encouraged 
to  locate  and  engage  in  cotton  growing.  They 
are  given  laud,  material  for  house  building,  are 
assisted  in  the  purchase  of  seed  and  prepara- 
tion of  the  ground,  and  are  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion for  a  number  of  years. 

The  ground  is  heavy  and  must  be  plowed 
eight  or  ten  inches  deep.  As  cultivation  is  now 
carried  on,  a  dessiatin  (2.7  acres),  if  well 
looked  after,  will  produce  about  sixty  poods 
(2,160  pounds)  of  cotton.  With  modern  ma- 
chinery and  methods,  experts  say,  the  same 
ground  would  produce  150  to  l6p  poods  per 
dessiatin.  Under  these  conditions  promoters 
of  cotton  growing  claim  that  in  ten  years  Rus- 
sia will  be  growing  in  this  part  of  the  world  an 
annual  cotton  crop  of  100,000,000  poods 
(over  1,500,000  tons). 


land  every  year.  Children  under  sixteen,  unac- 
companied by  either  parent,  may  be  excluded 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  Labor.

THOUSANDS    OF    YOUNG    IMMIGRANTS 

At  Ellis  Island,  where  the  kiddies  and  Uncle 
Sam  first  meet  and  shake  hands,  the  officials 
will  tell  you  that  the  child  immigrant  sounds 
the  most  hopeful  note  in  the  immigration  prob- 
lem. The  public  school  system  will  see  to  it 
that  each  little  immigrant  has  a  chance  to  be- 
come an  American,  while  the  adJlt  immigrant 
is  only  too  likely  to  learn  the  questionable  ways 
of  petty  political  bosses. 

According  to  Uncle  Sam,  an  immigrant  kid- 
dy is  any  child  under  fourteen,  but  it  seems  that 
the  little  ones  are  never  too  young  to  feel  the 
importance  of  landing  at  Ellis  Island.  Even 
the  cooing  babes  open  their  eyes  wide  when  a 
uniformed  inspector  or  a  khaki-clad  physician 
chucks  them  under  the  chin,  as  if  to  say,  "Well, 
sir,  shall.  1  do?'' 
s  Something  like  87,ooo  youngsters  "come 
over*'  and  pass  through  the  gates  at  Ellis  &- 


Coaling  at  Nagasaki,  Japan,  is  an  interest- 
ing sight,  being  done  entirely  by  girls.  Big- 
coal  barges  bear  down  upon  the  ship  as  it  ap- 
proaches the  shore,  and  as  soon  as  it  comes  to 
anchor  a  rough  Madder  is  placed  between  the 
liner  and  the  foremost  barge.  On  each  rung  of 
it  a  girl  takes  her  place.  Men  in  the  barge 
quickly  shovel  the  coal  into  shallow  baskets, 
holding  half  a  bushel  each,  to  the  sound  of  a 
monotonous  chant,  and  these  baskets  then  pass 
from  hand  to  hand  up  the  living  ladder  with 
marvelous  celerity.

The  monotonous  chant- 
ing never  ceases;  the  living  elevator  goes  on 
hour  after  hour  with  its  never-ending  stream  of 
baskets,  until  the  last  bunker  is  full,  wtoeri  the 
ladders  disappear  as  if  by  magic  and  the  sMp 
is  ready  to  proceed  on  her  voyage.

At  first  he  thought  he  would  have  to  dephos- 
phorize ordinary  iron  by  puddling;  but  just 
about  this  time  some  Swedish  iron  arrived  which 
was  free  from  phosphorus,  and  his  success  with 
this  was  so  good  that  he  was  satisfied.  He  had 
now  succeeded  in  producing  the  purest  malle- 
able iron  ever  made,  and  by  a  quicker  and  less 
expensive  process  than  any  known.  But  he 
wanted  to  make  steel,  which  is  iron  with  just' 
enough  carbon  in  it  to  harden  it. 

FERRO-MANGANESE 
There  is  a  controversy  as  to  whether  Mushet 
or  Bessemer  really  discovered  how  to  regulate 
the  amount  ,of  carbon.  It  was  Mushet  who 
suggested  using  ferro-manganese,  or,  in  other 
words,  after  all  the  carbon  had  been  blown  out, 
Or  burned  out,  then  to  add  just  the  amount  re- 
quired. Mushet  claimed  this  idea  to  be  of  more 
value  than  the  Bessemer  process. 

The  process  originally  described  by  Besse- 
mer was  altered  by  this  chemical  change  and 
by  one  mechanical  change,  namely,  the  mov- 
ing on  an  axis  of  the  vessel  containing  this 
fluid,  which  enabled  the  operator  to  cease  blow- 
ing at  just  the  right  moment. 

These  changes  made,   Bessemer's  troubles 

were  by  no  means  ended.     The  next  step  was 

to  get  "an  adequate  supply  of  iron  suitable  for 
the  converter,  and  then  to  convince  the  public 
that  his  "failure"  was  a  success.  Here  his 
friend  Galloway  of  Manchester  came  to  his  res- 
cue by  distributing  a  quantity  of  the  new  metal 
among  his  workmen,  who  pronounced  it  "no 
better"  than  what  they  had  been  using.  But 
that  was  enough,  as  the  new  metal  could  be 
produced  for  one-tenth  the  cost  of  the  old. 

Full  of  confidence,  Bessemer  again  read  a 
paper,  on  May  24,  1859,  this  time  before  the 
Institution  of  Civil  Engineers,  and  his  descrip- 
tion  of  the  process  is  still  considered  the  most 
graphic  ever  given.  Specimens  were  exhibited 
and  reports  made  of  the  tests  tried.  Still  many 
doubted,  but  the  impression  made  was  favorable 
enough  to  give  the  inventor  the  Telford  gold 
medal. 

But  it  was  not  yet  a  commercial  success. 
The  public  shrugged  its  shoulders.  Not  one  of 
the  five  men  who  had  purchased  licenses  and 
who  would  have  an  advantage  of  $50,000  a 
year  over  his  competitors  came  forward  to  touch 
it.  Everything  was  lost  unless  Bessemer  him- 
self could  form  a  company,  and  this  he  did  with 
hjs  partner,  Robert  Longsden,  and  the  afore- 
mentioned Galloway.  They  bought  land  at 
Shetileld  and  erected  the  Bessemer  Steel  Works. 
They  also  cleared  the  market  by  buying  back 
the  five  licenses.  Then  they  started  a  salesman 
out  who  quoted  £42,  or  $210,  a  ton,  a  price 
they  maintained  for  two  years.  The  first  orders 
were  for  twenty-eight  or  fifty-six  pounds.  The 
original  royalty  had  been  10  shillings.  The  men 
who  wanted  licenses  now  had  to  pay  £2  a  ton  on 
everything  but  rails,  and  £1  a  ton  on  rails.  So 
was  Bessemer  steel  introduced. 

But  what  of  Kelly  over  in  America?  In 
1856  Kelly  was  told  "that  Henry  Bessemer,  an 
Englishman,  had  taken  out  a.patent  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  for  the  "pneumatic  process."  Nation- 
al pride  rather  than  a  desire  for  monopoly 
aroused  Kelly  to  file  in  the  Patent  Office  his 
claim  to  priority  of  invention,  which  was  grant- 
ed him  in  United  States  Patent  No.  17,628. 
(This  was  not  the  only  time  that  steel  men  have 
contested  claims  of  priority,  as  witness  Mu- 
shet and  Bessemer  over  the  regulation  of  the 
carbon ;  the  question  in  this  country  as  to  who 
first  successfully  used  Lake  Superior  ore,  the 
Agnews  of  the  Sharpsville  (Penn.)  furnace  or 
Frank  Allen  of  the  Clay  Furnace,  and  who  first 
made  the  T-shaped  rail,  Charles  B.  Vignales  of 
England,  or  Robert  L.  Stevens  of  the  United 
States.) 

In  1870  both  Bessemer  and  Kelly  applied 
for  renewal.  Kelly's  application  was  granted 
for  seven  years,  while  Bessemer  was  told  that 
he  had  no  right  to  one  in  the  first  place.  The 
dread  of  paying  higher  royalties  then  led  the 
steelmakers  and  railroad  men  of  the  United 
States  to  protest  in  such  a  chorus  as  was  never 
before  known  in  regard  to  a  patent.  "Besse- 
mer, whose  right  to  royalties  was  now  at  an 
end,  was  lauded  as  the  original  inventor,  while 
Kelly  was  vilified  as  an  interloper.  Bessemer 
was,  exalted  Kelly  belittled;  and  England  given. 
the  credit  for  one  of  the  world's  greatest  in- 
ventions, when  it  should  have  belonged  to  Am- 
erica." Bessemer  received  ten millions,  world- 
wide fame,  and  knighthood ;  Kelly  half  *  mil- 
lion and  comparatively  oblivion. 

Although  the  original  idea  was  apparently 
not  Bessemer's,  the  commercial  success  §f  Ijftl 
new  process  was  certainly  due  to  him,  and 
Bacon  has  said  that  the  introduction  of  j 
inventions  appears  to  hold  by  Hi  ^flffy 
among  human  actions. 

In  1 861  Bessemer  ^roj 
rails,    in  1863  the 
made  of 
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PWARDS  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  years  ago  Bishop  Newton 
issued*  his  "Dissertations  on  the 
Prophecies,"  a  work  now  in  un- 
deserved obsolescence,  found  only 
on  dusty  bookshelves  among  the  neglect- 
ed or  forgotten  literature  of  the  past,  yet  once 
the  comfort  and  stay  of  our  great-grandpar- 
ents, who  regarded  it  as  the  oracular  utterance 
of  one  who  had  inspirational  outlook  into  the 
future  to  truly  discern  what  was  to  be  in  the 
last  days.  However  that  may  be,  there  was 
a  striking  interpretation  in  it  that  still  pos- 
sesses interest,  and  that  was  in  reference  to 
that  part  of  the  Biblical'  text  which  speaks  of 
the  drying  up  of  the  Euphrates,  "to  prepare 
the  way  for  Kings  of  the  East."  This  sym- 
bolical language,  Bishop  Newton  affirmed, 
meant  the  drying  up  of  the"  Ottoman  power. 
At  that  time  the  Ottoman  dominion  was 
mighty  and  far-reaching,  among  the  most 
gaudy,  opulent  and  overbearing  powers  in  the 
world.  Deep-rooted  and  firmly  established, 
it  looked  likely  to  endure  for  centuries.  But, 
though  the  good  Bishop  was  flouted  and  dis- 
dainfullv  handled  in  comment  and  his  inter- 


pretation  dismissed  as  an  absurdity,  yet  time 
has  given  the  truth  'of  revelation  in  a  measure 
to  his  view,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  it  will  be  sustained  by  events  in  the  near 
future.  The  decadence  of  the  Ottoman 
power,  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  and  im- 
pressive instances  of  a  moribund  nation  that 
modern  days  present.  The  Turks  were  base, 
brutal  and  bloody,  and,  rejecting  all  civilizing 
and  humanizing  influences,  which  found  no 
place  in  their  religion  or  ethics,  went  blindly 
on  the  path  of  destruction  to  the  doom  that 
sooner  or  .later  awaits  the  unjust,  the  cruel 
and  filthy,  whether  the  offender  be  man  or 
nation.  Because  they  were  considered  neces- 
sary as  buffers  to  Russia  in  any  contemplated 
advance  towards  the  Persian  Gulf,  Britain 
supported  them  with  men  and  money  even 
to  the  appalling  issue  of  the  Crimean  War, 
and  gave  them  a  reprieve  from  death  that 
was  undeserved  and  unappreciated,  as  they 
repented  not  of  the  evil  or  made  effort  to 
change  their  ways.  The  other  day  a  half- 
savage  horde,  hot  with  memories  of  years  of 
cruelty  and  wrong,  swooped  down  on  the  fer- 
ocious Turk  and  found  him  an  easy  victim. 
This  semi-barbaric  mass,  filled  with  blood-lust 
and  burning  for  revenge,  with  the  deadliest 
arms  in  their  hands,  look  down  from  the 
mountains  on  the  gilded  minaret^  and  the  sun- 
lit dome  of  St.  Sophia  in  the  city  where  Con- 
stantine  professed  a  questionable,  if  not  a 
spurious  Christianity,  and  they  say,  "Anon  we 
shall  be  in  that  city,  and  we'll  establish  our 
religion  where  it  has  not  been  for  nearly  a 
thousand  years."  And  in  preparation  for  this 
gentle  office,  they  slay  as  they  march,  mur- 
dering the  unarmed  and  the  inoffensive,  rav- 
aging the  women,  visiting  doleful  death  on 
youth  and  childhood.  They  form  their  pris- 
oners into  platoons,  and  mow  them  down  with 
machine  guns  as  an  expeditious  way  of  being 
rid  of  them,  and  their  line  of  march  and  havoc 
is  flanked  by  gallows  on  which  are  gibbeted 
the  unfortunate  denizens  of  the  country  that 
fall  into  their  ruthless  hands.  And  they  go 
forward  to  restore  Christian  worship  in  St. 
Siphia.  They  may  do  it,  and  the  Eastern  or 
Greek  Church,  may  again  flourish  at  its  an- 
e'ent  seat,  and  become  again  the  competitor 
and  foe  of  the  Western  or  Latin  Church,  and, 
hitlh  permeated  with  paganism  wilfully  adapt- 
ed from'  Habylun  arrd  Pergamos,  from  which 
even  the  Protestant  system  that  makes  Brit- 
ons and  Americans  the  foremost  and  most 
forceful  men  on  all  the  earth,  is  not  entirely 
free,  will  go  on  to  the  end  appointed. 

The  Turk  thrust  out  of  Europe ,  at  the 
point  of  the  bayonet,  his  prestige  in  Asia 
must  be  weakened,  and  his  hold  enfeebled 
and  made  insecure.  What,  then,  are  we  at 
the  last  days?  The  teaching  is  that  the  holy 
place  will  be  trampled  under  foot  by  the  Gen- 
tiles until  the  time  of  the  Gentiles  be  fulfilled. 
Has  that  time  come?  Shall  1913  see  the 
unclean  and  polluting  foot  of  the  Ottoman 
no  longer  profaning  the  sacred  places,  where 
so  long  it  has  left  its  unseemly  mark?  The 
old,  good  Bishop  Newton  speaks  out  of  the 
grave  and  says  the  Euphrates  has  almost  dried 
up,  and  the  way  for  the  kings  of  the  East  is 
almost  ready. 

That  being  the  case,  Russia,  Germany, 
Austria  and  Italy  will  seek  to  lay  predatory 
hands  upon  Palestine,  and  France,  too,  may 
look  for  a  slice.  But  if  this  Anglo-Saxon  race, 
to  which  many  of  us  have  the  honor  to  be- 
long, be  God's  chosen  people,  lost  Israel  re- 
deemed and  revealed,  as  so  many  honest  men 
and  women  aver  and  hold  to  as  a  tangible 
fact  (and  if  they  be  not  so,  the  British  and 
Americans  have  unquestionably  inherited  the 
promises  to  Israel) ;  if  Britain  be  perpetuated 
Epralw,  'a  nation  and  a  company  of  nations," 
and  the  United  States  be  perpetuated  Manas- 
sen;  "a  people,  and  a  great  people,"  then  the 
orders  will  be  "Hands  off  I  This  land  is  ours!" 
and  the  claim  will  be  found  capable  of  proof. 
The  land  was  covenanted  to  their  forefathers 
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He  would  restore  it-to  them  at  a  certain  time, 
and  when  that  time  comes  they  will  seek  it, 
even  at  the  cannon's  mouth.  They  generally 
hold  what  they  own,  and  if  anyone  dispute 
their  right,  the  voice  of  their  nation  has  al- 
ways been  "the  hoarse  voice  of  war,"  not- 
withstanding the  peace  praters,  who  seem  not 
to  know  that  the  last  days  are  given  over  to 
war,  to  close  in  a  great  cataclysm  of  slaugh- 
ter, in  which  the  whole  world  will  be  involved. 
And  Britain  and  America  will  not  only  claim 
Palestine  as  their  own.  but  the  whole  Meso- 
potamian  plain  as  theirs,  and  they  will  pos- 
sess it.  There  seems  nowhere  to  hang  a  doubt 
of  this.  If  the  restoration  be  not  now  en- 
folding, the  signs  are  altogether  deceptive. 

Mr.  Frederic  Harrison,  the  eminent  his- 
tian,  views  the  advent  of  1913  as  something 
portentous,  inasmuch  as  1713  and  1813 
marked  years  of  political  upheaval.  "A  new 
century,  plus  that  ominous  thirteen,"  he  says 
in  an  article  on  the  European  situation  pub- 
lished in  The  Fortnightly  Review,  "seems  to 
have  something  in  it  of  fate."  However  this 
may  be  applied  to  continental  countries,  the 
most  momentous  changes  affecting  Britain  oc- 
curred  at  the  close  or  beginning— of— centuries 


not  associated  with  the  supposedly  fatal  thir- 
teen. The  Roman  invasion,  which  revealed 
the  men  of  Britain  as  the  most  formidable  foe- 
men  that  the  Roman  legions  ever  encountered, 
and   whom   they   never   fully  conquered.      It 


revealed  a  British  Church  that  courteously  de-. 
clined  St.  Augustine's  request  to  defer  to  the 
Church  at  Rome.  It  reveals  to  us  a  British 
court  and  the  Angelis  Pudens  carried  to  Rome 
to  find  favor  there.  This  last  incident  infer- 
entially  suggests  a  visit  to  Britain  by  St.  Paul. 
All  these  are  very  remarkable  things. 

But  most  remarkable  of  the  epochal  events 
affecting  this  nation,  the  Norman  invasion  and 
conquest  stand  out  as  unique  in  the  world's 
history,  as  they  present  the  spectacle  of  a  con- 
quered and  a  conquering  people  coalescing. 
In  the  morning  they  met  as  foemen,  and  at 
night  they  sat  clown  as  friends.  They  that 
hold  to  the  Israelitish  origin  of  our  people 
account  for  this  astounding  thing  by  asserting 
that  the  Norman  conquest  was  not  a  conquest 
at  all,  but  the  reunion  of  Benjamin  with  his 
kinsfolk  and  brethren  in  the  Isles,  after  a  sep- 
aration of  upwards  of  fifteen.,  hundred  years. 
"Benjamin  shall  ravin  as  a  wolf;  in  the  morn- 
ing he  shall  devour  the  prey,  and  at  night  he 
shall  divide  the  spoil."  Benjamin's  emblem 
was  the  wolf.  The  emblazonry  on  the  stand- 
ard of  William  the  Conqueror  was  a  wolf. 

The  next  great  century-end  epoch  in  the 
hMnry  of  thft  rar.ft  was  thft  landing  of  William 


of  Orange  in  England.  His  enthusiastic  re- 
ception and  triumphant  progress  through  the 
land  blasted  the  hopes  of  the  Papacy  in  Brit- 
ain, henceforward  to  become  the  great  Pro- 
testant  and   prosperous  power  of  the  world, 


with  the  Protestant  succession  secured  by  the 
oath  of  the  people. 

These  three  periods  in  the  history  of  the 
nation  brought  greater  social  and  political 
changes  than  any  others,  inasmuch  as  they 
widened  and  straightened  the  path  by  which 
the  race  came  down  the  dark  ages  triumph- 
antly to  emerge  into  the  sunlight  of  almost 
universal  power  and  magnificence  in  these  last 
days,  buttressed  so  deeply  and  so  panoplied 
in  strength  that  no  human  eye  shall  ever  see 
her  decadence  or  behold  her  death.  Yet  the 
number  thirteen  had  no  part  in  these  dates. 

The  mysteryxof  numbers  was  one  of  the 
three  things  traf^Socrates  said  were  beyond 
the  comprehension  of  men.  Numbers  played 
a  large  part  in  the  symbolism  of  his  day,  and 
were  ready  material  for  the  mystic  when  aug- 
uries were  revered  as  regulation  by  the  pagan 
throngs  that  sought  oracles  in  the  temples  and 
priestly  divination  as  the  voice  of  the  gods. 
And  in  the  Bible,  too,  the  mystery  of  num- 
bers is  found,  a  puzzle  and  perptexity  to  the 
student,  who  sees  no  elucidation  or'^i^m. 

The  "thirteen"  superstition  appearsTt^e 
so  general  that  it  is  universal,  yet  if  we  sougl 
for   its  beneficial    influence,    we   have   but   to

HE   new   President   of   the   French 
Republic  is  M.  Poincare.  This  will 


be  the  first  time  that  the  French 
Republic  has  chosen  a  President 
who  has  played  a  part  in  the  af- 
"r'airs  of  Europe.  This  may  be  the  beginning 
of  a  new  era  for  the  French  Republic,  writes 
the  Paris  correspondent  of  The  London  Daily 
Telegraph.  I  have  already  explained  what 
powers  a  man  like  M.  Poincare  will  use  to  the 
best  of  his  ability.  He  will  be  a  ruler  in  the 
best  sense  of  the  word  within  his  Constitution- 
al rights.  He  will  be  no  "King  Log."  But 
he  will  be  no  self-seeking  President  either.  The 
fear  of  Poincare  as  Dictator  is  peculiarly  ab- 
surd to  those  who  know  M.  Poincare.  M. 
Clemenceau  in  his  defeat  may  sleep  quietly  to- 
night. He  has  not  kept  M.  Poincare  out.  But 
his  failure  does  not  make  the  bogey  of  "per- 
sonal power"  any  more  substantial. 

The  new  official  head  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic is  distinguished  from  his  immediate  pre- 
decessor in  one  notable  enough  particular.  He 
is  known  beyond  the  limits  of  his  own  country. 
The  recent  course  of  world  politics  has 
brought  him  prominently  before,  the  man  in 
the  street  in  all  the  capitals  of  Europe.  The 
Londoner,  for  instance,  may,  and  probably 
does,  pronounce  the  first  syllable  of  his  name 
as  if  it  rhymed  with  "join,"  varies  the  quality 
of  the  "a"  in  the  second  syllable,  and  possibly 
banishes  the  final  "e"  of  the  last  syllable  alto-  • 
gether.  But  he  has  a  definite  impression  of 
the  man  as  a  Foreign  Minister  who  tried  to  do 
things  in  a  time  of  international  crisis. 

In  France  M.  Poincare  has  been  a  figure  in 
politics  for  nearly  a  generation.  He  is  not  the 
first  of  his  house  to  do  some  service  to  the 
State.  M.  Antoine  Poincare,  his  father,  was 
an  inspector-general  of  the  roads  and  bridges 
of  France,  and  exhibited  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  a  conscientiousness  which  the  son  was 
to  emulate  later  in  another  and  somewhat 
different  sphere. 

CALLED  TO  THE  BAR 

The  young  Raymond  Poincare  was  born  at 
Bar-le-Duc  on  August  20,  i860,  and  received 
the  earlier  part  of  his  education  at  the  Lycee 
of  his  native  town.  From  Bar-le-Duc  he  went 
to  Paris,  which  in  due  course  gave  him,  in 
1880,  his  degree,  and  two  years  later  his 
doctorat. 

He  was  called  to  the  Bar  in  the  former  year, 
and  very  little  time  elapsed  before  he  showed 
his  high  talent  and  signal  abilities.  Two 
things  happily  joined  in  him  foreshadowed  a 
brilliant  career.  He  had  applied  himself  to  his 
legal  studies  with  a  thoroughness  that  had 
made  him  master  of  the  intricacies  of  French 
law.  Further,  he  had,  like  Mr.  Asquith,  until 
today  his  fellow-Premier,  the  gift  of  swift  and 
sure  apprehension  of  a  case.  Not  only  so, 
but  he  was  both  expositor  and  orator  in  a 
rare  degree. 

As  was  natural  in  one  whose  gifts  shone 
with  such  lustre  in  its  exercise,  Poincare  loved 
his  profession.  Later  on,  in  the  days  when 
politics  had  claimed  him  for.  their  own,  he  ex- 
pressed the  affection  and  the  attraction  which 
the  Bar  had  always  possessed  for  him.  Like 
Mr.  Asquith,  when  his  colleagues  honored  in 
the  venerable  hall  of  their  Inn  'the  man  who 
had  honored  them  by  rising  to  thej  highest 
political  office  in  the  land*  be  confessed  to  the 
compelling  charm  of  tie  Associations  evoked

After  the  most  exciting  contest  which  Versailles  has  seen  for  many  a  day,  the  National  Assembly,  by  483  votes 
out  of  a  total  of  848,  elected  M.  Poincare  the  ninth  President  of  the  Third  French  Republic.  M.  Poincare, 
Premier  and  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs,  is  fifty-five  years  of  age,  and  has  been  held  in  high  esteem  by  his  own 
countrymen  for  many  years,  but  it  was  not  until  the  present  Near  Eastern  crisis  that  his  reputation  became 
wqrld-wide      and     that     he     earned     the     reputation  of  being  the   "strong-man"   of  France. — The  Graphic. 


A  NOTABLE  CASE

Japan  was  revealed  as  a 
valiant. and  resolute  nation  in  a  day,  and  the 
Slav  element  of  the   Near  East,   that  feroci- 
ously hurled  itself  upon  Turkey,   a  month  or 
so  ago,  certainly  showed  the  complete  organ- 
ization and  acuteness  of  design  that  one  would 
look  for  in  a  well-ordered  nation,  and  not  in 
these  petty  and  petulant  States.     But  in  this 
turmoil  it  is  Austria  that  is  to  be  considered.' 
Preparations  for  impending  war  have  paralyz- 
ed  her   trade   and    prostrated    her  commerce, 
and    so   shaken   the   very  old    man   who   has 
sustained    her    prestige   for   many  .years   that 
his  life  is  despaired  of.     And  on  that  life  great 
issues  are  believed  to  hinge.     Will  his  death 
bring  disruption  of  the  Austrian  Empire,  with 
the  Turanian  element  flying  at  the  throat  of 
the  Teutonic  upholders   of    the    Hapsbiirgs? 
The  Magyars  are  more  closely  related  to  the 
Turks   than   they   are   to  the    Germans,    and 
where  will  they  stand  when  the  Slavonic  up- 
heaval,  aided   and    abetted    by  the  Russniak 
race,  assails  the  Teuton,  and  seeks  to  set  "up 
dominion  in    what    Israel    in  forgotten  time 
called  "The  Summer  Land?"     Who  can  say, 
but  there  are  indications  that  the  world  will 
soon  know. 

And  behind,  silent  and  inscrutable,  stands 
Emperor  William,  with,  presumably,  a  multi- 
tude of  astounding  projects  in  his  erratic  brain, 
He  has  proclaimed  himself  the  protector  of 
all  the  Roman  Catholics  of  Asia  Minor.  -•  He 
has  drawn  closer  to  Rome,  and  been  blessed 
by  the  Pontiff.  The  Pope's  edicts,  "Ne  Te- 
mere,"  and  "Motu  Proprio,"  are  not  applied 
in  Germany.  The  general  of  the  Jesuits' is  a 
German.  But,  the  other  day,  when  Bavaria 
sought  to  lighten  the  disabilities  under 
which  the  Jesuits  live  in  that  principality,  his 
Government  vetoed  the  measure  and  his  •

the  interests  of  German  Protestantism.  Yet 
he  has  expressed  a  desire,  and  with  him  to. 
desire  is  to  do,  if  pessible,  to  revive  the  Hojy 
Roman  Empire.  That  fateful  and  ominous 
thing,  the  iron  crown  of  Lombardy,  rests 
harmlessly  at  Monza,  its  supposedly  malign 
influence  dormant,  its  sinister  power  still.  It 
rested  on  the  head  of  his  illustrious-  ancestor, 
and  in  Italy,  with  inflated  phrase  and  fustian 
ceremony,  it  was  placed  on  the  brow  of  Na- 
poleon, who  ravaged  and  pillaged  that  pros- 
trate country  with  the  brutality  and  cupidity 
of  a  flat-faced  Hun.

THE  LIFE  OF  A  TRAPPER 

To  those  not  familiar  with  the  life  of  a 
trapper  in  the  great  white  north,  this  article 
may  be  "of  some  interest.  A  large  majority 
of  trappers  follow  the  calling  for  the  mone- 
tary consideration  derived  from  it.  Others 
follow  the  trap  line  for  the  pure  love  of  the 
wilds.  They  love  the'  great  white  silence, 
the  rushing  river,  the  ever  changing  pano- 
rama of  the  Northern  Lights,  the  nights 
which  are  almost  as  clear  as  day  where  no 
sound  is  heard  but  the  sharp  crack  of  the 
frost  or  the  wolf  pack  in  full  cry.  All  these 
things  with  many  others  have  a  fascination 
that  hardships,  hunger  and  cold  cannot  ban- 
ish; hardships  that  would  make  the  average 
man  quail  to  contemplate;  perils  of  the  wil- 
derness that  he  and  others  of  his  calling 
have  experienced  time  without  number,  and 
perhaps  escaped  death  only  by  a  miracle. 

When  the  frost  begins  to  turn  the  leaves 
golden,  the  call  of  the  wild  is  in  his  veins, 
the  fever  returns  in  all  its  intensity,  the  north 
wind  whispers  in  a  tongue  he  understands, 
he  sees  again  the  cabin  by  the  river,  he  sees 
again  his  many  wild  friends,  he  hears  the  lone 
call  of  the  wolf.  The  fever  has  him  in  its 
grip  and  he  must  away. 

Now  he  must  needs  hurry  or  the  frost  king 
will  catch  him  before  he  gets  to  the  big  forks 
where  he  contemplates  building  his  first 
cabin.  With  his  fourteen  foot  canoe  loaded 
to  within  two  inches  of  the  gunwale;  with 
provisions,  traps,  guns,  ammunition,  snow- 
shoes,  etc.,  and  last  but  not  least,  his  insep- 
arable companions,  two  great  husky  dogs, 
dogs  almost  human  in  their  knowledge  of  the 
trackless  wilderness,  dogs  whose  courage  and 
fidelity  have  been  proven  in  many  a  hard- 
fought  battle  against  great  odds,  were  their 
foes  the  treacherous  rapids,  or  the  great  tim- 
ber wolf — dogs  that  he  loves  next  best  to 
anything  on  this  earth;  when  everything  is 
ready,  when  the  last  good-byes  had  been  said, 
with  bared  head  he  dips  his  paddle,  and  the 
heavily  laden  canoe  moves  steadily  north- 
ward. 

Perhaps  he  comes  out  .  at  Christmas  to 
pass  the  holidays  with  loved  ones  or  to  take 
back  more  supplies.  If  he  does,  he  makes 
the  trip  on  snowshoes,  with  the  dogs  to  do 
the  hauling.  Perhaps  he  does  not  come  out 
until  the  ice  has  broken  out  in  the  Spring, 
then  the  trip  is  very  dangerous  on  account 
of  high  water,  ice-jams,  floating  logs,  etc. 
Frequently  he  never  returns;  years  afterwards 
a  party  of  hunters,  prospectors  or  Indians  find 
the  ghastly  skeleton  of  a  human  being.  Near- 
by He  the  skeletons  of  two  great  dogs.  Ten- 
der hands  lay  them  together  in  one  common 
grave.  A  rude  cross  marks  the  last  resting 
place,  and  the  incident  is  forgotten;  but  away 
out  in  fhe  settlement  there  is  someone  wait- 
ing, year  after  year,  for  the  loved  one  who 
will  never  return. 

Let  us  now  return  and  accompany  him  up 
fhe  river  to  his  trapping  grounds.  From  ten 
to  fifteen  days  he  works  gradually  northward, 
making  man/  portages    and   crossing  man/ 


lakes.  Sometimes  he  gets  .storm  hound,  En- 
able to  cross  an  inland  lake  In  the  face  of  a 
high  wind  and  a  rolling  sea.  Then  he  camps 
and  wait  until  the  wind  and  sea  go  down  so 
he  can  venture  across.  The  nights  begin  to 
get  colder,  some  morning  when  crossing 
shallow  lakes  there  is  a  thin  layer  of  ice  which 
disappears  during  the  day.  At  last  he  comes 
to  a  place  where  his  practised  eyes  tell  him 
of  the  fur-bearers.  Here  is  a  tree  freshly  cut 
by  beaver,  here  is  where  an  otter  was  sport- 
ing on  its  "slide."  There,  is  where  a  mink 
had  his  breakfast  off  a  two  pound  speckled 
trout.  There,  is  where  Bruin  stripped  a  dead 
cedar  of  its  bark  to  make  his  Winter  bed. 
He  reads  these  signs  as  he  slowly  paddles 
along.  His  eye  scans  the  shdre  for  a  suitable 
place  to  build  his  home  or  cabin.  When  a 
place  is  reached  that  -  satisfies  him,  a  place 
well  sheltered  from  the  north,  he  goes  ashore 
and  builds  a  lean-to  to  shelter  him  during  the 
construction  of  his  cabin  which  generally 
takes  about  four  days  to  complete. 

From  his  first  camp  he  takes  short  trips 
by  canoe,  exploring  the  nearby  streams    and 


lakes. — When  satisfied  as  to  their  location 
and  familiar  with  the  surrounding  country,  he 
cuts  and  blazes  a  trail  which  forms  a  com- 
plete triangle,  making  the  entire  distance, 
around  thirty-five  or  forty  miles. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  4hird  of  the  triangle 
he  builds  another  cabin,  a  little  smaller  than 
the  first.  Two  thirds  of  the  whole  distance 
he  builds  a  third  cabin  exactly  like. number 
two.  These  last  two  cabins  are  merely  stop- 
ping places  over  night  when  making  the 
round  of  his  trap  line.  When  his  cabins  are 
all  finished,  October  has  given  place  to  No- 
vember, and  the  fur  bearers  are  all  about 
prime.  To  make  sure,  he  sets  some  half 
dozen  traps  for  mink,  and  when  he  visits 
these  traps  on  the  following  morning  he  is 
rewarded  with  a  fine  large  mink,  which,  upon 
examination,  proves  to  be  No.  1,  large  and 
prime.  There  is  no  use  waiting  longer  so  for 
the  next  two  weeks  he  is  a  very  busy  man. 
For  these  two  weeks  he  traps  nothing  but 
mink,  for  other  fur  bearers  are  not  yet  prime. 
By  the  end  of  November  he  may  have 
fifty  mink  if  he  has  been  in  a  good  locality. 
This  will  have  thinned  them  out  considerably, 
onl\  leaving  enough  to  restock  his  district  for 
the  next  season,  and  so  on  with  the  other  fur 
bearers  as  they  become  prime,  until  in  De- 
cember he  may  have  out  from  one  'to  two 
hundred  traps  and  deadfalls. 

When  the  snow  becomes  deep,  and  the 
Winter  has  settled  down  in  earnest,  lie  makes 
his  rounds  of  traps  every  week.  It  will  take 
him  three  days  to  make  the  complete  round 
trip,  stopping  over  night  at  each  camp  in  suc- 
cession. The  two  or  three  days  he  spends 
at  the  home  camp  between  trips  are  taken 
up  skinning  and  dressing  skins,  making  forms 
to  stretch  the  several  different  species  upon, 
also  to  get  meat  for  himself  and  dogs,  which 
he  relies  upon  his  rifle  to  secure. 
.  The  Winter  gradually,  slips  away.  The 
warm  rains  of  April  honeycomb  the  ice  on 
lake  and  stream.  Some  morning  he  looks 
out  and  the  ice  has  disappeared  as  if  by  magic. 
Then  every!  hing  is  soon  made  ready  to  make 
the  start  for  civilization.  His  furs  are  packed 
into  the  waiting  canoe.  The  dogs  understand 
and  with  barks  of  joy  lean  to  their  accus- 
tomed places.  He  takes  off  his  hat  and  bids 
the  old  place  good-bye,  mentally  promising 
to  return  before  the  ice  king  come  again 
from    the   north. — J.   J.   Spillett,    in    Rod    and

I  have  yellow  spots,  like  many  highbred 
pointers,  but  I  am  not  a  yellow  dog,  and 
with  my  hindlegs  tied,  can  whip  any  cur  that 
says  I  am!  '  I  used  to  belong  to  the  most  beau- 
tiful lady  that  ever  lived,  but  a  young  fellow 
that  had  lots  of  money  and  an  eye  for  beauty 
tell  in  love  with  her  and  they  were  married. 
For  two  weeks,  while  she  was  away,  I  could 
eat  nothing,  and  was  like  Davy  Crockett's 
dogs  that  had  to  lean  against  a  tree  to  bark.

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FERRETING  ENGLISH  RABBITS 


"Ferreting  is  the  least  exciting  form  of 
rabbit  shooting."  Thus  the  authority  whom 
many  of  us  who  are  now  middle-aged  read  as 
schoolboys;  and  some  of  us;  perhaps,  When 
first  testing  the  attractions  of  ferreting  for 
ourselves,  may  have  wondered  A;  t( 


shooting  in  other  forms.  Experience  doubt- 
less proves  the  truth  of  what  we  may  once 
have  doubted,  and  we  have  most  of  us  prob- 
ably come  to  the  conclusion  that  ferreting  is, 
as  a  fact,  less  exciting  than  other  occupations 
and  other  methods  of  pursuing  the  rabbit.  We 
may  look  back,  for  instance,  on  days  when 
rabbits  came  rattling  across  the  rides  with  just 
enough  time,  and  only  just  enough,  for  us  to 
be  able  to  tell  by  a  scurry  of  white  on  the  far 
side  of  the  ride  that  we  were  in  front,  and  not 
behind;  or  days  when  jumping  up  in  front  of 
spaniels  hunting  through  bracken,  the  little 
brown  bodies  went  tumbling  helter  skelter 
down  the  stony  hillside;  or  when  they  lay  deep 
In  furze  and  bramble,  and  had  to  be  driven  out 
by  lines  of  beaters  treading  knee  to  knee  over 
every  yard  of  cover;  or  when  they  were  poked 
out  from  thorns  and  whins  with  long  sticks, 
which  is  a  more  effective  business  than  bang- 
ing a  bush  with  a  ground  ash;  or  when,  per- 
haps, they  were  put  up  among  the  rushes  and 
tangled  branches  of  fallen  larch  on  some  sunny 
hill  on  the  edge  of  a  Scottish  grouse  moor,  and 
went  dodging  among  the  boulders  and  tree 
stems. — Those  are -days  which  have— provided., 
without  doubt,  more  exciting  shooting  than 
mere  ferreting.  And  yet,  when  all  is  said,  has 
justice  been  done  to  the  sport  of  ferreting  rab- 
bits ?'  TCoirsTn^TTrom  every  point  of  view. 

BOLTING 

•    In  the  first  place,  ferreting  can  provide  just 
as  exciting  work  as  can  be  imagined.       When 
there  are  a  good  number  of  rabbits  in  the  bury 
(or    "hurry"    or    "burrow,"    whichever  name 
may  be  locally  applied  to  their  abode),  when 
the  rabbits  that  are  there  determine  to  leave 
their  homes  as  fast  as  possible,  when  it  is  a 
fine  day,  and  when  the  ferrets  do  not  "lay  up," 
then   is  ferreting  one  of  the  best  of  ways  of 
spending  a  morning,  and,  with  luck,  an  after- 
noon  after  it.     It  adds  to  the  excitement  of 
actual  shooting  its  own  particular  form  of  the 
excitement  of  previous  anticipation.     For  you 
know,   or  the  keeper  knows,   whether  or  not 
there  are  rabbits  in  any  given  bury;  you  prob- 
ably know  whether  there  are  many  or  few.     In 
the  case  of  doubtful  buries  you  have  the  inter- 
est of  deciding  on  the  question  by  the  look  of 
the  holes — the   "work,"    the    droppings,     the 
smooth,  worn  seat  at  the  entrance.     Then,  on 
a  good  bolting  day,  comes  the  warning  rumble 
and  rattle  in  the  hollow  ground  as  the  ferret 
makes  his  way  down  and  in.     After  the  first 
rattle,  silence;  then  another  rattle.     Then  an- 
other second  or  two  of  silence  followed  by  a 
sudden  scramble  and  scurry,  and  a  brown  body, 
perhaps  two  or  three,  shoots  out  of  a  hole  like 
a  ball  from  a  catapult,  bolting  down  the  bank, 
dashing  across  the  ride,  and   rolled  over  and 
over  among  the  dead  leaves,  let  us  hope  with- 
out another  kick.      It  is  far  from  a  leisurely 
game,  and  far  from  a  game  at  which  any  duffer 
can  make  a  big  bag  with  a  few  misses.       In 
some  ways,   indeed,  shooting  ferreted   rabbits 
over  a  big  bury  provides  more  difficult  shoot- 
ing than  rabbits  laid  out  and  bolted  from  cover 
by  dogs  or  prodded  out  by  beaters.     Rabbits  in 
the  open,  or  crossing  a  ride,  however  narrow, 
do  go  where  they  look  as  if  they  were  going. 
In  bolting  from  a  bury  they  sometimes  do  just 
the  opposite,  and  the  gun,  instinctively  firing 
where   he  believes  the  rabbit  is  going  to   be 
when  the  shot  reaches  it,  finds  that  his  charge 
has  gone  harmlessly  in  front  of  the  little  bolt- 
ing beast,  or  over  its  head,  the  rabbit  having 
conveniently  tumbled  untouched  into  another 
hole  which  the  gun  possibly  had  no  idea  was 
there.     It  is  these  unseen  or  uncalculated-for 
holes  which,  swallowing  up  rabbits  even  as  the 
earth   engulfed    Korah,   Dathan,   and   Abiram, 
swallow  up  also  a  formidable  percentage  of 
cartridges. 

THE  REMEDY 

"The  worst  of  ferreting,  of  course,  is  the 
possibility  that  the  ferrets  may  "lay  up."  But 
there  are  remedies,  or  palliatives,  or  prophy- 
lactics (do  we  not  all  speak,  in  these  days,  as 
doctors?)  even  for  this.  One  is  a  choice  of 
ferrets.  There  are  ferrets  and  ferrets,  and 
some  "lay  up"  and  others  do  not,  or  do  so 
very  seldom.  Some  ferrets  drive  rabbits  har- 
der than  others,  and  these  are  the  ferrets  to 
breed  from.  Of  course,  a  very  fast  ferret  may 
catch  more  rabbits  than,  a  slow  ferret,  but,  on 
the  other  hand,  it  bolts  its  rabbits  quicker 
if  they  mean  to  bolt  at  all — sometimes  the 
very  moment  it  enters  the  bury.  But  even  if 
your  fast  and  trusted  ferret  "lays  up,"  you 
have  another  remedy  at  hand,  which  is,  in 
short,  another  ferret,  equally  fast  and  equally 
trusted.  After  him,  or  her,  another,  and  after 
the  third,  a  fourth.  These,  with  line  ferrets  to 
find  the  errant,  or  couchant,  or  dormant  'fer- 
rets underground  should  help  you  to  more  *jto»-; 
bits  above  ground  in  other  buries.  ^  Stiifc 
ciency  of  good  ferrets,  and  of  keepe^i' '1$||$| 
mangae  the  line  ferrets  or  to  dig— that  I 
best^ay.

ANOTHER  CLAIM 

But  even  when  ferrets  do  "lay  up"  and 
will   "lay  up,"  and  keep   "laying  up"    (they 
never  seem  to  "lie  up";  would  that' be  good 
grammar  or  bad? )  there  is  still  a  claim  to  be 
put  in  for  the  sport  of  ferreting  above  other 
forms  of  shooting.     In  its  longest  arid  most 
uneventful  intervals  of  digging,  listening,  and 
watching  the  direction  taken  by  a  piece  of  cord 
moved  by  an  invisible  animal  tethered  at  the 
end  of  it,  ferreting  provides  its  own  occupa- 
tions and   its  own   pleasures  for  the  shooter 
who  knows  how  to  make  the  best  of  them. 
The  sky,  the  clouds,  the  wind;  the  tits  tum- 
bling in  the  larch  branches,  the  missel  thrushes 
answering  each  other  from  the  elms;  an  early 
flower,  celandine,  catkin,  dog's  mercury  to  be 
noted  jn  the  diary  of  the  day;  perhaps  a  stray 
and  unexpected  shot  at  another  quarry  besides 
rabbits.,    Woodpigeon,  of  course,  provide  most 
of  such  shots,  and  it  is  often  enough  a  very 
lucky  cartridge  that  brings  the  swerving, mark 
down  from  above  the  trees  after  the  familiar 
flap  and  whicker  which  warns  the  shooter  to 
look  up  as  quickly  as  he  may.     But  there   are., 
other  things  uncalculated  for  besides  the  sud- 
den flash  of  a  woodpigeon's  wing's  in  the  Janu- 
ary sky.     More  than  one  day's  ferreting  has 
added  pheasants  and  partridges  to  the  bag — an 
old  cock,  perhaps,  whom  the  keeper  has  no 
use  for  near  the  boundary,  or  a  single  bird  out 
of  a  covey  of  partridges  spied  in  a  grass  field 
on  the  way  home,  and  approached  by  stealthy 
rings  as  the  birds  squat  in  the  centre  of  the 
field,  to  rise  at  last  just  within  shot  for  a  single 
barrel.     One  memory  out  of  many  days  stands 
out,   as  other  unimportant   incidents  may,   in 
other  businesses,  alone  and  distinct,     it  is  of  a 
pheasant  which  was  heard  on  the  wing  long 
before  she  appeared  in  sight  above  the  trees. 
She  was  a  hen,  and  at  that  time  of  year   she 
ought  to  have  been  spared,  but  she  was  high 
up,  and  there  had  been  much  waiting  that  af- 
ternoon.   Though,  for  that  matter,  even  if  there 
had  been  no  waiting  at  all,    the   result   would 
probably  have  been  precisely  and  without  hesi- 
tation the  same. — Cheviot,  in  The  Field.

SNAKES  AS  PETS 


In  1796  a  most  disastrous  plague  attack- 
ed cats  not  only  in  England  but  also  on  the 
Continent.  It  is  said  that  they  passed  on 
their  disease  to  human  beings,  especully  to 
children.  This  is  one  of  many  inrtancts 
where  the  cat  stands  condemned  of  carrying 
disease.  A  cat,  though  it  may  no'  be  suffer- 
ing from  a  disease,  may  have  the  germs  in 
its  coat.  The  lady  who  kisses  its  soft  fur  is 
always  liable  to  fall  a  prey.  Such  notable 
Professors  as  Krajewski,  Lavsson,  Lignieres, 
and  Jers,  who  studied  the  cat,  have  written 
and  left  records  of  how  liable  the  cat  is  to 
contract  diseases,  and  it  is  generally  accepted 
that  it  is  the  most  contagious  of  any  of  our 
domestic  animals. 

Some  authorities  believe  that  the  scourge 
cf  influenza  that  passed  over  this  country  a 
few  years  ago  was  carried  to  a  very  gTeat 
extent  by  cats.  Certain  society  ladies  of  to- 
day have  been  so  frightened  by  what  they 
read  about  cats  carrying  diseases  that  they 
refuse  to  have  a  cat  or  kitten  in  the  bouse; 
nevertheless  they  desire  a  pet  of  some  sort, 
so  the  dealers  in  animals  are  always  on  the 
look-out  to  introduce  some  new  animal  craze. 

The  new  craze  is  for  society  women  to 
have  a  number  of  snakes.  These  are  quite 
harmless,  and  are  intelligent.  They  are  kept 
in  the  bedroom,  and  will  crawl  and  fawn 
their  mistress  generally.  When  these  ladies 
go  to  visit  their  friends  they  have  one  or 
two  of  these  reptiles  wound  round  their 
wrists,  a  place  where  they  will  stay  quietly 
for  many  hours.  One  very  well-known  lady 
is  in  the  habit  of  carrying  no  fewer  than  eight 
of  these  strange  pets  round  her  wrist  and 
arm.

£  may  be  allowed,  perhaps,  to  sug- 
f^  gest  some  further  reflections  on  the 
altering  conditions  of  human  life. 
The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  in 
a  sermon,  spoke  of  a  mental 
change  vohich  has  been  produced  in  ihe  great 
mass  ot  civilized  men  and  women  by  new  and 
entirely  material  -causes.  "The  growth,"  he 
>aid,  "of  our  daily  and  hourly  knowledge  of 
what  is  happening  in  l he  world  is  amazing,  and 
no  huirum  being  can  have  ihe  same  intensity 
of  interest  &t  >ympathy  with  regard  to  a  hun- 
dred incidents,  or  sorrows,  or  efforts,  or  re- 
sponsibilities as  he  can  with  regard  to  "ten." 
This  growth  of  knowledge,  or  rather  we  should 
say  of  news,  has  put  us  all  into  a  new  relation 
with  the  world.  Our  ancestors,  even  up  to  a 
few  generations  ago,  were  for  the  roast  part 
concerned  only  with  their  own  affairs.  News 
of  great  events  came  to  them  now  and  then, 
but  slowly  and  scantily,  and  a  piece  of  news 
from  the  outer  world  was  an  event  in  their  lives. 
But  for  us  news  from  every  continent  comes  as 
a  matter  of  course  every  morning.  History  is 
made,  as  it  were,  before  our  eyes;  ana*  we  are 
spectators  of  all  the  great  events  of  the  world, 
as  well  as  actors  in  a  few  of  the  small  ones. 
The  result  is  that  we  have  acquired  a  spectator's 


give  him  the  credit  for  it.  But,  when  it  is 
aroused  in  us  by  real  events,  we  are  apt  to  give 
ourselves  the  credit  for  it,  and,  If  we  do  that, 
we  confuse  it  with  real  sympathy  and  become 
sentimentalists,  encouraging  our  feelings  for  the 
pleasure  they  give  us.  Thai  is  the  danger  of  our 
modern  wealth  of  news.  It  tempts  us  to  waste 
our  highest  faculties,  and  even  to  misunder- 
stand their  true  nature.  It  turns  us  into  spec- 
tators of  great  affairs  when  we  should  be  actors 
in  small  ones,  so  that  we  think  of  ourselves  as 
gods  watching  the  world  from  a  height,  when 
we  are  really  men  with  a  little  business  of  DOT 
own  to  perform  in  the  plain: — London  Times. 


HOW  TO  AVOID  WORRY 


habit  of  mind  and  look  for  a  spectator's  amuse 
ment  from  the  process  of  contemporary  history. 
We  expect  something  from  life  which  our  fore- 
fathers never  expected  of  it,  and  in  that  expecta- 
tion we  see  life  itself  quite  differently  from  the 
manner  in  which  they  saw  it.  They,  no  doubt. 
gpi  a  spectator's  amusement  from  the  doings  of 
their  neighbors.  Where  we  have  newspapers 
they  had  the  gossip  of  their  own  parishes;  where 
we  interest  ourselves  in  the  state  of  Europe, 
they  were  interested  in  local  politics.  But 
there  is  this  great  difference — that  they  helped 
to  make  their  own.  daily  news  and  gossiped 
about  people  they  knew  and  met  every  day, 
whereas  we  have  no  intimate  concern  with  the 
great  events  and  great  people  of  whom  we  hear 
so  much.  They,  in  fact,  were  actors  in  their 
little  local  history  as  well  as  spectators  of  it, 
whereas  we  are  only  spectators  of  a  world-his- 
tory and  affect  it  as  little  as  the  audience  of  a 
play  affects  the  plot. 

The  natural  result  of  all  this  is,  as  the  Arch- 
bishop pointed  out,  less  intensity  of  feeling, 
and  therefore  less  sense  of  responsibility.  When 
we  can  survey  mankind  from  China  to  Peru 
we  must  lose  some  interest  in  the  parish  pump, 
and  the  habit  of  surveying  these  wide  prospects 
with  which  we  ourselves  have  no  practical  con- 
cern makes  us  think  of  the  whole  world  as  a 
Npectacle  provided  for  our  amusement.  In 
every  age  and  almost  in  every  country  men  have 
taken  pleasure  in  drama;  but  they  have  clearly 
distinguished  it  from  reality.  Indeed,  whenever 
drama  has  flourished  most  it  has  been  least 
realistic,  as  if  the  audience  were  on  their  guard 
against  confounding  it  with  reality,  and  knew 
that  they  could  get  a  pure  artistic  pleasure  from 
it  only  when  there  was  no  possibility  of  such 
.confusion.  But  for  us  reality  itself  is  a  drama, 
and  we  get  the  same  kind  of  excitement  from  it 
as  the  Greeks  and  the  Elizabethans  got  from 
tragedy  or  comedy.  In  this  respect,  though  far 
more  innocently,  we  are  in  the  same  case  as 
that  inartistic  people  the  Romans,  who"  con- 
founded drama  and  reality  most  brutally  in 
their  gladiatorial  shows.  We  have  not  the 
guilt  of  making  men  fight  for  our  amusement, 
nor  do  we  take  a  bloodthirsty  pleasure  in  the 
actual  spectacle  of  wounds  and  death;  but,  like 
the  Romans,  we  get  what  should  be  an  artistic 
and  imaginative  excitement  from  real  events, 
with  the  result  that  our  interest  in  wars,  or 
calamities,  or  fearful  crimes  has  often  a  good 
deal  of  cold-blooded  curiosity  inn't.  _.  No  doubt 
we  try  to  ease  our  consciences  by  expressing 
concern  for  the  disasters  of  which  we  read,  but 
that  concern  is  often  mixed  with  unconscious 
pleasure,  like  the  tears  we  shed  over  a  play. 
Newsboys  would  not  cry  bad  news  so  eagerly 
if  there  were  not  a  large  public  eager  to  hear 
it;  and,  as  Mr.  Dooley  has  pointed  out,  it  is  al- 
ways the  bad  news  that  gets  printed.  If  it 
really  troubled  us,  we  should  not  want  to  hear 
it  and  should  be  angry  with  those  who  din  it  in 
our  ears.  But,  since  we  clearly  take  a  pleasure 
in  hearing  it,  it  must  be  a  dramatic  pleasure, 
natural  enough,  but  a  little  enervating  both  to 
heart  and  mind. 

For  it  is,  unfortunately,  necessary  that  hu- 
man beings  should  practice  some  economy  both 
in  intellectual  and  in  emotional  excitement.  We 
have  only  a  limited  amount  of  understanding 
and  feeling;  and  we  should  therefore  use  both 
where   they  are   most   needed.      News   is  not 
necessarily  knowledge,  even  when  it  is  all  true; 
for,  if  we  get  nothing  but  a  passing  excitement 
from  the  news  of  some  momentous  event,  it  is 
like  a  stone  thrown  into  a  pond  that  makes  no  ' 
change  to  the  water  except  a  few  passing  rip- 
ples.  But  it  is  easy  to  mistake  these  excitements 
for  thought;  and  no  less  easy  to  mistake  pass- 
ing excitements  of  feeling  for  sympathy.    Real 
thought  and  real  sympathy  are  difficult  "and  ex- 
hausting for  most  men.    They  do  not  come  by 
nature,  but  are  the  highest  achievements  of  the 
will.     We  prize  them  greatly  and  justly;  and 
for  that  very  reason  are  apt  to  be  deceived  by 
spurious  imitations  of  them.     Therefore  it  is 
necessary  that  we  should  make  a  sharp  distinc- 
tion between  the  artistic  sympathy  that  gives 
only  pleasure  and  the  real  sympathy  that  is 
sharply  mixed  with  pain.    The  first  is  harmless 
and  ennobling  so  long  as  its  nature  is  clearly 
understood.    We  do  well  to  feel  it  when  we 
"Ktof  Uar"  acted;  for  then  we  know  that 
t/reat  poet  who  arouses  it  in  us,: 


The  worries  of  today  are  the  jokes  of  to- 
morrow. Look  over  your  past  life.  What  are 
the  incidents  that  you  find  funny  now?  Every 
one  of  them  was  a  worry  at  the  time  it  hap- 
pened. You  laugh  as  you  look  back  at  past 
worries.  Well,  why  not  laugh  at  the  worries 
of  today  and  tomorrow  as  well? 

Worry  doesn't  get  you  any  thing  or  any- 
where. There's  no  use  worrying  about  things 
that  are  past.  Whatever  has  happened  is 
right,  or  it  would  not  have  happened. The 


whole  great  universe  is  run  in  harmony.  Don't 
be  conceited  enough  to  suppose  .that  anything 
you  have  done  is  out  of  harmony  with  the  uni- 
verse. If  it  was,  the  whole  world  would  soon 
get  out  of  kilter. 

There's  no  use  of  worrying,  either,  about 
what's  going  to  happen.  Nobody  knows  that. 
Remember,  too,  the  worst  never  happens.  And 
why  worry  now?  You  can  either  help  or 
can't  help  what  you  are  worrying  about.  If 
you  can  help  it,  go  ahead  and  do  it,  and  stop 
worrying.  If  you  can't  help  it,  what  good  does 
worrying  do? 

"But,"  you  say,  "I.  just  can't  help  worry- 
ing." Ho\v  absurd!  Of  course  you  can.  Try 
this  plan:  Sit  down  calmly  and  ask  yourself 
what  is  the  very  worst  result  that  can  come 
from   your   present    trouble.      Look   it    in    the 


face  boldly.  Square  your  shoulders  and  say 
to  yourself:  "Well,  if  that's  all,  I  can  face 
that.  Lots  of  worse  things  have  happened  to 
millions  of  other  people  and  they  have  surviv- 
ed.    I  guess  1  can." 

Prob- 
ably George  Washington's  wife  used  to  worry 
when  he  got  home  late  for  dinner,  but  what 
difference  does  it  make  to  either  of  them  now? 

Put  down  in  it  today 
everything  that  worries  you.  Look  at  it  a 
week  from  today.  How  many  of  the  things 
you  are  worrying  about  will  happen?  The 
longer  you  keen  a  worry  hook  the  shorter  will 
grow  the  entries.

FEMININE  UPLIFT  WORK  IN  GERMANY 


The  invitations  issued  by  the  Kaiser  for  the 
pre-Lenten  court  festivities  have  been  found  to 
include  the  names  of  a  number  of  industrial, 
leaders  and  one  noted  shipping  king,  who  had 
hitherto  been  barred  from  the  court  circle,  and 
the  democracy  is  regarding  it  as  something  in 
the  nature  of  a  triumph.  But  a  close  inspection 
of  the  list  of  those  invited  reveals  that  all  the 
captains  of  finance  and  industry  thus  honored 
have  wives  of  noble  origin,  and  that  the  royal 
favors  are  given  for  the  wives  and  only  nomin- 
ally to  the  husbands.  Whereat  there  is  now  a 
wild  outcry,  led  by  Dr.  Lubomirsky  of  Leip'sic, 
who  declares  that  Europe  is  entirely  "led  by 
women." 

"In  England  and  America,"  he  says,  "man 
has  long  been  degraded  into  the  position  of  in- 


ferior  animal  of  ministrant.  His  social  value 
depends  upon  his  having  a  rich,  showy,  repre- 
sentative wife.  Now  Germany  is  being  plagued 
with  this  curse.  The  leaders  of  Berlin  are  not 
men,  but  women,  and  they  lead  in  direct  pro- 
portion to  their  wealth  in  diamonds,  dress  and 
automobiles. 

Germany's  Government  resembles 
France's,  in  that  men  nominally  hold  office. 
But  it  is  women  who  appoint  and  control  the 
men.  The  German  man  is  becoming'  like  one 
of  those  feeble,  ineffective  male  insects  whose 
only  function  is  to  drone  away  a  short  life  at 
the  side  of  a  gorgeous  and  voracious  female."

T  seems  likely  that  a  bill  will  be 
introduced  in  the  Nevada  Leg- 
islature extending  the  time 
v  of  residence  necessary  to  se- 
cure a  divorce  in  that  State 
from  six  months  to  one  year.  Should 
this  measure  pass  it  will  strike  a 
serious  blow  at  the  -notorious  Reno 
divorce  colony,  and  might  even  abolish  it,  for 
it  is  the  six  months'  residence  (that  makes 
Reno  so  popular  with  those  seeking  relief  from 
matrimonial  obligations.  That  the  city  of 
Reno  will  resist  this  legislation  to  the  uttermost 
may  be  taken  for  granted.  Reno  thrives  on 
the  divorce  colony.  It  does  not  particularly 
care  where  poor  people  take  their  troubles,  but 
it  welcomes  the  millionaires  who  spend  their 
money  in  the  Reno  shops,  and  make  Reno 
gaiety  the  envy  of  other  Western  cities.  Reno 
also  welcomes  prizefights,  and  it  used  to  toler- 
ate open  gambling  halls,  but  this  diversion  was 
abolished  not  very  long  ago,  and  there  is  a 
possibility  that  in  the  State  of  Nevada,  outside 
of  the  city  of  Reno,  the  majority  of  citizens 
are  weary  of  the  prominence  divorce  has  given 
to  their  State,  and  would  follow  the  example 
of  South  Dakota  in  lengthening  the  period  of 


residence. 

AN  OLD  TERRITORIAL  LAW 

For  several  years  South  Dakota  divorces 
had  the  same  sort  of  notoriety  that  Reno 
"divorces  have  today,  and  Sioux  City  was  the 
headquarters  of  the  divorce  colony.  Then  the 
citizens  of  the  State  concluded  that  it  was  bad 
business  to  receive  this  kind  of  advertising,  and 
it  lengthened  the  period  necessary  for  a.  legal 
residence  to  be  established.  That  ended  the 
popularity  of  the  State  among  people  seeking 
a  swift  divorce,  and  it  was  shortly  afterwards 
that  Colorado  arose  to  take  it's  place.  Some 
people  have  the  idea  that  the  State  of  Nevada 
deliberately  framed  a  lax  law  in  order  to  at- 
tract wealthy  people  seeking  divorce,  but  the 
Nevada  divorce  law  was  enacted  In  1861,  long 


before  Nevada  was  a  state.  When  It  attained 
statehood  its  existing  laws  were  preserved,  but 
at  that  time  no  one  apparently  saw  that  one  of 
these  laws  would  give  the  State  world-wide 
fame  as  a  solvent  of  marriage  ties. 

FIRST  FASHIONABLE  RENO  DIVORCE 

On  its  face,  that  statute  was  innocent 
enough.  It  merely  provided  that  in  order  to 
acquire  citizenship  it  is  only  necessary  to  re- 
side for  six  months  in  the  State.  At  the  end 
of  that  time  the  resident  becomes  a  citizen,  and 
is  entitled  to  bring  a  legal  action  for  any  cause, 
divorce  being  only  one  of  them.  When  this 
measure  was  enacted  in  the  old  ferritorial  days 
its  purpose  was  to  encourage  settlement,  and  it 
had  this  effect.  It  was  not  until  1900  that  it 
was  discovered  that  the  six  months'  residence 
law  offered  unusual  facilities  for  divorce,  and 
then  the  discovery  was  made  in  an  unusual 
way.  Earl  Russell  seems  to'  have  been  the 
modern  discoverer  of  the  Nevada  divorce  laws. 
At  any  rate,  he  established  a  legal  residence  in  , 
the  State-,  asd  at  the  end  of  six  months  mar- 
ried a  Miss  Marion  Cook.  He  returned  to  Eng- 
land, but  was  arrested  and  tried  for  bigamy  by 
the  House  of  Lords.  His  Nevada  decree  was 
not  recognized,  and  he  was  sentenced  to  three 
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HERE  are  today  in  the  Legisla- 
tures of  the  Empire  scores  of  men 
making  Imperial  laws  who  would 
not  be  legally  recognized  in  Eng- 
•  land  as  British  citizens.  There 
are  hundreds  of  thousands — mainly  in  Western 
Canada  who  have  voluntarily  settled  under  our 
flag  and  taken  on  our  nationality,  who  are 
bringing  up  their  sons  and  daughters  to  honor 
the  King  and  serve  the  Empire,  who  yet  would 
be  in  the  eyes  of  the  lawr,  if  they  came  here, 
foreigners. 

One  of  these  described  their  position  as 
that  of  "the  men  without  a  country."  The 
phrase  was  not  inapt. 

The  best  example  of  the  present  state 
of  affairs  is  seen  in  Western  Canada.  Last 
year  over  two  hundred  thousand  foreigners 
settled  in  the  Dominion,  coming,  in  the  mai  1. 
from  the  United  States.  They  settled  in  Can- 
ada, most  of  them  deliberately  and  after  care- 
ful choice,  adopting  the  Union  Jack  as  their 
.flag  because  of  the  good  laws,  the  good  gov- 
ernment, and  great  prospects  of  the  West. 
They  are  today  building  up  new  cities,  open- 
ing up  new  territories,  and  turning  vast  wastes 
into  some  of  the  most  prosperous  parts  of 
Greater  Britain.  Most  of  them  will  be  natur- 
alized as  Canadians  at  the  first-  opportunity. 
In  due  course  some  of  them  will  be  elected  to 
provincial  Legislatures  or  the  Ottawa  Parlia- 
ment, and  from  the  two  hundred  thousand  may 
possibly  come  the  future  statesmen  or  the  Do- 
minion. 

These  men  must  inevitably  play  a  great 
part  in  the  work  of  the  Empire  tomorrow.' 
They  want  nothing  better  than  to  be  loyal  citi- 
zens. It  might  be.  thought  worth  our  while  to 
foster  and  encourage  their  loyalty  in  every 
way.  Yet,  what  is  their  position  when,  reiv- 
ing on  their  Canadian  naturalization,  they  go 
abroad  and  claim  their  rights  as  British  citi- 
zens? Let  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  answer.  "One 
hundred  thousand  Americans  come  to  Canada 
every  year,  and  the  greater  part  of  them  seek 
naturalization  at  the  earliest  moment.  They 
are  British  subjects  while  they  remain  in  Can- 
ada. But  if  they  come  over  to  Great  Britain, 
they  are  American  citizens." 

CITIZENS   IN   CANADA— ALIENS   IN   LON- 
DON 

The  law,  or  lack  of  law,  which  does  not 
make  the  new  Canadian  at  the  same  time  a 
citizen  of  the  Empire,  which  regards  him  as  a 
British  subject  in  Alberta  and  an  alien  in  Lon- 
don, can  only  be  summed  up  in  Mr.  Bumble's 
famous  definition.  The  whole  situation  has 
arisen  accidentally  owing  to  the  unplanned 
growth  of  the  Empire.  Every  responsible  man 
admits  that  it  is  bad.  No  champion  has  arisen 
to  make  open  defence  of  it.  For  nearly  a 
year  and  a  half  an  Act  has  been  tossed  about 
between  our  Colonial  Of  fir,  and  Home  pf« 
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fice,  and  the  overseas  authorities  which  would 
remedy  it. 

In  England  we  do  not  encourage  naturali- 
zation, for  we  have  no  wish  to  be  overrun  by 
doubtful  characters  from  the  Continent,  who, 
after  a  short  residence  among  us,  shall  be  able 
to  claim  the  rights  of  our  citizenship  in  other 
lands.  Accordingly  we  demand  a  five  years' 
residence  and  the  payment  of  fees,  and  the 
Home  Office  scrutinizes  all  applicants  very 
closely.  When  the  Dominions  acquired  self- 
government  they  were  given  power  to  admit 
foreigners  to  naturalization  within  their  own 
territories.  In  New  Zealand  any' foreigner  of 
good  repute  can  be  naturalized  as  soon  as  he 
settles  in  the  country.  Australia  requires  a 
residence  of  two  years,  and  shuts  out  Mongols 
and  Pacific  Islanders.  Other  parts  have  their 
separate  laws.  But  the  naturalization  given 
by  the  Dominions  applies  solely  within  the 
limits  of  their  own  territories. 

So  long  as  our  people  in  our  Dominions 
kept  to  their  own  districts  this  answered  well 
enough.  But  soon  the  man  who  first  settled 
in  Australia  moved  on  to  Canada;  in  Canada 
he  had  to  go  through  the  whole  process  of 
naturalization  again.  If  at  the  end  of  ten 
years  in  Canada  he  moved  on  to  London,  he 
found  that  he  was  still  in  the  eyes  of  the  law 
as  much  a  stranger  as  ever.  The  New  Eng- 
lander  naturalized  in  New  Zealand  who  went 
for  a  journey  to  Russia  or  Spain  found,  if  the 
law  was  observed,  that  his  passport  bore  a 
different  and  lesser  endorsement  from  that  of 
the  Polish  Jew  who  had  become  naturalized 
in  London. 

SIR  WILFRID  LAURIER'S  PLEA 

The  whole  matter  was  brought  up  before 
the  Imperial  Conference  in  1911.  The  feel- 
ing there  was  practically  unanimous  in  favor 
of  reform.  Australia  and  New  Zealand  mov- 
ed for  amendment  and  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier 
,  made  an  eloquent  plea  for  uniformity.  "I 
strongly  urge  the  adoption  of  the  principle 
that  ...  the  man  who  is  a  British  subject 
anywhere  shall  be  recognized  as  a  British  sub- 
ject everywhere,"  he  said.  The  representa- 
tives of  South  Africa  were  at  first  doubtful, 
but  they  were  so  soundly  converted  that  South 
Africa  has  since  led  the  way  In  the  matter. 

In  the  frank  debate  at  Whitehall  certain 
difficulties  emerged.  They  were  fully  faced. 
The  leading  two  points  were 

1.  It  must  not  be  made  too  easy  for  an 
outlander  to  obtain  naturalization.  We  wanl 
the  decent,  steady  alien  who  settles  in  Canada 
or  Australia  to  become  a  British  subject,  but 
we  do  not  want  any  relaxation  that  will  ad- 
mit the  criminal. 

2.  Naturalization  laws  must  not  be  used 
to  force  on  any  part  of  the  Empire  people  it 
does  not  want.  New  Zealand,  for  example, 
will  not,  so  far  as  she  can  help  it,  allow  Chin- 
ese and  Japanese  to  settle  among  her  people. 


She  is  going  to  keep  her  Dominion  as  a  white 
man's  land.  If,  under  the  shield  of  an  Imper- 
ial naturalization  law,  Chinese  who  had  ac- 
quired citizenship  in  Hong-kong  or  the  Straits 
Settlements  demanded  the  right  to  enter  and 
remain  in  New  Zealand,  her  people  would  not 
stand  it.  The  same  applies  to  Canada  and 
South  Africa  over  the  Hindu  problem.  Every 
Dominion  must  retain  the  right  to  select  its 
own  population. 

The  Conference,  under  the  lead  of  Mr. 
Churchill,  came  to  a  common  agreement  on 
the  matter.  An  Act  embodying  the  proposals 
was  at  once  drafted.  It  provided  that  in  fu- 
ture Imperial  naturalization  may  be  granted 
after  five  years'  residence  iii  the  King's  Do.- 
minions,  in  place  of,  as  now,  within  the  Unit- 
ed Kingdom  alone.  It  gave  the  Government 
of  any  British  possessions  the  same  power  to 
grant  this  naturalization  as  the  Secretary-  of 
State,  it  required  that  applicants  be  of  good 
character  and  have  an  adequate  knowledge  of 
the  English  language,  and  that  the  certificate 
of  naturalization  shall  not  take  effect  until  the 
oath  of  allegiance  has  been  taken. 

DELAYING  A  GREAT  REFORM 

Two  important  provisions  deserve  men- 
tion. The  first  by  protecting  local  authority 
did  away  with  the  possibility  of  unwanted  peo- 
ple being  forced  on  different  parts  of  the  Do- 
minions: 

"Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  take  away  or 
abridge  any  power  vested  in  or  exercisable  by 
the  Legislature  or  Government  of  any  British 
possession,  or  prevent  any  such  Legislature  or 
( Government  from  treating  differently  different 
classes  of  British  subjects." 

The  second  suggests  the  possibilities  of 
greater   Imperial  responsibilities: 

"A  person  to  whom  a  certificate  of  natural- 
ization is  granted  shall  .  .  .be  subject  to 
all  obligations,  duties  and  liabilities  to  which 
,  a  natural  born  British  subject  is  entitled,  and 
have  to  all  intents  and  purposes  the  status  of  a 
natural  born  British  subject." 

It  seemed  by  the  Autumn  of  1911  as 
though  the  battle  had  been  won.  There  was 
common  agreement  on  principle.  South  Af- 
rica led  the  way  in  enthusiastic  acceptance  of 
the  draft  Ast.  A  debate  a  few  weeks  later  in 
the  Canadian  House  emphasized  the  need  of 
prompt  action.  The  King's  Speech  in  1912 
announced  the  Introduction  of  the  measure  to 
Parliament. 

Fourteen  months  have  gone  by  since  South 
Africa  accepted.  The  fourteen  months  have 
'  been  spent  in  the  receipt  and  consideration  of 
despatches  by  different  Departments.  Has  not 
the  moment  come  when  a  little  expedition 
might  be  used  to  quicken  the  last  stages  of  a 
reform  which,  though  small  in  itself,  will  yet 
mark  a  definite  and  wholly  desirable  step  for- 
ward in  our  Imperial  relations?—. P.  A.  Me- 
Kenaie,  in  Condon  Di  t 


months'  imprisonment  as  a  first-class  offender.

A  LAWYER'S  DISCOVERY 
Among  the  many  people  who  read  the  re- 
ports of  the  trial  was  an  American  lawyer.  It 
occurred  to  him  that  the  advantages  of  Nevada 
were  not  sufficiently  known  to  the  United 
States,  so  he  hurried  to  Reno  as  the  most  de- 
sirable of  Nevada  cities,  opened  an  office  and 
proceeded  to  advertise  in  Eastern  newspapers 
for  clients.  This  began  the  rush  to  Reno,  and 
it  has  been  increasing  in  volume  ever  since. 
Undoubtedly  the  merchants  of  the  city  have 
prospered  as  a  result  of  the  divorce  colony,  for, 
although  90  per  cent  of  the  wealthy  residents 
of  Reno  only  remain  for  six  months,  their 
places  are  taken  as  fast  as  they  depart  by  an- 
other lot  equally  free  spenders.  Nevertheless, 
there  are  many  in  the  city  who  applauded  the 
words  of  Col.  Roosevelt  when  he  visited  the 
place  some  eighteen  "months  ago,  and  in  a 
public  speech  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
State  would  keep  out  the  colonists  seeking  di- 
vorce. 

LAWS  NOT  UNUSUALLY.  LAX 
It  cannot  be  said  that  the  divorce  laws  of 
Nevada  are  the  most  lax  in  the  United  States. 
In  fact,  the  old  New. England  State  of  New 
Hampshire  recognizes  grounds  for  divorce 
that  the  "wild  and  wooly  West"  ignores.  It 
is  the  six  months'  residence  clause  that  is  the 
backbone  of  the  divorce  industry,  although 
there  are  a  couple  of  features  of  the  Nevada 
divorce  law  that  are  also  also  important.  One 
is  to  the  effect  that  a  defendant  who  is  not 
in  the  State  can  be  served  with  a  summons  and 
complaint.  This  is  held  to  mean  that  the  mere 
mailing  of  a  letter  to  the  supposed  or  pretend- 
ed address  of  a  defendant  constitutes  a  legal 
notice,  or  that  the  insertion  of  a  notice  in  the 
newspapers  is  a  legal  service.  Desertion  and 
non-support  for  a  year,  conviction  of  a  felony 
or  an  infamous  crime,  habitual  drunkenness 
and  extreme  cruelty  are  causes  for  divorce  in 
Nevada.  Desertion  is  the  most  commonly 
pleaded  of  causes,  and  the  fact  that  a  man 
leaves  his  wife  in  New  York  and  goes  to  Reno 
has  been  accepted  before  now  as  a  "deser- 
tion" entitling  the  husband  to  a  decree.

Always  when  something  new  and  beautiful 
flashes  across  the  vision  and  consciousness  of 
the  public  curiosity  is  manifested  to  know  all 
about  the  man  who  invented  it  and  sent  it 
forth. 

And  just  ..now  a  lot  of  persons  who  have 
worried' themselves  tired  trying  to  describe  the 
beauty  of  the  kinemacolor  pictures  are  asking 
who  it  was  that  invented  the  process,  and  how 
he  parts  his  hair,  is  he  in  favor  of  votes  for 
women,  and  what's  his  name  anyway?  The 
inventor,  then,  of  animated  pictures  in  natural 
colors  must  be  an  interesting  personality.  He 
is.  He  went  to  London  at  $125  a  month — less 
by  a  good  deal  than  the  fur  collar  on  his  over- 
coat costs  now.  While  he  tells  of  his  early 
bumps  is  a  favorable  moment  to  watch  him. 
The  bumps,  by  the  way,  have  made  his  muscles 
like  iron.  Also,  the  "thank-you-marms"  along 
life's  highway  have  given  him  a  complexion  as 
ruddy  as  a  teamster's,  an  eye  that  twinkles,  an 
ever  present  feeling  of  energetic  self-assurance, 
and  a  rather  strong  British  accent.

When  the  writer  met  Mr.  Urban,  he  was 
giving  five-minute  interviews  to  a  sort  of  the- 
atrical bread  line  that  stretched  from  the  door 
to  his  private  office.    It  we?  an  artistic  bread 
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A  Bountiful  Breeze  from  Rag  Time  Alley 
at  the  Empress  this  week. 

line,  to  be  sure,  made  up  of  le'cturers,  photo- 
graphers and  other  temperamental  men.  all, 
however,  intent  on  making  their  fortunes  by 
climbing  into  the  band  wagon  of  the  man  who 
has  been  credited  with  having  more  clearly 
caught  nature  napping  than  any  of  his  com- 
petitors. 

The  five-minute  stipulation  was  forgotten 
by  Mr.  Urban  when  he  recounted  his  discour- 
agements and  successes  to  the  interviewer.  Mr 
Urban  grew  entertainingly  enthusiastic,  as  an 
inventor  whose  dreams  come  true  may  be  ex- 
pected to  do. 

"Fifty  years  ago,"  said  Mr.  Urban,  "the  ac- 
tual details  of  a  royal  function  were  witnessed 
only  by  the  few  spectators  gathered  to  watch 
it.  The  Kinemacolor  camera  is  a  sort  of  uni- 
versal eye.  Wherever  its  unerring  glance  is 
cast  there  remains  an  unalterable  record  of  all 
that  has  passed  before  it,  whether  good  or  ill. 
It  has  reduced  the  globe  to  the  dimensions  of  an 
orange,  which  we  can  turn  about  and  examine 
zi  will. 

"I  had  got  in  touch  in  London  with  a  Mr. 
Turner,  who  had  been  a  pupil  of  Sanger  Shep- 
herd, of  color-photography  fame.  Mr.  Turner 
wanted  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  apply- 
ing the  three  color  process  of  photography  to 
kinematography.  I  supplied  Mr.  Turner  with 
apparatus  and  films  and  money  for  his  experi- 
mental work. 

"After  about  ten  months,  when  very  good 
results  had  been  shown,  we  came  to  the  con- 
clusion thai  the  process  was  too  complicated 
and  expensive  for  general  use.  It  seemed  then 
that  it  could  not  be  made  a  commercial  suc- 
cess. And  then  Mr.  Turner  died  suddenly  from 
heart  disease.  And  I  didn't  know  anything 
more  about  color  photography  than  a  rabbit 
knows  about  shaving. 

"I  had  sunk  a  great  deal  of  money,  and  1 
went  to  Mrs  Turner,  who  had  several  children 
to  care  for,  and  offered  to  buy  all  the  note- 
books and  other  data  that  her  husband  had  got 
together  bearing  on  his  experimental  efforts 
along  this  line.  She  was  glad  to  dispose  of 
them,  but  when  I  got  them,  and  tried  to  make 
head  or  tail  of  the  mass  of  shorthand  memor- 
anda, and  tables  of  chemical  analyses,  and 
stray  paragraphs  about  this  and  that,  it  was 
next  to  impossible  to  understand  the  first  thing 
about  it.  K      ■ 

"There  was  a- chap  named  Albert  Smith, 
who  had  a  small  place -in  the  country,  down 
Brighton  way,  who  liked  to  do  photographic 
stunts,  and  was  so  fixed  he  could,  if  he  felt  like 
it,  give  a  lot  of  time  to  his  experiments'.  Mr. 
Smith  iiad  been  employed  in  black  and  white 
photographic  work,  and  had  considerable 
knowledge  of  chemistry.  I  told  him  what  I 
was  searching  for,  put  him  in  charge  of  experi- 
ments, and  he  and  I  worked  steadily  on  the 
proposition  for  several  years. 

"It  was.  the  same  old  story  of  spending 
large  sums  of  money,  and  ultimately  being 
forced  to  the  conclusion  once  more  that  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  attain  a  process  that 
would  enable  us  to  take  advantage  of  the  ex- 
isting market.  That  is,  to  obtain  a  machine 
so  simple  that  it  could  be  put  into  the  hands  of 
tens  of  thousands  of  operators.  This  was 
about  four  years  ago. 

"For  another*  twelve  months  we  did  noth- 
ing except  think.  Then  the  idea  struck  us  to 
divide  the  spectrum  into  half.  The  three  prim- 
ary colors  being  red,  blue  and  yellow,  we  divid- 
ed the  three  primary  colors  in  half,  using  half 
of  the  yellow  with  the  blue  and  making  a  blue 
green,  and  the  qther  ha-lf  of  the  yellow  with 
the  red,  making  a  deep  orange. 

"In  his  other  experiments,  Mr.  Smith  had 
made  use  of  strip-film  negatives  taken  alter- 
nately through  red,  green  and  blue  filters. 
When  be  made  a  positive  filter  from  this  rt# 


light,  the  results  were  almost  colorless,  owing 
to  the  excessive  actinic  action  of  the  blue 
light  that  had  produced  the  negative  record, 
and  the  correspondingly  overpowering  effect 
through  the  blue  filter." 

The  kaleidescopic  play  of  colors  in  the  long 
sentence  that  Mr.  Urban  had  just  delivered 
made  the  writer  blink  involuntarily,  and  Mr. 
Urban  kindy  recognized  that  a  too  quick  suc- 
cession of  verbal  deep  blues  and  orange  might 
be  confusing  to  an  ordinary  person.  So  he 
spoke  more  slowly,  illuminating  his  meaning, 
as  follows: 

"In  other  words,  the  exposure  necessary 
to  get  satisfactory  green  and  red  records  was 
utterly  out  of  the  scale  with  that  required  for 
the  blue  record  Another  disadvantage  of  the 
three-color  process  was  that  norrnal  speed  of 
the  ordinary  kinematograph  film  one  foot  a 
second,  had  to  be  trebled  to  give  forty-eight  ex- 
posures instead  of  sixteen  a  second,,  and  such 
an  increase  of  speed  involved  prohibitive  ex- 
pense and  complicated  mechanical  devices  for 
the  manipulation  of  the  films. 

"The  kinemacolor  camera,  as  finally  work- 
ed out,  is  similar  to  that  used  for  black  and 
white  work,  except  that  it  is  built  to  run  at 
twice  the  speed — thirty-two  instead  of  sixteen 
exposures  a  seCOhd. — Its  e&entlaLiHfference-rs- 
that  it  has  a  fotary  color  filter  placed  between 
the  lens  and  the  shutter.  This  filter  consists  of 
an  aluminum  skeleton  wheel,  having  one  seg- 
ment filled  in  with  green  dyed  gelatine,  and  it 
is  so  geared  that  the  exposures  are  made 
through  the  two  filters  alternately. 

"The  negative  film  consist  of  images  in 
pairs,  one  being  the  record  of  the  red,  and  the 
other  of  the  green  in  the  object  photographed. 
In  the  kinemacolor  projector  the  two  pictures 
are  not  superimposed  on  the  screen  at  the 
same  moment,  but  the  picture  is  projected  first 
through  the  red  and  then  through  the  green 
filter  at  the  rate  of  thirty-two  pictures  a  sec- 
ond." 

But  to  go  back  to  the  story  of  the  process. 
The  idea  of  dividing  the  spectrum  into  half 
made  it  necessary  that  an  entirely  new  equip- 
ment of  machinery,  cameras  and.printers  be  ob- 
tained. These  matters  were  worked  out  by 
Mr.  Urban,  while  Mr.  Smith  devoted  himself 
to  the  chemical  aspects  of  the  investigation. 
About  three  years  ago  the  first  length  con- 
sisting of  about  fifteen  feet  of  films,  was  suc- 
cessfully shown  in  color,  and  three  months 
more  of  exhaustive  experimental  work  showed 
that  the  inventors  had  finally  solved,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Urban,  the  problem  of  producing 
motion  pictures  in  natural  colors.     •

"I  will  sell  my  soul  for  a  thousand  dollars. 
I  make  this  offer  that  1  may  release  it  from 
slavery.  I  work  sixteen  hours  a  day  in  a  deli- 
catessen store — but  I  am  a  poet.  I  will  read 
you  some  of  my  verses!"     , 

To  show  you  that  even  an  operatic  audi- 
ence has  a  heart,  when  some  began  to  sneer 
and  snicker,  there  was  a  loud  hush!  So  the 
girl  read,  with  flushed  cheeks  and  flashing  eyes 
and  read  so  well  that  there  was  loud  applause. 

"Yes,"  she  said,  "I  will  sell  my  soul  and 
my  body  to  the  man  who  will  help  me  free 
myself  from  my  thraldom.  I  want  the  money 
to  publish  my  verses.  I  have  tried  everywhere 
only  to  meet  failure.  I  will,  repay.  If  I  do  not 
the  holder  of  the  mortgage  may  foreclose!

1  know  not  whether  this  girl  has  written 
good  poetry  or  bad  poetry,  but  1  do  know  that 
she  represents  a  vast  number  of  girls  whose  as- 
piration is  to  do  something  higher  than  the 
drudgery  they  have  to  endure  to  make  even  a 
bare  living. 


Here  is  a  little  story  from  "Mephtfto's" 
page  in  Musical  America  descriptive  of  a  man"s 
courage  in  the  face  of  overwhelming  odds: 

Some  musicians  were  telling  stories  at  a 
club  the  other  night,  and,  as  is  their  custom,, 
they  were  full  of  complaints  and  woes.  In 
some  cases  it  was  the  illiberality  of  managers 
or  theif  lack  of  interest.

As  eloquently  as  I  could 
I  related  the  story  of  Edward  Marshall,  whom 
many  know  as  one  of  the  brightest,  as  he  is 
one  of  the  most  forceful  ami  dfethtguished 
writers  for  the  press.  He  is  also  the  author  of 
many  successful  novels. 

.  His  newspaper  work  at  present  Is 
pally  confined  to  those 


tides  which  appear  in  the  magazine  supple- 
ment of  The  New  York  Times  on  Sundays — 
articles  which  are  remarkable  not  only  for  the 
interest  of  the  subject  but  for  their  originality 
and  the  vivid  manner  in  which  they  are  pre- 
sented. 

"Now,"  said  I,  "do  you  know  anything 
about  the  personality  of  this  Edward  Marshall? 
Well,  he  was  for  some  years  the  editor  of  the 
Sunday  edition  of  The  New  York  Herald.  Then 
he  represented  Mr.  Bennett  in  London,  I  be- 
lieve. After  that  he  went  to  Cuba  and  rep- 
resented the  Hearst  papers  during  the  war. 

"In  the  Cuban  war,  with  that  undaunted 
pluck  and  enterprize  which  characterize  our 
American  correspondents,  he  went  right  into 
the  fight,  exposed  himself,  and  so  was  shot  in 
two  places  in  the  spine.  He  was  brought  home 
in  what  was  then  believed  to  be  a  dying  con- 
dition. 

"Several  operations  were  performed  on  him 
at  St.  Luke's  Hospital.  He  was  written  about 
as  the  one  extraordinary  case  of  a  man  who 
had  had  a  piece  of  his  spine  taken  out  and  still 
lived. 

"In  the  hospital  he  lay  for  several  years — 
a  cripple.  When  he  had  made  up  his  mind 
that -he  would  not  die  there  he  bribed  somebody 
to  tak-e-hhn-awayi — Ht-arose  from  his  bed, 
with  one  leg  gone,  and  the  other  paralyzed. 
He  got  a  wooden  leg,  and  then,  with  the  little 
money  he  had  left,  bought  some  rough  land  in 
Michigan,  went  there,  and  for  two  years  prac- 
tised walking  with  his  wooden  leg  and  his  par- 
alyzed leg  and  a  stick.  He  stuck  to  it  till  he 
had  accomplished  it,  maintaining  himself, 
meantime,  by  writing  jokes  and  funny  stories 
for  Judge  and  other  comic  papers. 

"Just  think  of  a  man  seeing  the  humorous 
side  of  life  when  in  such  a  condition! 

"And  today,  when  you  meet  him,  you  will 
find  a  most  congenial  companion,  full  of  good 
nature,  optimistic  and  resourceful;  and  when 
you  ask  him  how  he  manages  to  get  through 
all  the  work  that  he  does  he  will  tell  you  that 
it  is  his  custom  to  rise  at  five  in  the  morning 
and  tackle  the  job. 

"Now,"  said  I  to  the  complaining  musi- 
cians, '-'how  many  of  you  people  would  look 
at  the  bright  side  of  things  if  you  had  had  any 
such  experience?

BEAUTY  OF  THE  SKYSCRAPER  CITY 


One  of  the  most  propitious  signs  of  our 
artistic  awakening  may  be  recognized  in  our 
new  acknowledgment  of  elements  pictorial  and 
even  poetic  in  the  modern  city.  It  is  difficult 
for  us  to  relinquish  a  notion  that  the  world  of 
industry  and  commerce  is  art  ugly  and  prosaic 
one.  Now  we  are  called  upon  to  see  in  this 
same  ugliness  something  positively  beautiful. 
And  we  do  begin  to  see  it.  We  begin  to  see  that 
the  city  reveals  the  character  of  an  epoch,  and 
that  the  spirit  of  our  modernity  is,  at  least,  the 
most  appropriate  thing  for  us  to  express.  Art 
is  mere  artifice  unless  it  is  the  response  of  a 
genuine  impulse,  a  genuine  need  that  has  com- 
pelled its  creation.  And  architecture  is  merely 
the  name  we  give  to  the  task  of  planning  how 
best  in  the  construction  of  our  buildings  we  may 
make  beauty  serve  utility  in  accord  with  the 
eternal  fitness  of  things.  The  skyscraper  rose 
higher  and  higher  on  our  streets,  not  aspiring 
to  be  beautiful  but  to  be  useful;  to  solve  the 
problem  of  how  to  raise  a  huge  edifice  on  a 
small  plot  of  valuable  land.  This  imperious  in- 
vasion of  upper  air  for  the  purpose  of  extend- 
ing business  seems  to  us  now  from  our  present 
vantage  point  something  titanic  and  typical  of 
our  time.  Yet  from  ten  to  twenty  years  ago 
we  never  looked  at  the  skyscraper  to  admire  it, 
nor  conceived  the  thought  that  under,  sun- 
flushed  morning  mist  or  the  slant  sunset  light 
it  might  be,  in  a  rare  and  stirring  way,  a  thing 
of  beauty.  Now  we  are  all  ready  to  stand 
sponsor  for  this  new  American*  architecture  that 
is  so  sincere  and  original,  and  we  are  all  will- 
ing to  acknowledge  in  its  appearance  not  only 
something  inherently  picturesque,  but  uncon- 
sciously symbolical.  And  so  more  in  America 
perhaps  than  in  any  other  country  the  town- 
scape  has  become  a  very  formidable  rival  of 
the  landscape  in  painting  and  in  other  pictorial 
arts. — The  Field  of  Art  in  Scribner's.

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ON  GAMES  AND  GAMBLING 

'  A  clergyman  on  being  asked  to  a  Bridge 
party  where  the  usual  points  were  played  for, 
refused.  He  was  also  invited  to '  one  where 
the  hostess  provided  a  prize,  and  accepted. 

The  first  lady,  much  offended,  demanded 
an  explanation  of  the  declining  of  her  invita- 
tion, and  was  told  that  he  objected  to  playing 
for  money.  This  incensed  her  further,  and 
she  taxed  him  with  inconsistency  of  principle, 
declaring  that  there  was  no  more  of  the  gam- 
bling spirit  in  the  one  instance  than  in  the 
other,  for  in  both  the  game  was  one  of  chance 
and  something  was  played  for.. 

That  was  her  argument.  The  clergyman 
replied  that  in  the  case  of  a  prize  graciously 
offered  by  the  hostess  the  affair  was  a  game, 
no  one  could  lose  and  none  win  at  the  ex- 
pense of  another,  or  be  tempted  to  stake  more 
than  he  could  afford  In  the  other  case,  the 
atmosphere  of  the  game  as  an  amusement  or 
recreation  seemed  to  him  to  be  lost,  and  to 
many  players  the  game  became  a  matter  of 
deadly  earnest. 

Each  was  convinced  of  the  infallibility  of 
his  and  her  reasoning,  and  so  they  remained  at 
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loggerheads  until  a  mutual  friend  intervened— 
with  the  somewhat  annoying  remark,  peculiar 
to  mutual  friends,  "there  is  something  to   be 
said  for  both  sides!" 

Considering  further,  she  absolved  the 
clergyman  from  the  charge  of  inconsistency, 
demonstrating  that  there  could  be  nothing 
wrong  or  immoral  in  cards  as  pieces  of  paste- 
board. Even  the  strictest  could"  see  nothing  to 
disapprove  of  in  "snap"  or  "old  maid." 

Therefore,  if  the  clergyman  had  no  objec- 
tion to  playing  games  such  as  tennis  or  cro- 
quet for  prizes,  there  was  no  reason  why  he 
should  fight  shy  of  a  card  tournament. 

It  is,  if  we  come  to  think  of  it,  rather  queer 
that  the  recognized  thing  at  card  parties  is  to 
play  for  so  much  a  hundred,  whereas  at  tennis, 
there  are  no  stakes  on  the  points,  at  cricket 
on  the  runs,  or  at  croquet  per  hoop. 

Even  at  billiards  it  is  not  considered  essen- 
tial to  have  a  wager,  yet  the  same  players  sit- 
ting down  to  Bridge  would  consider  it  insuffer- 
ably dull  to  play  for  "love." 

But  of  late  years,  especially  amongst  peo- 
ple who  do  not  play  for  high  points,  and  young 
people,  who  meet  rather  for  an  evening's 
amusement  than  for  serious  play,  the  custom 
of  subscribing  to  the  pool,  or  contesting  for  a 
small  prize  has  become  very  popular. 

There  have  been  several  discussions  about 
the  practice,  similar  to  the  one  above. 

In  fact,  the  whole  system  of  prizes  has  been 
attacked. 

Madame  Montessori  and  several  educa- 
tionalists have  stated  their  opinion  that  the  sys- 
tem of  prize  giving  is  ethically  wrong,  since 
the  ideal  should  be  to  achieve  from  a  desire  to 
do  so  and  not  from  the  hope  of  a  tangible  re- 
ward. 

One  teacher  objects  that  "So-and-so's"  ob- 
ject in  working  for  a  prize  is  to  go  one  better 
than  his  contemporaries.     "If  'So-and-so'  gets 
a  prize,  why  shouldn't  I?" 
And  why  not? 

The  spirit  of  competition,  contest  of  wits, 
is  one  of  the  most  vital  qualities  of  human  pro- 
gress. 

Again  and  again  in  business,  sport,  litera- 
ture, science,  and,  in  fact,  in  every  occupation, 
the  fact  that  "So-and-so"  has  accomplished 
something  has  spurred  on  another  of  equal  or 
greater  capacity  to  fruitful  endeavor. 

And  the  prize  which  has  been  worked  for, 
and  won,  is  of  more  value  and  solid  satisfac- 
tion to  the  winner  than  the  costliest  present. 

In  many  cases  the  reward  is  merely  sym- 
bolic of  honor  and  glory. 

The  cup  which  athletes  and  teams  sweat 
and  struggle  for  is  nothing  in  itself,  it  is  merely 
the  token  of  success. 

And  who  does  not  desire  success. 
.   Lives  there  a  man  who  is  altogether  averse 
to  it? 

In  work  and  in  play  the  spirit  of  competi- 
tion is  necessary,  vital,  to  a  nation's  welfare, 
and  a  prize  usually  provides  the  fillip  which 
makes  people  keen

THE  ARTIST 
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A  Smart  Hat 

This  smart  hat  is  also  composed  of  velvet  and 

fur  in  a  somewhat  more  severe  style,  the  brim 

turning  sharply  up  at  the  left-hand  side. 


Cook  on  a  grill  until  well  browned  on  both 
sides.  Serve  on  a  hot  dish  garnished  with  pars- 
ley and  accompanied  by  an  orange  salad  made 
thus:  Peel  and  remove  the  white  of  three 
large  seedless  oranges.  Cut  them  in  slices 
lengthwise  with  a  sharp  knife. 

Make  a  mixture  of  the  juice  of  half  a  lem- 
on, a  saltspoonful  of  pepper,  a  teaspoonful  of 
Worcestershire  sauce  and  two  teaspoonfuls  of 
castor  sugar.  Turn  the  slices  of  orange  well 
in  this  mixture,  sprinkle  a  little  finely-chopped 
parsley  on  the  top,  and  serve  either  around 
the  ham  or  on  a  separata  dish. 

TONGUE  WITH  WALNUT 
Either  a  fresh  or  cured  tongue  may  be  used 
for  this  California!!  dish.  In  the  latter  case 
the  tongue  should  be  soaked  for  some  three 
or  four  hours.  Trim  it  neatly,  scrape  the  up- 
per surface,  pepper  it,  lard  it  with  some  thin 
slices  of  fat  bacon,  cover  with  buttered  paper 
and  cook  it  in  an  oven  for  about  two  hours, 
basting  frequently.  Remove  the  paper  at  the 
end  to  allow  the  tongue  to  brown. 

Shell  sufficient  fresh  walnuts  to  fill  a  tea- 
cup, fry  them  in  a  little  butter. to  a  light  brown, 
and  then  pound  them  in  a  mortar  to  a  smooth 
paste.  Mix  the  pounded  nuts  with  about  dou- 
ble the  quantity  of  brown  stock — a  good,

My  Best  Friend: 

Though  we  have  by  no  manner  of  means 
finished  with  winter,  a  hint  of  Spring  is  already 
in  the  air,  with  new  straw  hats  making  a  some- 
what tentative  appearance  at  the  milliners. 
Many  of  these,  of  course,  are  there  to  fulfil  the 
immediate  demand  for  hats  for  Egypt  and  the 
South,  but  from  now  onwards  the  shop  win- 
dows will  gradualy  lose  their  wintry  appear- 
ance, and  the  calendar  will  be  anticipated  by 
a  month  or  so  with  their  contents. 

From  all  accounts  draperies  will  not  be 
superseded  when  the  new  Spring  fashions 
make  their  bow,  and  it  is  more  than  likely  that 
we  shall  feel  their  influence  for  many  months 
to  come.  The  vogue  for  draping  has  not  made 
the  dressmaker's  lot  any  easier,  but  much  the 
reverse;  folds  of  material  need  the  cleverest 
manipulation  to  took  graceful,  and  unskilled 
Angers  will  simply  make  them  heavy  and  mean- 


ingless. Every  fold  of  drapery  should  have  its 
meaning,  and  begin  and  end  in  exactly  th« 
right  place.  Many  a  conscientious  dressmakei 
will  kneel  for  hours  in  front  of  a  draped  skirt, 
arranging  a  fold  here,  pinning  a  fold  there,  and, 
at  the  end  it  will  be  nothing  but  an  ugly  mass 
of  fabric.  Other  dressmakers,  again,  seem  able 
to  drape  by  instinct.  A  touch  of  the  artist  is 
necessary  in  every  couturiere  at  the  present 
time,  otherwise  they  can  never  hope  to  suc- 
ceed under  the  dictates  of  present  day  fashion. 

A  letter  reaching  me  from  the  Riviera  this 
morning  tells  me  there  is  hardly  a  plain  skirt 
to  be  seen ;  that  pleated  or  draped  skirts  form 
part  of  every  suit;  that  evening  wraps  of  some 
sumptuous  material  own  half  their  success  to 
their  clever  drapery,  and  that  fur  coats  have 
succumbed  to  the  fancy  as  much  as  anything 
else.  Pale  colors  seem  to  be  greatly  worn, 
very  striking  shades  being  disregarded,  save  in 
a  touch  here  and  there  upon  frock  or  hat.  Re- 
flecting upon  the  color  schemes  of  this  pres- 
ent season,  we  can  see  that  much  the  same  has 
applied  over  here,  and  that  most  women  have 
preferred  to  pursue  a  subdued  note  in  their 
clothing,  and  this,  in  the  majority  of  cases, 
with  the  Wisest  results. 

The  benefit  of  a  definite  scheme  in  dress 
cannot  be  too  strongly  insisted  upon.  Those 
who  have  economy  thrust  .upon  them,  so  to 
speak,  must  devote  much  time  to  its  consider- 
ation, for  then  they  will  never  be  in  the  sad 
position  of  owning  a  hat  which  quarrels  vio- 
lently with  all  their  gowns  or  vice  versa.  It  is 
an  excellent  plan  to  have  one  dress  which  can 
practically  go  with  anything.  This  is  why  the 
morning  frock  of  blue  serge  never  lacks  ad- 
herents, since  it  can  be  worn  quite  successfully 
with  the  great  majority  of  hats,  whatever  their 
coloring  or  style  may  be. 

Those  who  live  in  town  will  be  wise  to 
have  their  blue  serge  frock  made  with  a  dark 
toned  yoke  or  neckband,  unless  they  possess  a 
maid  who  can  spend  her  time  replacing  and 
cleaning  white  lace  and  lawn  jabots  and  collars, 
or  have  much  leisure  themselves.  Otherwise 
their  frock  will  soon  look  soiled  round  the 
throat,  and  the  whole  charm  of  the  garment 
will  have  vanished  A  smart  little  blue  serge 
frock  I  saw  the  other  day  was  trimmed  with 
wide  black  silk  military  braid,  and  a  row  of 
round  black  stud  buttons  with  scarlet  sealing- 
wax  centres.  The  yoke,  of  small  round  shape, 
was  of  black  Russian  net  mounted  upon  gold 
tinsel  net,  and  could  always  be  relied  upon  to 
look  neat.  Furs,  without  a  shadow  of  a  doubt, 
add  greatly  to  the  difficulty  of  neckwear;  they 
collect  dust  and  dirt  in  a  surprising  manner, 
and  transfer  it  ruthlessly  to  the  collar. 

Pursuing  still  further  this  subject  of  a 
scheme,  it  is  well  to  think  out  one  or  two  en- 
tire costumes  of  coat,  dress  or  blouse  and 
skirt,  and  hat,  and  carry  it  into  effect.  Then 
we  can  always  be  sure  of  being  clad  in  com- 
plete harmony  upon  all  important  occasions, 
and  need  not  be  unhappily  conscious  that  noth- 
ing we  wear  blends  tastefully  as  it  should  do. 
The  all-black  hat  is  as  powerful  a  friend  as 
the  neutral  colored  frock  of  serge  or  velvet, 
but  a  black  hat  does  not  look  well  in  a  very 
simple  guise,  unless  it  be  of  excellent  material. 
Black  millinery  seems  to  demand  a  certain 
richness  of  treatment,  otherwise  it  will  not  fail 
to  look  dowdy. 

Plush  of  the  fine  silky  texture  is  an  ideal 
fabric,  and  has  justified  itself  several  times  this 
season  with  long  shaped  toques,  which  reach 
out  in  torpedo  shape  far  behind  the  back  of 
the  head.  Jaunty  little  mounts  of  marabout 
are  much  used,  and  I  saw  a  pretty  girl  the  other 
day  who  had  set  the  plush  into  a  band  of 
white  swansdown  which  encircled  her  head 
most  becomingly. 

I  must  own  that  I  hold  no  brief  for  a  too 
striking  evening  cloak,  save  for  those  women 
who  can  buy  a  dozen  a  year  if  it  so  pleases 
them.  ,  There  is  a  fascinating  pastel  shade,  o( 
mushroom,  witfeh  always  fcopcai*  to  me  in 


In  primis,  I  should,  perhaps,  explain  what 
I  mean  by  the  word  "artist." 

It  has  gradually  come  to  be  applied  only 
to  the  peculiar  kind  of  artist  whose  medium  is 
paint,  but  the  "artist"  in  this  discussion  will 
include  poet  and  painter,  sculptor,  writer  and 
composer — anyone,  in  short,  who  creates  a 
work  of  art. 

Interpretative  artists  and  craftsmen  will  not 
be  excluded,  but  as  the  true  function  of  the  ar- 
tist is  to  express  himself,  and  to  create  a  beau- 
tiful rather  than  a  useful  thing,  it  is  obvious 
that  those  who  express  the  works  of  others 
and  those  who  make  things  for  use  are  not  es- 
sentially artists,  though  they  are  often  artists 
by  temperament. 

In  handicrafts,  the  invention  of  mechanical 
processes  has  done  much  to  separate  the  artist 
from  the  craftsman.  The  works  of  the  modern 
architect  and  cabinet  maker,  for  instance,  are 
often  very  fine,  but  they  lack  that  expression 
of  an  individuality  which  made  the  buildings 
and  works  of  an  older  time  true  works  of  art. 

Perhaps  from  this  definition  of  the  word 
"artist"  you  will  see  thai  the  popular  notion  of 
him  is  very  different  from  reality. 

Myself,  I  think  that  most  of  us  confuse 
artists  and  artistic  people. 

An  artist  is  seldom  artistic.  Paradoxical, 
but  true! 

Who,  for  example,  is  he  who  collects  beau- 
tiful things  round  him,  and  makes  a  fuss  over 
a  wrong  note  of  color  in  his  room,  and  is  con- 
cerned over  the  exact  color  of  the  shadows  on 
the  grass,  and  chatters  about  "values"  in  sun- 
sets, and  is  affronted  by  Life  because  it  is  so 
"ugly?" 

This  is  surely  the  artistic  dilettante,  who 
cannot  express  himself,  but  only  the  tastes  of 
his  generation. 

Then  there  is  the  beautiful  young  man  with 
long  hair  and  a  queer  tie,  whom,  to  judge  by 
appearances,  the  public  judges  to  be  a  poet! 

His  shelves  are  full  of  other  people's  po- 
etry. He  knows,  or  thinks  he  knows,  who  are 
the  best  poets  of  the  last  ten  years,  and  if  he 
writes  at  all,  I  will  guarantee  that  he  writes 
feeble  stuff. 

What  was  said  in  the  'eighties  is  still  true, 
allowing  for  changed  fashions:  "The  more 
beautiful  their  ties,  the  worse  verse  they  write." 
The  fact  that  the  public  are  always  so  anxi- 
ous to  know  artists  personally  is  a  sign  of  the 
way  they  misconceive  the  character  of  the  ar- 
tist. 

They  evidently  expect  to  find  him  like  his 
work. 

Why  should  they? 

The  artist  expresses  himself  in  his  work, 
not  in  conversation  at  a  tea*  party.  His  taste 
in  his  work  may  be  excellent,  but  in  social  re- 
lations it  may  be  execrable. 

Then  there  is  the  idea  that  artists  are  all 
wildly  "Bohemian,"  and  lawless  and  unconven- 
tional. 

Some  of  them,  perhaps,  being  more  sensi- 
tive than  ordinary  citizens,  do  suffer  more  from 
laws  written  and  unwritten. 

But  their  unconventionally  should  not  be 
taken  for  granted. 

It  used  to  toe  thought  that  a  painter  was 


only  a  painter  if  he  wore  a  velvet  coat,  and  I 
am  not  at  all  sure  that  this  idea  does  not  still 
prevail  among  some  people  who  have  had  no 
opportunity  of  testing  the  truth  of  what  they 
imagine.  Velvet  coats  are  worn,  no  doubt,  but 
I  am.  afraid  by  painters  whose  work  is  of  a 
very  conventional  kind,  and  who  haicily  rank 
above  seaside  photographers  as  artists. 

In  the  same  way  Bohemianism  is  sometimes 
the  last  resource  of  the  incompetent. 

The  profound  and  imaginative  artist  is  often 
entirely  conventional  in  his  dress,  and  in  his 
way  of  life. 

•  He  is  "disappointing  to  meet,"  because  all 
the  imaginative  side  of  his  character  has  been 
put  into  his  work. 

Another  idea,  that  all  artists  are  unpractical, 
may  receive  shocks  from  reality. 

Many  of  them,  and  many  of  the  greatest  of 
them,  have  been  excellent  men  of  business,  and 
have  known  how  to  drive  a  hard  bargain. 

Some  people  seem  to  find  it  hard  to  be- 
lieve that  Shakespeare  could  have  retired  to 
Stratford  in  his  later  years  and  settled  down 
to  an  ordinary  material  life  quite  seriously 
and  bothered  over  the  affairs  of  a  petty  county 
town.  But  this  is  just  what  I  find  it  easy  to  be- 
lieve. 

He  who  knew  so  well  what  it  was  in  the 
life  of  the  soul  to  take  no  thought  for  the  mor- 
row, whose  genius  was  changeful,  fluid  and 
active,  whose  imagination  could  encircle  the 
world,  may  well  have  sought  a  sheltered  nar- 
row existence  in  self-defence — as  a  refuge  from 
his  own  stupendous  creative  life. 

Queer  Ideas  are  entertained  about  the  artis- 
tic life  in  regard  to  matters,  of  conduct. 

I  understand  from  what  I  hear  that  "ex« 
periences"  are  necessary  for  the  production  of 
works  of  art,  and  that  we  must  not  blame  ar- 
tists if  their  morality  is  more  lax  than  other 
people's.     There  is  very  little  truth  in  that. 

"Art  begins  where  imitation  ends,"  and  no 
writer  who  records  his  ow"h  experiences  faith- 
fully, or  uses  his  own  emotions  directly,  does 
really  good  work. 

Life  is  material,  but  writers  do  not  present 
the  material  raw  any  more  than  the  sculptor 
offers  us  unhewn  stone  as  the  finished  work. 

We  must  beware  when  we  read  an  artist's 
description  of  suffering  of  thinking  that  that 
was  the  form  his  own  suffering  actually  took. 

Artists  are,  I  think,  in  relation  to  the  world, 
priests  at  the  altar  of  imagination.  In  draw- 
ing rooms  they  do  not  wear  their  vestments 
any  more  than  real  priests  do.

GREEK  QUINCE  PASTE 
Cut  up  ripe,  juicy  quinces  into  small  pieces, 
removing  the  pips  and  hard  portions.  Drop 
the  pieces  into  cold  water,  change  the  water, 
and  place  in  a  stewpan  with  just  enough  water 
to  cover  them,  and  boil  for  two  hours,  until 
the  pulp  is  quite  soft;  then  strain  the  juice  and 
rub  the  pulp  through  a  sieve. 

Put  in  a  stewpan,  adding  -}41b.  castor  su- 
gar to  every  pound  of  quince  pulp.  Place  the 
pan  on  a  good  fire  and  stir  the  contents  con- 
stantly with  a  large  wooden  spoon.  It  will 
take  about  three-quarters  of  an  hour's  cooking 
and  stirring  for  the  paste  to  thicken,  when 
there  must  be  added  for  each  pound  of  pulp  % 
lb.  of  blanched  almonds  and  a  little  powdered 
cinnamon. 

Stir  these  in,  on  the  fire,  until  the  ingredi- 
ents are  thoroughly  mixed.  Remove  the  pan 
from  the  fire,  place  the  paste  on  a  buttered 
slab  or  dishes,  and  cut  it  into  diamonds.  The 
paste  improves  by  keeping,  so  it  is  usually 
made  in  large  quantities-.and  kept  in  jars  or  tins 
with    a    layer   of   laurel   leaves  between  each 

layer  of  paste.

Such 
leaders  as  Sun  Yat  Sen  and  General  Li  want  to  send 
an  army  to  drive  the  Russian  soldiers,  who  have  as- 
sembled in  the  northern  part  of  the  territory,  back 
into  their  own  country.  To  the  northeast  of  Mon- 
golia and  stretching  down  to  the  Yellow  Sea  lies  Man- 
churia, where  the  war  between  Russia  and  Japan  was 
fought.  It,  too.  belongs  to  China.  It  is  feared  that 
if  Mongolia  is  taken.  Manchuria  will  either  become 
independent  or  fall  into  the  hands  of  Japan.

not  needed. — Besides  all  this,  salaries  arc  being  paid 
to  the  men  and  women  who  are  doing  the  Govern- 
ment work,  and  this  will  be  paid  to  the  merchants  and 
owners  of  houses  or  land  in  Victoria. 


This  Province  of  British  Columbia  is  not  only  very 
large,  but  it  is  being  prepared  for  settlers  very  fast. 
Not  only  are  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  and  the  Cana- 
dian Northern  Pacific  being  built  across  the  Province, 
but  branch  roads  from  them,  the  Canadian  Pacitic 
and  the  Great  Northern  are  being  built  in  many  direc- 
tions. But  railroads  alone  would  be  of  but  little  use. 
Through  the  farming  districts,  to  the  mines  and  even 


to  the  lumber  camps,  high  roads  and  trails  must  be  «oh» 
structed.  If  you  watch  a  gang  of  men. at  work  on 
any  of  our  streets  you  will  see  that  such  roads  must 
cost  an  immense  amount  of  money.  In  most  parts  of 
the  Province  rocks  hinder  the  road-nzzker.  Many  of 
these  roads  are  hundreds  of  miles  long.  Then  there 
are  still  large  unexplored  tracts  which  must  be  meas- 
ured or  surveyed  before  they  can  be  settled.  This, 
too,  is  expensive  work,  when  we  remember  the  thick 
forests,  the  Mgh  mountain'.,  and  the  swollen  streams. 
Many  men  are  needed  to  keep  the  forests  from  being 
destroyed  by  lire  or  wasteful  cutting.  Every  year 
more  children  are  coming  into  the  Province,  and 
schools  must  be  built,  teachers  paid  and  schoolbooks 
bought  that  they  may  be  educated.  Sad  to  say,  in 
every  city  there  are  bad  people  and  even  bad  children, 
who  have  to  be  punished,  and  jails  must  be  built  and 
reformatories,  and  policemen,  jailers  and  other  officers 
paid.     These  are  some  of  the  things  for  which  govern-

He  has  begun  to 
elect  his  cabinet  and  has  made  Mr.  Bryan,  who  for 
many  years  was  the  leader  of  the  Democratic  party, 
his  principal  assistant.  "  William  Jennings  Bryan  is 
known  all  over  the  continent  of  America  as  an  elo- 
quent  speaker   and    an    honest   statesman. 


King  George  V.  has  honored  the  memory  of 
Captain  Scott,  the  Antarctic  explorer,  by  giving  his 
wife  the  same  rank  as  she  would  have  had  if  her  hus- 
band had  lived  to  have  the  honor  of  knighthood  con- 
ferred upon  him.  She  will  be  spoken  of  as  Lady 
Scott.  In  this  the  King  has  shown  at  once  his  kind- 
ness of  heart  and  his  appreciation  of  brave  and  devoted 
service. 


A  report  from  Hon.  W.  J.  Bowser,  who  is  Fisheries 
Commissioner  as  well  as  Attorney-General,  shows  that 
a  very  close  study  of  salmon  and  other  fishes  is  being 
carried  on  by  his  department.  Plans  are  being  made 
to  introduce  the  lobster  into  British  Columbia  waters 
and  to  promote  the  growth  of  oysters.  The  white- 
lish,  highly  valued  in  Eastern  Canada,  is  being  brought 
to  our  streams  and  lakes.  Are  there  not  some  bright- 
eyed  children  who  will  learn  in  the  Summer  time  to 
notice  the  shell  fish  and  those  others  that  make  their 
homes  near  our  shores?  The  study  is  a  very  inter- 
esting one,  and  this  report  shows  that  it  is  as  useful 
as  it  is  pleasant.  Fishing  will  always  be  a  great  in- 
dustry in  this  Province,  and  the  Fisheries  Department 
is  trynig  to  place  it  in  the  hands  of  white  men. 

A  great  many  Russians  are.  coming  to  Canada, 
either  to  settle  on  the  prairie  farms  or  to  work  on 
the  railroads  or  in  the  cities.  Three  of  these  men 
went  Home  last  Fall  to  bring  out  their  wives  and 
children  to  their  farms  near  Edmonton.  A  friend 
has  come  to  Canada  to  say  that  these  men  were  seized 
and  thrown  into  prison  without  trial.  The  men  were 
brothers  and  their  friend  says  that  their  wives  and 
children  are  homeless.  He  begs  the  people  of 
Western  Canada  for  help.  It  is  to  be  feared  the  Rus- 
sian Government  will  not  listen  to  any  appeal  from 
a  distant  and  foreign  power.  If  the  story  is  true,  as  is 
•,ery  likely,  it  shows  that  the  Russian  Government 
fears  danger  from  every  quarter,  and  nothing  is  so 
unreasonable  or  so  cruel  as  the  man  or  the  body  of 
men   who   is    tilled    with    causeless   terror. 


By  the  beginning  of  May  we  will  be  able  to  run 
out  to  Saanichton  on  the  electric  railroad,  unless 
something  happens  to  hinder  the  work  that  is  now 
being  hurried  on.  This  will  be  a  great  help  to  the 
people  who  have  orchards  and  gardens,  dairies  and 
poultry  farms,  along  the  rout?,  as  well  as  to  those 
Victoria  people  who  like  to  spend  their  Summers  in 
the    country. 


There  will  be  a  great  meeting  of  the  lawyers  of 
the  United  States  and  of  Canada  in  Montreal  next 
Summer.  The  American  Bar  Association,  as  this  so- 
ciety is  called,  have  invited  Viscount  Haldane,  the 
British  Lord  High  Chancellor,  to  make  the  principal 
address.  There  can  be  rto  greater  proof  of  the  great 
friendship  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States  than  this  good  feeling  between  the  lawyers  of 
the  kindred  countries. 


Princess  Mary,  the  only  daughter  of  King  George 
V.,  is  to  be  the  bridesmaid  of  the  Princess  Victoria 
Louise,  daughter  of  the  Kaiser,  when  she  is  married 
to  Prince  Ernest  of  Cumberland  in  July.  Both  the 
Prince  and  his  bride-to-be  are  cousins  of  the  bonny 
English  Princess.  Like  most  other  girls,  the  daugh- 
ter of  the  King,  who  is  still  a  schoolgirl,  will  be  wild 
with  delight  at  the  idea  of  taking  such  an  important 
part  in  what  will  be  a  very  grand  ceremony,  indeed. 
The  wedding  will  take  place  in  Berlin. 


Winter  has  settled  down  in  the  Balkan  Peninsula 
and  prevented  the  further  movement  of  the  contend- 
ing parties.  The  sieges  of  Adrlanople  and  Scutari 
still  continue,  but  no  great  change  has  taken  place 
during  the  week.  Roumania  has  agreed  to  submit  the 
dispute  between  that  country  and  its  neighbor,  Bul- 
garia, to  the  mediation  of  the  Great  Powers.  In  the 
meantime  Russia  and  Austria  have  agreed  to  recall 
the  soldiers  who  were  ordered  to  the  frontier  some 
weeks  ago.     All  this  looks  as  if  peace  may  be  near. 

There  is  to  be  a  new  election  in  Australia,  and  the 
chief  question  to  be. decided  is  whether  the  Common- 
wealth is  to  allow  goods  to  come  in  free  of  duty  or 
to  place  on  ail  imports  very  high  duties,  so  as  to  en- 
courage the.  growth  of  home  industries.  Like  Can- 
ada, Australia  U  a  food-producing  country.  Wheat, 
meat  and  fruits  with  butter  as  well  as  coal  and  most 
other  minerals  are  abundant.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Labor  people  seem  to  believe  there  will  be  higher 
wages  and  more  work  if  nothing  that  can  be  made 
or  raised  la  the  country  U  allowed  to  com*  in.  Great' 


British  Columbia  fruit  growers  have  been  com- 
plaining at  Ottawa  that  the  American  growers  have  an 
advantage  over  them  in  the  prairie  markets-  on  ac- 
count of  a  system  of  marking  that  enables  United 
States  apples  and  other  fruit  of  inferior  quality  to  be 
sold  at  as  high  a  price  as  good  Canadian  fruit.  If 
this  is  found  to  he  true,  we  may  trust  Mr.  Burrill  to 
see  that  the  wrong  is  redressed,  it  is  very  important 
that  young  people  in  this  fruit-growing  country 
should  learn  that  fruit  sorting  and  packing  is  a  busi- 
ness that  must  be  honestly  and  carefully  done.  It  is 
not  hard  work,  but  it  requires  great  care  and  some 
skill.  In  the  United  States  to  the  south  of  us  many 
students,  girls  as  well  as  boys,  spend  their  holidays 
in  the  orchards,  earning  money  to  pay  the  next  term's 
expenses. 

Merchants  in  India  are  in  distress  because  China 
will  not  import  the  opium  grown  in  that  country.  The 
Chinese  nation  wants  to  put  a  stop  to  the  production 
of  opium  at  home  or  its  importation  from  abroad.  The 
Indian  merchants  claim  that  this  is  a  violation  of  a 
treaty  made  with  China,  and  that  it  will  ruin  not  only 
planters  and  dealers,  but  many  bankers.  The  British 
nation  more  than  a  hundred  years  ago  paid  the  West 
Indian  planters  for  the  black  men  it  set  free.  Is  the 
country  less  Just  and  merciful  than  it  was  then,  or 
will  China  be  forced  again  to  allow  opium  from  India 
to  be  sold  In  her  ports?  The  whole  world  looks  upon 
opium  smoking  and  eating  as  a  great  evil.  The  trade 
in  opium  and  the  industry  of  poppy  growing  should 
not  be  protected  by  the  British  flag.  A  certain  amount 
of  the  drug  will  always  be  needed  to  allay  pain,  but  it 
is  not  the  sale  of  this  which  brings  great  profits  to  the 
dealers.

ments  must  spend  money  for.  More  roads  and 
bridges  must  be  made  in  a  new  country  than  in  one 
that  has  been  long  settled,  and  this  is  true  of  much 
other  work.

It  would 
take  far  too  long  to  show  What  the  money  is  being 
spent  for,  but  big  boys  and  girls  should  think  a  little 
about  the  things  the  Finance  Minister  has  at  his 
lingers'   ends, 


A  very  large  departmental  store  is  to  be  built  by 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  where  St.  John's  Church 
and  rectory  have  stood  for  more  than  fifty  years.

The  Hudson's  Bay 
Company,  which  still  has  its  headquarters  in  London, 
is  showing  that  it  knows  Victoria  is  growing,  for  it 
has  offered  the  land  for  sale  which  it  has  kept  all 
these  years.  Victorians  are  now  building  beautiful 
houses  ©*»t  at  Uplands,  and  Macaulay  Plains  is  being 
subdivided,  so  that  those  who  love  the  plash  of  the 
waves  and  the  scent  of  the  sea  breeze  can  build  homes 
there.

News- 
paper will  do  quite  well.  Don't  crowd  them  together;

leaves  with  each  flower,  and  leave  a  good  long  stem. 
Keep  them  under  weights  for  two  weeks,  or  until  they 
are  quite  dry.  Paste  each  specimen  on  a  separate 
page  or  loose  sheet  of  stiff  paper,  either  with  seccotine 
or  strips  across  the  stems.

emorial  to  Gen.  'Booth 


CAMPAIGN  to  raise  the  sum  of 
about  $750,000  for  a  memorial  to 
the  late  General  Booth  is  about  to 
begin.  Canada  is  expected  to 
raise  f,  100,000,  and  in  view  of  the 
debt  the  people  of  Canada  owe  to  General 
Booth  and  the  Salvation  Army,  this  is  a  small 
acknowledgment.  No  man  was  held  in  more 
general  reverence  in  this  country  than  was  Gen- 
eral Booth.  The  colonization  work,  he  under- 
took is  not  to  be  compared  with  the  spiritual 
blessings  he  conferred  through  the  Army  in 
caring  for  the  unfortunate  and  raising  the  fallen. 
\\  herever  there  was  a  man  without  a  friend 
there  was  General  Booth  to  stand  his  friend,  in 
Canada  as  in  England.  In  the  world-wide  move- 
ment to  erect  a  monument  to  his  memory  Can- 
ada may  be  depended  upon  to  do  her  share. 
However  generously  the  appeal  is  met,  this 
country,  as  well  as  civilization  at  large,  must 
forever  remain  in  the  debt  of  this  great  evangel- 
ist. 

THE    GENERAL'S    WISH 

When  the  question  of  rearing  some  me- 
morial to  General  Booth  was  taken  up,  the 
leaders  in  the  mpvement  did  not  long  debate  as 
to  the  form  it  should  take.    They  had  the  ex- 


press  wishes  of  the  late  General  to  guide  them. 
It  was  known  that  for  the  past  few  years  the 
desire  that  he  most  dearly  cherished  was  a  pro- 
ject to  provide  adequate  facilities  for  the  drill- 
ing and  training  of  the  officers  of  the  Salvation 
Army.  On  many  occasions  he  had  spoken  of 
his  wishes,  and  had  even  made  some  plans.  It 
seemed  at  the  time,  however,  that  every  dollar 
the  Army  could  raise  was  imperatively  required 
for  the  relief  of  the  unfortunate.  It  is  possible 
that  the  needs  of  the  hour  which  made  impos- 
sible the  setting  aside  of  a  large  sum  for  a  train- 
ing school  prevented  the  Army  from  improving 
its  organization.  The  death  of  the  General, 
however,  so  stirred  the  heart  of  the  nation  that 
at  the  present  time  it  seems  feasible  to  ask  for 
this  extra  sum  of  $750,000  without  the  fear  that 
some  other  parts  of  the  Army's  activities  will 
be  circumscribed  thereby. 

A  UNIVERSITY  OF  HUMANITY 

It  is  proposed  to  purchase  a  suitable  site, 
somewhere  in  London,  England,  and  upon  it  to 
build  what  the  old  General  would  have  called 
a  "University  of  Humanity,"  in  which  400  or 
500  men  and  women  can  be  received  at  one 
time  and  trained  to  go  forth  as  leaders  of  the 
Army.  There  would  also  be  enough  money  to 
establish  a  fund  which  will  pay  the  nominal 
salaries  of  the  instructors.  At  the  present  time 
the  Salvation  Army  has  about  16,000  officers 
and  4,000  others  who  give  their  whole  time 
to  the  work,  though  not  ranking  as  officers. 
General  Bramwell  Booth  says  that  the  danger 
at  the  present  time  is  that  the  great  organiza- 
tion may  become  stereotyped  in  its  methods, 
with  the  result  that  there  may  be  a  cooling 
down  of  that  warmly  devotional  and  zealous 
spirit  which  is  as  the  very  breath  of  life  to  it. 
In  the, training  school  the  real  leaders  of  the 
Army  will  be  stationed,  and  all  the  officers  will 
pass  under  their  influence,  and  will,  it  is  hoped, 


be  sent  forth  filled  with  enthusiasm.  The  train- 
ing school  will  be  the  heart  of  the  Salvation 
Army. 

TRAINING    METHODS 

Speaking  of  the  training  of  the  officers, 
General  Bramwell  Booth  says:  "We  are  prac- 
tical in  our  methods.  We  do  not  indulge  in 
mere  theoretical  teaching.  We  do  not  merely 
say:  This  is  how  you  should  hold  forth  at  a 
street  corner,  this  is  how  you  should  preach  the 
Gospel;  but  we  say  also:  This  is  how  you 
should  visit  the  sick  and  the  fatherless,  and  the 
widow  and  her  tribulation;  this  is  how  you 
should  take  a  drunken  man  home  to  his  poor 
wife;  this  is  how  you  should  gather  in  the  hun- 
gry children  and  feed  them;  this  is  how  you 
should  minister  to  the  children  in  the  slums  and 
comfort  those  who  have  learnt  to  hate  the  day- 
light because  it  brings  them  no  new  day  of  light; 
this  is  how  you  should  tend  the  people  in  their 
homes,  cleansing  them,  and  teaching  them  the 
value  of  fresh  air.  Our  officers  will  be  instruct- 
ed in  simple  hygiene,  in  first  aid  to  the  wounded, 
in  the  first  principles  of  dealing  with  disease. 
So  it  is  that  when  one  of  our  officers  comes  into 
a  town  he  is  not  merely  a  preacher  or  evangelist 
to  the  flock  which  he  finds  around  him,  or  to  a 
new  flnr.k  which  he  gathers  about  him;  but  he  is 


whom  they  are  indebted  for  the  burglary.  But 
the  feeling  grows  upon  them  that  the  same 
hand  was  responsible  for  both  these  anony- 
mous favors.

To  some  extent,  and  as  far  as  lim- 
ited resources  and  facilities  would  permit,  this 
has  always  been  the  method  employed  by  the 
Army  in  training  its  officers.  It  has  not  been 
possible,  however,  to  do  all,  nor  a  tenth  of  all, 
that  General  Booth  wished.  With  such  a  uni- 
versity as  is  now  planned,  the  Salvation  Army- 
should  receive  a  tremendous  impetus  and  should 
enter    on    the    most    glorious    era  of  its  great 

career. — Mail  and  Empire.

HAMPIONS  of  the  suppression  of 
unsightly  advertisements    in    the 
English  country  districts  are  to  be 
congratulated   on  some  notewor- 
thy successes  in  the  year  now  soon 
to  close.     Public  consciousness  of  the  ugliness 
and  unworthiness  of  staring  advertisements  in 
quiet  rural  scenery  has  made  steady  headway, 
and  at   length   the  labors   of   the  Society  for 
Checking  the  Abuses  of  Public  Advertising  are 
bearing  manifest  fruit.     Last  month  the  Home 
Secretary  stated  in  reply  to  a  question  in  the 
House  of  Commons  that  bylaws  under  the  Ad- 
vertisements Regulation  Act  of  1897  were  then 
in  force  in  ten  English  administrative  counties, 
and  in  parts  of  four  others.     The  addition  dur- 
ing the  past  few  months  of  Surrey  and  Kent  to 
the  list  of  counties  which  have  passed  bylaws 
marks  an  important  extension  of  the  movement 
in  one  of  the  districts  where  it  was  most  needed. 
Roadside  advertisements  are  naturally  rife  in 
this  part  of  England,  owing  to  the  heaviness  of 
the  motor  traffic.    Though  they  existed  before 
motor  traffic  appeared,  they  have  become  in- 
comparably  more   widespread   and   obtrusive 
since  its  development;  and  most  of  the  huge 
placards  which  border  the  highways  on  the  ap- 
proaches to  country  towns  and  villages  make  a 
direct  appeal  to  the  motorist.    But  many  motor. 
ists  have  made  it  clear,  by  public  expressions  of 
opinion  in  the  Press  and  elsewhere,  that  they 
do  not  appreciate  this  form  of  visual  onslaught, 
and  dislike  being  appealed  foTTFthis  way.     An 
increasing  proportion  of  their  numbers  travel 
about  England  in  order  to  enjoy  its  beauty; 
and  this  beauty  is  admittedly  not  enhanced  by 
blue  or  yellow  enameled  iron  placards,  some 
fifteen    o"r   twenty   feet   square,    advertising   a 
garage  or  an  hotel.    The  huge  size  of  advertise- 
ments intended  to  appeal  to  the  motorist  is  ap- 
parently due  to  a  conventional  idea  that  he 
tears  through  space  with  such  meteor-like  ra- 
pidity that  no  object  smaller  than  a  barndoor 
is  visible  to  him.     This  notion  is  entirely  ficti- 
tious, as  the  slightest  acquaintance  with  motor- 
ing should  be  enough  to  show.     The  driver  of 
the  car,  and  to  a  still  greater  extent  the  other 
occupants  of  it,  have  a  clear  view  of  the  ob- 
jects bordering  their  route;  and  they  are  seldom 
gratified  either  by  the  presence  of  a  large  and 
hideous  placard  or  by  the  implication  that  it  is 
designed  to  appeal  specially  to  their  tastes. 

Progress  must  necessarily  be  slow  in  remov- 
ing existing  advertisements  which  offend  against 
the  bylaws,  as  the  Act  of  1907  gives  them  a 
period  of  five  years'  grace  from  the  date  at 
which  the  bylaws  come  into  operation.  So 
long  as  public  opinion  moves  steadily  in  opposi- 
tion to  defacements  of  this  kind,  lovers  of  un- 
spoilt and  cornel v  English  landscapes  can  af- 
ford to.  wait  their  time.  It  is  satisfactory  that 
the  growth  of  active  local  opinion  in  favor  of 
restriction  has  been  exemplified  in  the  case  of 
Kent,  where  applications  for  the  adoption  of  a 
bylaw  were  received  by  the  County  Council 
from  eight  rural  district  councils.  Some  opposi- 
tion was  encountered,  but  Mr.  McKenna  stated 
that  on  consulting  the  County  Council  he  de- 
cided that  it  was  not  sufficiently  grave  or  wide- 


spread to  justify  the  holding  of  a  local  inquiry. 
So  far  as  the  interests  of  farmers,    are    con- 
cerned, the  five  years'  grace  allowed  to  exist- 
ing advertisements  is  ample  indemnity  for  the 
loss  of  a  spurious  and  illegitimate  crop,  which, 
in  addition  to  its  offence  against  a  right  appre- 
ciation of  natural  beauty,    diverts    a    certain 
amount  of    ground    from    proper    cultivation. 
Farmers  as  well  as  other  inhabitants  of  country 
districts  stand  to  gain  by  the  attraction  of  tour- 
ist visitors,  who  are  more  and  more  repelled  by 
the   vulgarization   of  country  scenes,   and  are 
more  and  more  able  to  seek  out  unspoiled  land- 
scapes, owing  to  the  vast  extension  of  means  of 
international  communication.      It  is  almost  as 
cheap  and  easy  today,  as  the  figures  of  holiday 
traffic  show,  to  spend  a  few  days  or  weeks  in 
half  a  dozen  Continental  countries  as  in  Eng- 
land; and  both  here  and  abroad  all  who  are 
anxious  for  a  share  of  the  profits  of  the  tourist 
industry  will  do  well  to  consult  the  change  of 
taste.     Nor  is  this  change  to  be  reckoned  with 
only  among  strangers  and  sightseers;  the  exam- 
ple of  the  bylaws  and  the  consequent  gradual 
education  of  public  opinion  will  steadily  foster 
in  every  district  a  sentiment  of  antagonism  to 
vulgar  defacements  on  the  ground  of  ordinary 
appreciation  of  beauty  and  local  patriotism. 

We  published  last  Spring  a  letter  from  Mr. 
RiClUrdSOn  Evans,  the  chairman ~vf  irhe  Scapa 
Society,  in  which  he  announced  that  he  had 
received  from  Count  Hayashi  the  text  of  a  very 
comprehensive    law    which    had    been    put   in 
force   in   Japan  for  controlling  advertisements 
on  the  lines  which  the  English  society  pursues. 
Since  then  an  important  step  has  been  taken  in 
France.     A  bill  was  passed  by  the  Chamber  in 
July  imposing  a  progressive  tax,  in  proportion 
to  size,  on  all  advertisements  displayed  at  more 
than    a    certain    distance    from    a    house  or 
building.     The  aim  of  making  the  tax  progres- 
sive is  to  extinguish  all,  or  almost  all,  adver- 
tisements of  extravagant  dimensions,  and,  since 
they  are  not  maintained  as  an  expensive  hobby, 
but  have  a  strictly  commercial  object,  it  is  pro- 
bable that  this  measure  will  be  successful.     In 
this  country  the  long-standing  objection  to  all 
advertisement  taxes  as  taxes  on  industry  would 
make  the  adoption  by  Parliament  of  a  similar 
measure  unlikely;  and,  indeed,  when  once  local 
opinion  is  effectively  roused,  even  the  existing 
provisions  in  this  country  provide  a  more  thor- 
ough,   though  slower,    remedy.      But  both  in 
the  rural  districts  and  in  towns  the  prosecution 
of  the  campaign  against  disfiguring  advertise- 
ments and  the  education  of  public  taste  need  to 
be  steadily  pressed  forward  on  the  lines  which 
have  already  brought    encouraging    success- —

H@w  the  Fighttmg  Spirit  ®ff  JJapami  fin  Festered  amid 


T  certainly  requires  some  apology 
as  prelude  to  a  new  book  about 
Japan,   for  the  subject   has  been 
vastly  over-written  during  the  last 
few  years,  says  The  London  Daily 
Telegraph's  book  reviewer.     Nevertheless,  the 
author  of  this   handsome  volume,    Mr.  E.  J. 
Harrison,  makes  good  his  claim  to  public  atten- 
tion, for  he  knows  his  subject  well,  and  writes 
of  it  with  animation,  albeit  with  no  sort  of  pre- 
tension  to   literary  finish   or  distinction.      Mr. 
Harrison   is  no  glib  globe-trotter,   evolving  a 
theory  of  national  character  from  a  month's  so- 
journ in  an  hotel.     He  has  lived  in  Japan  for 
fourteen  years,   and  during    that    period    has 
served  as  correspondent,  both  for  English  pa- 
pers published  in  Yokohama    and    Tokio,  and 
also  for  London   and  American  journals.     A 
working  journalist  of  this  order  is  apt  to  see  a 
good  deal  of  the  inner  life  of  a  country,  and  Mr. 
Harrison  has  added  appreciably  to  his  know- 
ledge  by   himself   adopting-  many  of  the  na- 
tional customs  and  sports  of  Japan.    A  fine  ath- 
lete, he  at  once  set  himself  to  qualify  in  the 
school  of  jiu-jitsu,  and  made  friends  with  many 
of  the  athletic  champions  of  the  day.     He  has 
also  studied  the  domestic  life  of  the  average 
Japanese  home  with  sympathy  and  intelligence,' 
and  his  book  is  much  more  comprehensive  than 
its  title  would  suggest.    The  first  half  does,  in- 
deed, confine  itself  to  a  detailed  account  of  the 
Japanese  athletic  system;  but,  when  this  theme 
is  exhausted,  Mr.  Harrison  strays  off  into  the 
equally  congenial  pastures  of  Japanese  supersti- 
tion, marriage  customs,  and  domestic  regulation, 
all  of  which" subjects  he  touches  briskly  and 
with  insight.     His  book  presents,  therefore,  a 
fairly  complete  study  of  the  life  and  circum- 
stances of  the,  average  Japanese  citizen,  and 
may  be  read  wftfi  prott  by  all  who  desire  to 
understand  the  ideals  and  idiosyncrasies  of  our 
allies  in  the  Far  East 

JUDO  AND  KODO-KWAN 
Judo,  or  jiu-jitsu,  constitutes,1  ts  most  peo- 
know,  the  principal  athletic  exercisfc  of  the 


Japanese  race.  It  is  the  art  which  every  sa- 
murai under  the  feudal  system  was  compelled 
to  learn,  and  it  has  now  extended,  from  being  a 
monopoly  of  the  military  class,  to  forming  a 
part  of  the  education  of  every  well-founded 
Jap.  It  has  its  relations  to  our  own  school  of 
wrci-lling.    As  Mr.  Harrison  says: 

"Catch-as-catch-can  wrestling  is  the  near- 
est approach  to  judo  that  we  have  in  Europe 
or  America,  and  several  of  the  pure  throws 
are  similar  in  both  schools,  though,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  catch-as-catch-can  wrestler  is 
naked,  save  for  a  pair  of  jbekstraps  and  pumps, 
he  is  by  no  means  so  good  a  subject  for  holds 
and  grips  as  a  man  who  is  clothed.  Again,  the 
object  in  catch-as-catch-can  is  to  force  your  op: 
ponent's  two  shoulders  down  upon  the  mat;  in 
judo,  though  a  clean  throw,  of  course,  counts, 
you  are  at  liberty  to  try  to  defeat  your  opponent 
by  falling  voluntarily  upon  your  back  or  in  any 
other  manner,  whereas  in  catch-as-catch-can 
the  man  who,  voluntarily  or  otherwise,  allows 
his  two  shoulders  to  touch  the  mat  together  is 
defeated.  In  judo,  on  the  contrary,  it  may  of- 
ten happen  that  the  man  on  top  is  in  such  pain 
as  to  be  forced  to  surrender." 

The  great  school  of  this  exercise  is  the 
Kodo-kwan  of  Tr'.io,  where  the  art  is  brought 
to  the  highest  pitch  of  perfection.  Mr.  Harri- 
son gives  some  attractive  pictures  of  the  sport 
in  full  swing,  and  his  lively  anecdotes  prove  the 
eveiyday  value  of  its  practice.  Here,  for  in- 
stance, is  a  salient  passage: 

"Two  Kodo-kwan  teachers  were  assaulted 
some  time  ago  by  seventeen,  coolies  in  a  meat 
shop— a  sort  of  popular  restaurant.  Although 
some  of  the  coolies  were  armed  with  knives,  the 
gang  were  dispersed  in  a  twinkling,  three  of 
them  with  broken  arms  and  bruised  and  bat- 
tered faces.  As  fast  as  one  of  the  experts  artis- 
tically "downed"  his  man  the  other  would  pick 
the  victim  up  like  an  empty  sack,  and  dump  him 
unceremoniously  into  the  street.  The  only  evi- 
dence of  the  conflict  on  the  side  of  the  two  ex- 
perts took  the  form  of  skinned  knuckle*  where 


coolies'  teeth.  On  another  occasion  a  cele- 
brated expert  fell  foul  of  a  coolie  in  the  upper 
room  of  a  restaurant  and  promptly  threw  him 
downstairs.  The  coolie  returned  to  the  fray 
with  fourteen  comrades,  but  the  expert  calmly 
sat  at  the  head  of  the  stairs,  and  as  fast  as  the 
coolies  came  up  in  single  file,  owing  to  the  nar- 
rowness of  the  passage,  he  simply  choked  them 
in  detail,  and  hurled  them  down  again.  In  the 
excitement  of  the  moment  he  was  rather  rough- 
er than  was  strictly  necessary,  and  so  broke  one 
man's  neck.  The  rest  fled  in  terror,  carrying 
off  their  dead  and  wounded.  The  judo  expert 
was  arrested,  but,  as  he  was  easily  able  to  prove 
that  he  had  been  one  man  against  fifteen,  he 
was,  of  course,  acquitted.  Nevertheless,  the 
Kodo-kwan  temporarily  suspended  him  for  his 
conduct,  which  was  deemed  unduly  violent." 
Mr.  Harrison  gives  many  quaint '  photo- 
graphs of  the  leading  practitioners  of  jiu-jitsu, 
including  a  group  of  experts  of  an  obesity  so  ro- 
tund that  it  would  seem  impossible  that  they 
could  excel  in  any  form  of  athleticism  whatever! 
He  also'  gives  a. valuable  record  of  a  lecture  by 
the  well-known  professor,  Mr.  Kunishige,  upon 
the  esoteric  aspects  of  judo,  which  invites  the 
most  careful  consideration.  All  this  part  of  the 
book  is  full  of  information,  so  clearly  conveyed 
that  the  reader  will  readily  overlook  any  lack 
of  grace  or  polish  in  its  expression. 

JAPANESE  SUPERSTITION 

The  average  British  impression  that  the 
Japanese  are  a  hard,  cold  race,  devoid  of  faith 
and  of  imagination,  will  be  considerably  dis- 
turbed by  Mr.  Harrison's  account  of  the  prevail- 
ing superstition  which  is  so  characteristic  of  the 
race.  The  Japanese  are,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
extremely  imaginative  and  credulous. 

"Belief  in  ghosts"  (we  read)  "Is  common. 
The  same  old  servant  who  first  directed  my  at* 
tention  to  the  fox-light  could  ho  longer  remain 
in  my  service,  owing  to  an  uncanny  visitation. 

slept  In  a  Japanese  room  In  the  detached 


the  most  distressing  sensations,  was  tormented 
by  horrible  dreams,  and  usually  awoke  with  a 
startled  cry.  She  could  never  see  anything, 
but  was  sensible  of  a  ghostly  presence,  and 
heard  a  sound  as  of  ghostly  fingers  tapping  on 
the  shoji  (paper  slides)  outside.  She  said  she 
had  experienced  these  unpleasant  feelings 
from  the  first,  and  had  ascertained  that  the 
room  had  once  been  used  by  the  Japanese  wife 
of  a  former  foreign  tenant  who  had  died  in 
it,  and  whose  body  had  been  washed  upon  the 
mats.  This  settled  it.  The  room  was  closed, 
and  during  the  balance  of  my  tenancy  no  ser- 
vant could  be  persuaded  to  sleep  in  it." 

This  sort  of  belief  is  especially  fostered 
among  the  women,  who  occupy  a  very  subser- 
vient position  in  the  household,  and  are  still 
far  from  realizing  the  modern  movement  in 
favor  of  woman's  rights. 

"The  average  Japanese  woman  is  a  slave  to 
etiquette  and  not  free  from  superstition.  When 
a  foreign  lady  calls  upon  a  friend  she  tries  to 
avoid  wearing  out  her  welcome,  and  leaves 
early.  But  among  the  Japanese  of  both  sexes 
there  would  appear  to  be  no  sense  of  modera- 
tion or  proportion.  It  often  seems  to  be  equal- 
ly a  point  of  honor  on  the  part  of  the  visitor 
and  the  visited  not  to  give  way  first.  However, 
the  hostess  is  fertile  in  resource,  and  when  even 
Japanese  patience  finds  itself  on  the  verge  of 
breakdown  she  gives  a  sign  to  the  servant,  who 
procures  a  broom,  which  she  stands  up  on  end 
in  another  room,  and  ties  around  the  top  a  na- 
tive towel  as  if  it  were  a  duplet.  In  front  of 
the  broom  are  placed  a  pair  of  sandals.  This 
charm  is  said  to  be  very  efficacious,  the  unwel- 
come guest  soon  becoming  sleepy  and  taking 
his  or  her  departure." 

If,  as  some  sociologists  would  have  us  be-

MYSTERY  SURROUNDS 
SISTERS'  DISAPPEARANCE 

Three    Oerman     Girl*     Disssppear     From 

Cabin   of   Steamship    Leaving 

Traces    of    Suicide 

KINOAFOUK,  March  1.— -The  mys- 
terious disappearance  of  three  sisters  In 
the  nigbt  from  the  cabin  which  they 
shared,  and  the  discovery  of  a  letter 
and  a  bottle  which  had  contained 
chloroform,  were  reported  by  the  Vap- 
tain  of  the  Dutch  steamer  Van  Noort 
on  his  arrival  here.

In  the  morning  the  serving  boy,  hear- 
ing no  answer  to  his  knocks  at  the 
cabin  door,  told  the  steward,  who  en- 
tered and  found  the  ladles  missing.  On 
the  table  was  a  note  addressed  to  the 
captain.  This  he  opened.  The  letter, 
written  in  German,  was  briefly  to' the 
offect  that  all  their  baggage  was  be-

Russia  to  Disregard  Protests 
of  Postmasters  and  Will 
Strike.  Emperor's  ■  Counter- 
part With  Rubber'Stamp. 


DAWSON.  T.'T.,  March  1. — Poatoffice 
posta.Re  stamps  have  heretofore  never 
b*«n  decorated  with  portraits  of  Rus- 
sian rulers,  for  the  reason  that  ultra- 
loyal  Ruiiian  postmasters  object  to  tlie 
sacrilege  involved  In  picking  up  a  rub- 
ber cancelling  stamp  covered  with  ink 
and  hitting  the  Kmperor  sharply  In  cue 
face  with  it,  a  proceeding  distinctly 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  rev- 
enues   of   the   postoffloe   department. 

But  the  old  order,  changes,  and  in 
qptte  of  protests  from  postmasters  w'th 
old-time  sentiments  of  rigflt  and  wrong, 
the  postomce  will  issue  on  March  6  a 
new  series  of  stamps  embellished  with 
portraits  of  Romanoffs,  sovereigns  of 
Russia,  past  and  present.  This  new  Is- 
sue is  in  connection  with  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  third  centenary  of  the  ac- 
cession of  the  Romanoff  dynasty  to  the 
throne.

The  original  right  of  way  and  founda- 
tion, for  the  most'  part  blasted  out  of 
solid  rock,  stands  as  It  was  a  half  cen- 
tury ago,  when  millions  of  dollars  in 
gold  and  thousands  of  tons  of  freight 
went  over  it  to  and  from  the  Pacific 
Coast.

SPOKANE,  March  1.— -Bees  in  Kittitas 
County,  west  of  Spokane,  are  threatened 
with  extinction,  due  to  encroachment  of 
'woodpeckers. '  For  many  years  the  bees 
•have'atored  honey  inside  the  wooden  pil- 
lars of  the'  courthouse  at  BUenshurg, 
Wa>h.,  and  between  the  bribk  walls  of 
ihe  -  auditor's  vault.  There  is  a  space 
of  eight  inches  between  the  two  walls 
ri,f  the  vault  and   it  Is  bellavad   this  Is 


completely  (filled  with  honey.  A  pair  of 
woodpeckers  halve  dug  a  hole  through 
the  high  wooden  pillars  at  the  rear  of 
the  courthouse  and  are  feasting  on  the 
sleeping  bees.  Large  pieces  of  honey- 
comb containing  honey  have  been  scat- 
tered about  the  courthouse  lawn  by  the 
birds,  who  enter  into  the  pillars  to  eat 
the  bees.  As  the  weather  is  still  too 
cold  for  the  bees  to  come  out  of  their 
Winter's  sleep,  the  woodpeckers  en- 
counter no  resistance.

Patails  of   the   great   railway    swindle

They    were   signed    by   his   accom- 
plices,     dummy      directors,      and      duly 
stamped     at     the     Ghent    Stamp     Office. 
Whenever  a  holder  desired  to  sell  Wil- 
mart bought,  thus  staving  oft*  disclosure. 
The  actual  capital  of  the  Ghent-Tern- 
euzen   railway   on   the  Bourse  was   only 
$925,000,     and     not   one   can     understand 
how  it  was  possible  to  find  dupes  among 
financiers   to  take  up  stock  to  the  tune 
of    $8,000,000.        People   are   asking   also 
•why   the  several   banks   which   held   this 
paper    for    $160,000    and    upward    never 
noticed    when    they    made    up    their    list 
of  shares  the  great  quantity  of  this  pa- 
per.     It    is    surprising    also    that    it    es- 
caped attention   that,  the  first  loan  hav- 
ing  been   issued   over   twenty   years  ago 
(the    numbers    of    which    figured    largely 
in    Wilmot's   plan),    the   actual   paper   of 
the    new    bonds    differed    in    appearance 
and    cleanliness.        Buyers    seemed    alto- 
gether  blinded,   an   effect,  greatly   helped 
by    the    electric   personality    of    Wilmart 
himself    and    the    clever    way    in    which 
the  shares  were  placed   in   different  cen- 
tres.    One  of  Wil mart's  jackals  received 
an   enormous   wage  for   this  part  of   the 
■business,    and    he    greatly    enriched    his 
brother  and  cousin,  as  well  as  the  man- 
aging   director,    who,    with    his    brother, 
have   been  arrested  and  are   now   In   the 
Brussels  prison. 

Not  long  ago  a  Brussels  stockbroker 
was  allowing  a  commission  of  five  per 
cent,  on  the  purchase  of  Ghent-Terneu- 
zen shares,  sending  circulars  freely  into 
France  with  this  offer. 

Revealed  by  Aooident 
Discovery  came  about  through  the 
merest  accident.  A  stockbroker's  clerk 
Jn  Brussels  absconded  with  a  portfolio 
full  of  securities,  among  them  fifty  of 
the  Ghent  Railway  shares.  The  broker 
placed  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the 
police,  with  a  list  of  the  missing  bonds. 
For  some  unexplained  reason  the  ab- 
sconder returned  with  all  the  missing 
scrip  and  the  broker  withdrew  the 
Charge.  But  the  magistrate  on  examin- 
ing the  list  found  several  numbers  of 
railway  shares  duplicated  and  also  not- 
ed discrepancies  in  dates  on  the  back  of 
the  shares,  and  he  sent  to  Ghent  quietly 
to  make   inquiries. 

Two  of  Wllmart's  friends  learned  of 
this  and  warned  him  by  telephone  of 
what  they  considered  a  false  accusation 
and  that  his  house  was  to  be  searched. 
Wilmart  undertook  to  bluff  It  out.  He 
rushed  oft  to  a  Brussels  lawyer  and 
went  with  him  to  the  Palais  de  Justice 
and  demanded  of  the  magistrate  why 
his  house  was  to  be  searched.  The  mag- 
istrate said  he  had  given  no  such  or- 
ders, but  he  Invited  Wilmart  to  explain 
the  duplicated  bonds.  Wilmart  explained 
that  It  was  an  error  of  employees,  and 
with  easy  assurance  declared  he  was 
quite  ready  to  make  good  any  such  er- 
rors at  once. 

Thinking  it  over,  the  magistrate  made 
Inquiries  at  the  Stamp  Office  in  Ghent 
and  found  that  large  quantities  of  these 
nhares  came  in  for  stamping  every 
month  from  various  Brussels  printers, 
for  Wilmart,  and  from  these  clues  the 
whole  network  of  forgery  and  fraud 
was  laid  bare.

Last  July  the  Dutch  bankers  of  Maas- 
tricht received  a  circular  from  Wilmart 
saying  he  Was  willing  to  place  1,2(0 
shares  In  the  Ghent-Terneuaen  Railway 
there,  and  asking  them  to  fix  tbelr  own 
commission.  Dutchmen,  however,  have 
more  eyes  than  two,  and  the  circular, 
which  seemed  very  remarkable,  was 
taken  to  the  Commissary  of  Police.

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SAID  TO  BE  DYING 

At  Age  of  82  Irish  Agitator 
Has  Been  Living  on  Staten 
Island  in  Comparative  Pov- 
erty, 


NEW  YORK,  March  1. — When  Jere- 
miah Donovan,  the  Irish  patriot  and 
picturesque  Fenian,  adopted  the  name 
"O'Donovan  Rossa"  50  years  ago,  and 
collected  a  sum  said  to  have  exceeded 
$90,000,  much  of  it  from  Irish  girls 
throughout  the  United  States,  he  prom- 
ised to  free  Ireland  by  drastic  measures. 
The  avowed  aim  of  his  life  and  pur- 
pose of  the  fund  was  the  liberation  of 
Ireland    from    English    rule. 

O'Donovan  Rossa,  now  nearlng  his 
eighty-third  year,  is  said  to  be  dying 
of  rheumatism  and  complications  at  194 
Richmond  Terrace.  New  Brighton. 
Staten  Island,  where  he  lives  in  a  queer 
ramshackle  cottage  with  his  wife  and 
three   daughters. 

At  the  end  of  a  stormy  life  he  is  in 
comparative  poverty,  and  the  Irish  so- 
cieties are  about  to  give  him  a  substan- 
tial testimonial  in  recognition  of  his 
perfervld  patriotism,  which  led  to  im- 
prisonment and   banistment. 

In  his  "Life  in  Prison,"  published 
from  5  Barclay  Street  in  1889,  Rossa 
wrote,  "England  has  proclaimed  war 
against  mc  and  forbids  me  to  tread  my 
native  land,  and.  so  help  me  God,  I  will 
wage  war-  against  her  until  she  is 
stricken  to  her  knees  or  till  I  am  strick- 
en  to  my  grave." 

Uncompromising  As  Ever 
O'Donovan  Rossa  Is  as  uncomprom- 
ising today  as  he  was  in  the  days  when 
he  was  confined  in  a  dungeon  with  his 
hands  tied  behind  his  back,  eating  hl& 
scant  rations  from  the  floor.  He  was 
always  c  physical  force,  having  little 
sympathy  with  those  who  sought  for 
and  gained  compromises.  Continually 
at  war  with  those  who  disagreed  with 
him  and  his  ideas  here  and  in  Ireland, 
and  fighting  against  odds,  he  never  ran 
up   the  white  flag. 

Born     In     County     Cork     in    1831,     his 
father,    who    was  In   fairly   good   circum- 
stances,   sent    him    to   school   until   1844. 
Then  came  crop  failures  and  agitations, 
troublous  times   in   Ireland.     He  became 
part    of    the    Young    Ireland    movement. 
His    mother,    brothers    and    sisters    emi- 
grated  to  Philadelphia,  and  he  was  left 
alone    at    Sklbbereen,    apprenticed    to    a 
kinsman   who   had   a  store.     In   a  short 
time  young  Donovan  had  a  store  Of  his 
own   and   was   a   leader   In   the  patriotic 
movement  fanned  by  the  Fenian  leaders, 
■is  Bnataess  Butaed 
In   1858   he  became  a  full  member  in 
the     Irish     Rerolutlonary     Brotherhood, 
and   next  year  served   his  first   term   in 
Cork  Jail.     His  business  was  ruined,  his 
country   demoralized.     Still    in    the   rev- 
olutionary   movement    he    traveled    over 
Ireland,    England  and     Scotland,  organ- 
izing Fenian  hands. 

In  18*8,  Ireland  becoming  too  hot  for 
him,  he  came  here  on  a  visit.  He  want 
back  after  a  few  menths,  became  In- 
volved in  an  aggressive  campaign  and 
fell  into  the  hands  of  the  English  auth- 
orities, and  from  1885  to  1871  he  was  in 
Jail.  He  was  released  only  to  be  ban- 
ished from  Great  Britain  and  her  pos- 
sessions. 

In  this  country  he  published  a  news- 
paper, wrote  books,  traveled  and  lec- 
tured. Through  correspondence  and  in- 
fluence and  funds  he  collected  he  still 
kept  things  stirred  up  In  his  native 
land,  although  thousands  of  miles  away 
from  it.

One  of  Stolypin's   Purposes 

This  was  one  of  M.  Htolypin's  pur- 
poses when,  as  Russlun  Prime  Minister, 
in  May,  1308,  he  began  his  scries  of  at- 
tacks upon  Finland  with  the  speech  In 
which  he  protested,  to  the  amusement 
of  the  world,  that  "In  Russia  might 
can  never  go  before  right"  The  decis- 
ive step  was  taken  in  the  Act  rushed 
through  the  Duma  in  June.  1910,  re- 
moving all  matters  of  Imperial  concern 
from  the  power  of  the  Finnish  Lijet, 
and  mentioning  among  those  matters  the 
rights  of  Russian  citizens,  besides  the 
us,,  of  the  Ruslun  language,  education. 
: .i,i. He  onh-r,  public  meetings,  -societies, 
press  laws,  foreign  literature,  coinage, 
the  post  and  telegraph,  railways,  nav- 
igation, the  pilot  service — in  fact,  every 
point  of  any  national  value.  Well  might 
a  leader  of  reaction  spring  on  his  seat 
and  shout,  "Finis  Kinlcunliae!"  who 
the  packed  Duma  passed   that  law. 

Last  year's  Act  specially  dealing  with 
the  admission  of  Russians  to  Finnish 
rights  was  only  a  further  definition,  and 
in  September  Herr  Lagerkrantz,  a  Vi- 
borg magistrate,  v.  rted  for  refus- 
ing to  carry  out  the  law  as  h»ing  un- 
constitutional. He  appealed  to  the  Vi- 
borg Court,  which  upheld  his  conten- 
tion, and  released  him.  It  Is  for  that 
ofTencc  that  a  St.  Petersburg  Court  has 
sent  all  the  members  hut  one  to  pri- 
son for  sixteen   months. 

Claim    to    Righta 

There  is  no  need  here  to  ,co  • 
nit.,  Finland's  claim  to  distinct  consti- 
tutional liberties,  uncontrolled  by  Uus- 
sian  domination.  Her  .'claim  to  autono- 
mousiights  "tinder  trar*Orand  Duke  (who 
in  Russia  is  the  Czar)  restrf  mainly  np«»n 
the  oath  sworn  by  Alexander  I.  at  the 
Diet  of  Borgo  (March,  1803)  and  re- 
peated by  all  bis  successors— the  oath 
to  preserve  all  the  rights  of  the  old  con- 
Mi  union  as  under  the  former  Swedish 
ru-le.  The  Finns  maintain  that  their 
righti  wore  further  eanftrtned  i>>-  the 
subsequent  Treaty  of  Fredrikshamn,  In 
which  the  King  of  Sweden  thanked  the 
Czar  for  assuring  to  Finland  the  free 
exercise  of  her  religious  rltrhts,  proper- 
ty ami  privileges.  This  was  also:  the 
view  of  a  body  or  the  most,  ilistin- 
gulshed  juris-consults.  Including  Sir 
Frederics  Pollock,  sir  Edward  Fry  and 
Professor  Westlake  of  England,  who 
supported  it  in  an  International  memo- 
randum (March,  1910).  Oven  The  Lon- 
don Times,  no  enthusiastic  advocate  of 
national    rights,    then    observed: 

These  opinions  support  the  view  we 
have  consistently  upheld,  thai  Finland 
enjoys  her  autonomy,  not  as  n  tempor- 
ary privilege  granted  to  a  conquered 
province,  but  as  a  legal  right,  and  thai 
the  competence  of  the  Finnish  i>iet  can, 
legally,  only  be  modified  or  restricted 
w  it'h    lis    own    consent."

Petersburg,  She  stands  as  an  outmost, 
a  city  of  refuge  and  also  as  an  example 
and  object  loason  In  the  advantages  of 
liberty.  To  cross  her  frontier  from  Rus- 
sia Is  like  corning  out  of  prlnon  Into  the 
free  air  of  day.  Rut  for  the  lowering 
threat  of  "Russtficatioh'f  Finland  would 
be  one  of  the  happiest  and  most  .pros- 
perous countries  on  earth,  as  she  Is  one 
of  the  freest  and  most  progressive. 
Passion  for  Knowledge 

The  Finns  are  possessed  by  a  deep 
passion  for  knowledge  and  education.  In 
Finland,  primitive  as  the  country  life 
may  be,  less  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
people  are  Illiterate.  In  Russia  less 
than  ten  per  cent,  can  read  and  write. 
It  Is  not  only  a  question  of  race,  for  the 
Finns  w  Ithin  Russian  territory  are  about 
•as  IgnoTMrt  and  miserable  as  their  Rus- 
sia* neighbor*.    It  Is  too  result  of  free

It  Is  Just  on  account  of  this  freedom 
and  happiness,  this  capacity  for  self- 
Kovcrnment  and  desire  for  progress, 
thai  Ihe  Czar's  ministers  have  rcsulved 
upon  tin-  destruction  of  Finland's  liber- 
ties, ana   step    i,y   step   arc   endeavoring 

to  reduce  that  small  hut  noble  popula- 
tion to  the  .hud  level  of  Russian  mon- 
Otqpy  a-nil  oppression,  '['ho  crushing  out 
of  a  nationality  is  In  any  case  disas- 
trous, but  It  becomes  doubly  shameful 
When  an  uuusual'.N  advanced  stage  of 
civilisation  is  overwhelmed  by  a  far 
lower   stage. 

Denies    Disorganization 

M  X.  Korewo,  President  Of  the  Com- 
mission for  the  Syste'nilsatlon  of  Finnish 
Laws,  denies  that  the  I'Mnnish  Pilot  Ser- 
vice as  now  established,  has  been  dis- 
organized. In  the  course  of  a  long 
statement  he  Bays: 

The  Russian  Admiralty  had  to  face 
enormous  difficulties.  It  hud  to  over- 
come the  insubordination-  of  the  non- 
regular  crews  on  the  pilot  boats;  the 
refusal  of  the  lighthouse-keepers  to 
light  up  on  the  opening-  days  of  naviga- 
tion; the  refusal  of  the  intelligence  of- 
fices to  furnish  this  new  department 
with  the  necessary  workmen,  caused  by 
the  attitude  of  the  natives,  who  were 
terrorized  by  the  press  and  the  threats 
of  boycott;  and  the  refusal  not  only  to 
sell  the  necessary  boats,  but  even  to  re- 
pair them. 
After   giving    some    Innlancen    nf   nh- 


structlon,  and  declaring  that  the  atti- 
tude of  the  pilots  on  strike  "has  sur- 
passed all  that  one  could  Imagine  as 
odious,"  N.  Iforewo  goes  on  to  say: 

"The  agitators  tried-  to  Influence-  the 
new  pilots,  so,  as  to  cause  trouble  and 
disorganization  in  the  new  services.  The 
Intensity  of  this  criminal  propaganda 
and  the  ever  growing  number 'of  cases 
of  assault  compelled  the  Government  to 
forbid,  under  penalty  of  a  line,  private 
Individuals  from  visiting  the  pilot  sta- 
tions and   the  lighthouses. 

"In  spite  of  these  abnormal  conditions 
of  work,  the  new  Russian  pilot  service 
In  Finland  has  shown  remarkable  pro- 
gress for- the  first  year's  work.  It  la 
false  that  the  navigation  has  been  hin- 
dered by-  this  reform.  In  the  big  ports, 
such  as  Helslngfors,  Kotka,  HangO  and 
Abo,  shipping  aetivity  shows  greater 
p,rogreBS  than  In  former  years.  In  all 
cases,  the  opening  of  the  ports  has  not 
been  delayed.  The  work  of  putting  up 
the  marks  and  buoys  has  not  been  dis- 
organized." 

In  conclusion  M.  Korewo  takes  strong 
exception  to  statements  which  he  s 
have  appeared  In  the  Finnish  press  that 
there  have  been  constant  shipwrecks 
due  to  the  ignorance  of  the  Russian  pi- 
lots who  have  been  brought  to  Finland 
from  the  Caspian  Sea. 

JESUITS  COMMUNICATE

VIKXxa.  March  1.  —  The  discovery

Francis  Joseph  Once  Had  His 
Breakfast  Stolen  and  Others 
Have  Amusing  Experiences 
— Prince  Lost  His  Trousers, 


Th*  theft  of  the  Emperor  Francis 
Joseph'*  breakfast  at  Budapest  about 
a  fortnight  ago,  caueed  great  excitement 
}n  the  palace.  The  emperor  rises  at 
3:30  a.  m.,  and  he  breakfasts  Immedi- 
ately after  a  cold  bath.  The  palace 
cook,  like  the  other  servants,  Hues  at 
2  o'clock,  as  the  emperor  is  impatient 
of   any    delay. 

When  the  cook  went  to  the  lardor  to 
fetch  the  cold  meal  which  he  had  pre- 
pared overnight,  ha  found  to  horror  that 
it  had  all  disappeared  .  Tha  worthy 
cook,  suspecting  he  knew  not  what,  in- 
formed the  emperor's  detectives,  and  the 
palace  was  at  once  surrounded  and  a 
strict  search    made 

Traces  of  sooty  boots  were  found  on 
the  inlaid  floor  of  the  royal  larder,  black 
finger-marks  were  seen  on  the  white- 
painted  shelf.      Clues! 

Suspicion  at  once  fell  on  a  chimney- 
sweep, employed  in  the  palace,  and  the 
detectives,  on  going  to  this  man's 
home,  found  him  in  the  act  of  eating  the 
breakfast  that  had  been  prepared  with 
such  care  for  the  Emperor  Francis 
Joseph.  'j 

The.- aweep  waa  arrested,  as  waa  tha 
sentry  whose  duty  U  was  to  stand' 
guard  over  the  royal  kitchens. 

A    Prlnc*    sans    Trousers 

A  most  amusing  royal  comedy  oc- 
curred In  January  of  1911,  when  the 
German  Prince  Max  zu  Furstenbuerg 
found  himself  obliged  to  change  car- 
riages at  a  German  railway  station, 
with  no  other  costume  in  which  to  do 
so   than  a  colored  night-shirt. 

The  catastrophe  was  not  lightened  for 
his  highness  by  the  embarrassing  fact 
that  his  exit  from  the  train  was  watched 
with  mischievous  interest  by  several 
local  worthies,  as  well  as  the  station 
etaff. 

The  trouble  all  arose  because  the 
prince  occupied  one  sleeping  car,  while 
his  valet  (with  all  his  clothes)  retired 
to  another,  and  the  train  having  been 
divided  in  the  course  of  the  journey, 
the  prinde.  waking  late  in  the  morning, 
found  himself  at  the  critical  moment  at 
a  distance  of  several  miles  from  his 
most  urgent  necessaries.  One  can  im- 
agine how  his  unserene  highness  bolted 
along  the  platform  in  his  scanty  attire, 
braved  the  giggles  of  his  audience,  and 
sought  refuge  in  a  waiting-room  until 
such  time  as  a  fresh  relay  of  clothing 
could  be  obtained.  ' 

A  King  and  a  "Third  Smoker" 

Here  Is  another  amusing  royal  comedy 
of  the  railway.  King  Carlos  and  his 
brother,  during  a  recent  holiday  in 
Switzerland,  were  waiting  for  a  train  at 
the  station  of  St.  Gall.  When  It  arrived 
they  entered  a  first-class  compartment, 
but  the  guard  appeared  on  the  scene 
and  Informed  them  that  the  compart- 
ment waa  full  and  that  they  would  have 
to  travel  in  a  third-class  carriage  until 
the  next  station.  The  King  readily  con- 
sented to  this  arrangement.  The  Royal 
lackey,  however,  pounced  on  the  guard 
and  rated  him  for  having  sent,  the  King 
of  Roumanla  and  his  brother  into  a 
"third  smoker." 

The  democratic  Swiss  guard  was  not 
in  the  least  perturbed.

■  The  Archduke  Francis  Joseph,  the 
heir-presumptive,  was  placed  in  difficul- 
ties) a  few  months  ago  for  lack  of  four- 
pence.  Paaalng  the  famous  church  of 
8t  Stephen,  in  Vienna,  It  suddenly  oc- 
curred to  him  that  he  would  like  to  climb 
to  tha  top  of  the  steaplr  On  entering,  a 
ticket  was  given  to  him,  but  when  asked 
for  fourpence,  the  price  of  admlaton,  the 
Archduke  discovered  that  he  had  come 
out  without  any  money,  so  he  gave  his 
name  instead.  The  attendant  was  not 
quite  satisfied,  and  asked  a  policeman 
outside  to  identify  "the  /oung  man 
without  fourpence."  In  the  end  the 
Archduke  was  permitted  to  enter  the 
church.  Tha  next  day  the  Archrlucal 
Chamberlain  paid  the  fourpence  and  al- 
so  distributed    lavish   tips. 

■das'  Faiar'a  Halfpenny 

King  Peter  of  Servia  created  much 
amusement  in  Budapest  last  year  by 
giving  a  waiter  a  tip  of  a  halfpenny. 

In  Budapest,  you  must  understand, 
"tipping"  is  much  in  vogue.  Even  the 
omnibus   conductors    are   "tipped" 

Wlters  at  the  Budapest  station  buffet 
were  discussing  politics  one  day  In 
September,  1911,  when  the  station  mas- 
ter announced  that  a  Royal  train,  con- 
veying King  Peter  and  many  members 
of  hi*  house  to  St.  Petersburg,  <would 
stop  at  Budapest.  It  was  a  hot  day, 
and  after  the  usual  presentations  to 
foreign  consuls,  the  King  said  he  would 
like  a  glass  of  beer.  The  beer  was 
brought  by  the  head  waiter  (who  had 
previously  promised  his  colleagues  that 
ha  would  divide  the  King's  gratuity),  and 
after  King  Peter  had  drunk  It,  he 
turned  to  the  Court  Marshal  and  whis- 
pered to  him.  Th«>  Court  Marsha!  came 
forward  and,  after  asking  the  cost  of 
th*  b*er.  handed  the  waiter  a  coin.

DELIGHTS  GERMANY 


Love  and  State  Reasons  Fig- 

lire  in   Royal   Botrothal  of 

Princess     Louise  —  Former- 
•   Romance  Recalled, 


BERLIN,  March  1.— Balkan  and  Mex- 
ican wars,  Anglo-American  fleet  ratios, 
and  other  typings  of  equal  importance 
have  been  forgotten  in  the  capital  city 
this  week,  for  Victoria  Luise,  the  only 
daughter  of  the  imperial  house,  is  er\r. 
gaged   to"  be   married.  '    *: 

The  announcement  would  have  aroused 
the  heartiest  Interest  in  any  case,  for 
the  bright-faced  young  Hohenzollern 
princess  is  a  general  favorite  with  peo- 
ple of  nil  degrees,  but  Interest  is  <vided 
by  the  fact  that  her  fiance  will  be,  upon 
his  father's  death,  the  head  of  the 
House  of  Cumberland,  between  which 
and  the  Hohenzollerns  the  bitterest  feud 
has  existed  for  nearly  50  years. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  we  *re  now 
hearing  pleasant  stories  that  Duke 
hlrnest  August  of  Brunswick,  the  bride- 
groom-to-be, has  made  repeated  trips 
to  Berlin  in  the  last  few  months  to  visit 
Princess  Victoria  Luise,  and  that  th* 
marriage  will  be  a  love  match,  pure  and 
simple.  But,  with,  the  best  intention  in 
the  world,  it  is  difficult' to  find  any 
ground  for  believing  it  is  anything  but 
a  state  marriage,  dictated  by  the 
grounds   of   the   highest  politics. 

Marriage  of  Stat*  Expediency 

The  expediency  of  such  an  alliance, 
in  the  first  place,  is  so  great.  In  the 
second  place,  it  is  not  ao  long  since 
Victoria's  affections  were  given  to  an- 
other. Moreover,  Krnst  August's  woo- 
ing had  not  been  heard  of  until  after 
his  engagement  was  announced,  and  the 
announcement  appears  to  have  been  a 
complete   surprise   to   cverbody. 

The  New  York  Times  correspondent 
was  able  to  report  a  little  more  than  a 
year  ago  the  fact  that  Victoria  was  In 
love  with  Count  Kugger.  Her  imperial 
father  then  took  her  to  Corfu,  in  the 
hope  that  she  would  forget.  This  ap- 
parently succeeded,  but  since  that  time 
it  has  been  reported,  with  some  reason, 
that  the  young  princess  had  looked  fa- 
vorably, to  say  the  least.  Upon  Adolf 
Frederick,  the  hereditary  Grand  Duke 
of   Mecklenburg-Strelita. 

It  may  be  that  she  has  fallen  in  love 
again  in  the  present  case,  but,  in  view 
of  the  shortness  of  the  intervening  time 
and  of  the  important  political  effect  of 
the  coming  union,  one  may  cherish  a 
doubt. 

slohenaollerns  and  Oumb*rl*nd* 

Attempts  to  obtain  a  reconciliation 
between  the  HohenKollerns  and  Cumber- 
lands  over  the  claim  to  the  throne  of 
Hanover  have  all  proved  fruitless  in  the 
last  60  years,  and  the  regency  of  Bruns- 
wick is  today  in  the  hands  of  Johann 
Albrecht  of  Mecklenburg.  Krnst  August, 
Sr.,  father  of  the  princess'  fiance,  could 
become  the  reigning  duke  If  he  would 
renounce  the  claim  to  the  Hanoverian 
throne,  but  he  refuses  to  do   so. 

The  coming  marriage  must  eventually 
result  In  healing  this  breach.  It  is  not 
likely  that  Ernst  August,  Sr.  will 
change  his  attitude,  but  he  is  68,  and  in 
the  nature  of  things  cannot  be  expected 
to  live  many  years.  With  him  will  die 
the  last  claim  of  the  Ouelphs  on  th» 
throne  of  Hanover.  The  way  will  then 
be  open  for  the  assumption  of  the  re- 
gency of  Brunswick  by  Victoria's  hus- 
band, and  a  reconciliation  be  tween  the 
oldest  German  line  of  princes  and  the 
ruling  Hohcnzollerns. 

■■PPT  Wedded  itlfe  axpeeted 

Some  sanguine  persons  afreet  to  be- 
lieve that  the  union  may  have  a  good 
effect  on  Anglo-Oerman  relations.  The 
wish  la  undoubtedly  father  to  the 
thought,  for  the  day  is  long  past  when 
the  Cumberlands  were  regarded  as  Brit- 
ish, although  they  are  still  entitled  to 
be  called  royal  highnesses  as  princes  of 
Qreat  Britain.  It  will  be  recalled  that 
the  last  Duke  of  Cumberland  In  England 
was  stoned  In  London  atreeta.  The  only 
vestige  of  Anglicanism  retained  by  the 
house  Is  the  fact  that  they  are  Church 
of  England  adherenta. 

Dsaplte  the  political  nature  of  the 
coming  marriage,  however,  there  is  no 
reason  why  It  should  not  result  happily. 
Ernst  August  la  a  very  decent  young 
man,  intelligent,  earnest  and  a  good  sol- 
dier, measuring  up  well  to  the  standard 
of  royal  husbands.  He  and  Victoria 
have  much  In  common. 

There  Is  no  question  that  Germans 
generally  approve  the  match.  The  Wa- 
ter den  Linden  was  jammed  early 
Thursday  morning  from  Brandenburger 
Tor  to  the  palace  by  enthusiastic  citi- 
zens, who  gave  an  ovation  Co  the  Ksis- 
eiin,  Frtqceos  Victoria  and  Krnst  Aug- 
ust on  their  return  to  Berlin.  The  city 
was  decorated  with  flags,  and  the  news- 
papers issued  extras  ssnimsaMnt  their 
retsra. 


DRAMA  IS  BANNED 
BY  OXFORD  CENSOR 


Performance  of  "Phyl"  For- 
bidden by  the  Vice  Chancel- 
lor, Who  Takes  Exception 
to  Play, 


LONDON,  March  1.— A  little  stir  has 
been  caused  by  the-  ifeverely  censorious 
attack  of  the  vice  (jhaaceiler  of  Oxford 
University  towards '  the  latest  play  ar- 
ranged for  production  at  Oxford. 

Some  time  ago  the  vice  chancellor 
raised  much  discussion  by  his  banning 
of  Stanley  Houghton's  "Hindla  Wakes." 
Now  he  has  again  shown  himself  sever- 
er than  the  lord  chamberlain  himself 
by  prohibiting  the  performance  In  the 
city  of  Cicely  Hamilton's  new  play  en- 
titled "Phyl." 

The  play  tells  the  story  of  a  young 
governess,  who  has  an  affair  witli  a 
wealthy  man.  He  is  a  man  of  conven- 
tional morals,  and  when  he  has  lost  his 
money  he  offers  to  make  amends  by 
marrying  her.  She  speaks  slightly  of 
marriage  because  the  ceremony  is  noth- 
ing to  her,  .but  eventually  agrees  to  the 
proposal. 

The  vice  chancellor  has  apparently 
taken  exception  to  the  light  treatment 
of  marriage  in  the  play. 

The  manager  of  the  company  which 
waa  to  present  the  play  at  Oxford,  af- 
ter pointing  out  that  the  vice  chancellor 
never  bans  a  musical  comedy,  naiil  lhat 
"Phyl"  had  been  passed  by  the  lord 
chamberlain  without  the  alteration  of  a 
single  word. 

Commenting  on  the  dictum  of  the  vice 
chancellor,    Cicely   Hamilton   said: 

"It  r*ally  does  not  matter.  All  those 
Oxford  small  boye  can  run  up  to  Lon- 
don any  time  they  like  and  see  some- 
thing far  worse.  The  vice  chancellor 
is  merely  expressing  his  own  opinion  of 
the  play.  He  does  not  like  it,  and  he 
is  supposed  to  be  entitled  to  exercise  his 
medieval  privileges  In  keeping  it  out. 
of  his  preserve.  At  Oxford  as  soon  as 
you  cease  to  be  an  Oxonian  and  show 
a  sense  of  humor   you  are  barred." 


WILL      FEED      IMPERIALLY 

Hew    Eealand    Eggs    Fr*«h    After    16,000- 

afll*    Journey — Many    Canadian 

Product* 


LONDON,  March  1, — The  New  Zealand 
Government  is  now  trying  an  interest- 
ing experiment  which,  it  is  hoped,  may 
lead  to  the  sending  of  large  consign- 
ments of  Antipodean  eggs  from  that 
country   to   the  British   market. 

Some  six  weeks  ago  ten  quarter  cases, 
each  containing  300  new  laid  eggs,  left 
New  Zealand  by  the  steamship  Rotorua 
for  London.  The  eggs  were  kept'  on 
board  at  a  temperature  of  45  degrees 
Kahr.  They  arrived  in  this  country  on 
Tuesday  last  week,  and  although  there 
was  a  surplus  of  eggs  on  the  market, 
with  a  consequent  fall  in  prices,  the 
consignment  found  ready  purchasera  at 
the  wholesale  price  of  8s.  per  120. 

"The  eggs,  when  tested,  were  found 
to  be  in  splendid  condition,"  said  a  re- 
presentati vp  of  Messrs.  H.  A.  Lane  A 
Co.,  of  Tooley  Street,  &.  E.,  the  firm  to 
which  the  eggs  were  consigned.  "Al- 
though they  have  been  sent  some  16,000 
miles  they  can  still  be  fairly  described 
aa  'new  laid,'  judging  by  an  analysis. 
They  compare  very  favorably  with  the 
eggs  sent  to  this  country  from  Russia 
and    Denmark. 

Hardly  an  egg  was  broken  in  transit, 
and  better  prices  will  be  obtained  for 
future  consignments  under  normal  con- 
ditions of  market  rates.  From  our  point 
of  view  the  experiment  has  been  entire- 
ly   successful." 

The  success  of  the  New  Zealand  Gov- 
ernment's experiment  emphasizes  the 
fact  that  it  is  now  possible  for  the  En- 
glish breakfast  table  to  be  completely 
supplied,  in  excellent  variety,  with  pro- 
ducts sent  from  the  over-sea  Dominions.
